The new Gl legislation also 
provides for a revision of the 
hours scale for payment of 
benefits. According to Eubanks' 
interpretation of the bill, six 
quarter hours would be 
considered half lime, nine hours 
would be three-quarters time, 
and 12 hours would be 
considered full time. 

Prior to Nixon .signing the bill, 
veterans had to enroll for 14 



hours to teceive full payment of 
benefits from the Veterans' 
AdministraticMi. The change in 
hours, he said, "was to relieve 
the load from the veteran, sintx 
the benefits were not enoi^ to 
keep him in school." 

Eubanks is scheduled to 
attend a seminar in Daytona 
Beach in early May. He plans a

ecordkeeping of numbers of minority students, correcting past 
lattems of racial discriminations by student groups, increasing minorit> 
enrollment at the University School, recruitment of minority tacr'ty 
md students and increasing black pamcipation in graduate research and 
inancial aid programs. 

Arnold has been on assignment from President Marshall since his 
esignation as Vice President for Student Affaire became effective March 
;. A second report, due May 1. will contain additional information on 
ecruitmcnt of minon!\ students, faculty, staff, and coaches.

Involvement 
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The institution of a sliuttle bus service between Florida 
State and FAMU and an enthusiastic student response to 

the Center for Participant Education (CPE) this wedt 
highliglited the success of student-initiated academic 
programs at FSU. 

Both the FSU-FAMU Co-op and the CPE were 

established at tlie request of students and both have 
received substantial support from the student body. A lack 
of coordination in the academic calendars at FAMU and 

FSU limited the number of students participating in the 
co-op program last quarter, but university officials feel the 
sdiuttle bus service and coordinated registration dates this 
quarter wDl increase the si/e of the program. 

More substantial support lias been expressed for the 
CPE, as Student Government officials reported aO four 
credit courses filled late yesterday afternoon. Early reports 
indicated that the enrollment in non-credit courses offered 
by the program was over 1 50 students. 

Tlie success of these two programs is indicative of the 
potential role for students in academic planning within the 
univeraty. With a rising awareness that students are 
concerned witli tlic relevancy of their educations, and can 
make a valuable contribution in areas such as curriculum 
planning, universities across the n.ition are givini; students 
an increased voice in academic affairs.

Several 
of the more progressive departments on campus have 
jncreased the p«jwers of tlieir departmental advisory 
councils, but the changes have not been incorporated in ail 
departments. Among their new powers, some advisory 
councils may now establish new courses and make 
recommendations to their department heads concerning 
teniwe of university professors. 

Vv'e would Ik- irresponsihlc if ue advocated an immediate 
change in such areas as granting or denial of tenure lor 
professors, but we feel that the impressive lowing of 
students in programs such as the CPE. the FSL'-f- AMI' 
Co-op and the Student Advisory Councils warrants 
additional responsitnlity. 

It Ls time for the uiii\ersity to Ijegin a thorough 
examination of the potentialities of student participation 
in academic affairs. If university officials are looking for 
areas in which students can express themselves in a 
constructive manner, and add to the quality of the 
educational program, the area of academic affairs should 
top their Ust.

Teamsters Strike Again 



WASHINGTON (UPl)-The 
truckh^ industry said Tuesday it 
made a new wage offer to the 
Teamsters union, only hours 
before a contract covern^ 
4S0fiOO truck drivers was 
sdieduled to expire at midnight. 

The new wage offer was 

reported by a ^kesman for 
Trucking Employers Inc., which 
represents about 12,000 Hnns. 
He said he would leave it lo the 
Mediation Service, which has 
been tiyii^ to get the two sides 
together, to announce terms of 
the offer. However, a Mediation 
Service spokesman said he knew 
nothing about it. A teamsters 
spokesman declined to discuss 
the matter. "We're just keeping 
our mouths shut and 
negotiating," he said. 



If confirmed, the new offer 
would be the first possibk break 
in the situation since 
negotiations stalled last week 
and federal mediators were 
called in 

Raise Wanted 
The Teamsters are asking 70 

cents more per hour in the first 
year and 50 cents in each of the 
next two years for local drivers 
now earning $4 an hour and 
about SIO.OOO a year. They want 
an extra two cents a mile for 
each year for "over-the-road" 
drivers now making 12.5 cents a 
mile and $13,000 a year 

Until Tuesday, industry was 
standing firm on an offer of 35 
cent^ the first year and 20 cents 
an hour more in each of the next 
two years for hourly workers. 



Three years ago, when the 

previous contract expired 
without agreement, the 
Teamsters called "sctective" 

strikes that prompted the 
industry to retaliate with a 
lockout for two days 

The Teamsters have pledged 
in the past not to call a 
nationwide strike this time but 
have not ruled out selective 
strikes.

Law Faculty Opposition 
To Carswell Questioned

Dean Joshua Morse of the FSU law school has 
been, in effect, scolded by the duffmni of die 
Board of Regents because of a recent statement by 
nine law school I'acully members in which they 
opposed the Supreme Court nominatiao of Judge 
Harrold Carswell. 

Chairman D. Burke Kibler, in a letter, to Morse 
dated March 19, said issuance of the statement was 
both irresponsible and dishonest. "1 doubt that any 
of these facuhy members know much about Judge 
Carswell other than that he is a Southern 
conservative," Kibler said. "Yet the inference is that 
they know irnn and are, in effect, giving a peer 
judgement." 

"Certainly any professor is entitled to express an 
individual ju<^em«it on pid>lic matters, and tfaat 
right is not questioned by me," he said, "but here 
their official connotation with the university gives 
credence and verity to judgemeatt that are not 
earned or deserved. 

"It is a little sad that these professors cannot take 
pride in the fact that a fine, honorable Ftoridian has 
been nominated to the hi^est court in the nattrni." 

Kibler further said imprudent actions such as that 
of the nine faculty members "make the task of 
those of us trying to get adequate funding for the 
university even more difficuh" and n«yGes it 
difficult to "successfully oppose repressive 
legislation concernmg universities that is introduced 
in every session of the legislature." 

Kibler publically released the letter Tuesday after 
inquiries by bd Rocder, reporter for WJXT-TV, 
Jacksonville. 

Moise. when contacted by Roeder, denied 
rcLciving the letter or any other contact from the 
!. jciils about ihc statement. He told the Flambeau 
Wednesday, however, he had found the letter among 
correspondence that had collected ova the qvatta 
break. 



Morse said he felt the question raised by Kibler 
was not whether the faculty mnnbers acted within 
their rights, but whether the action was prudent. 

"They asserted a constitutional right," he said. 
"There is no questk>n their right to act. The 
question is whether the act was worth the possibk 
consequences. 

**If the matter was of significant importance to 
them, a matter of conscience, then prudence should 
have been thrown out the window. But if it were 
just a matter of opinion, soimething that won't carry 
a lot of wetght, then it n|%ht not have been worth 
the consequences." 

Morse denied a charge by Roeder that the Kibler 
letter was a rebuking, a warning. "It was merely a 
Element of KiMer's oWn opinion Morse said. 

The controversial statement by the law school 
faculty members was a letter sent to President 
Nixon last month iliging han to witfatbiw tke 
Carswell nomination. 

"We urge you to withdraw the name of Judge G. 
Harrold Carswell and to submit to the Senate the 
name of some truly distinguidied Southmi jurat," 
the letter said. 

"We believe that only the most highly qualified 
should be appointed to ttie United Sutes Supreme 
Court," the instmcton said. 

The nine represent half of the law adioid's 
full-time faculty. 

Morse said the statement has not divided Ae 
faculty. "There is a remarkable union among them," 
he said. "I'm thankful they can disagree among 
themselves without the disagreement beooon^ a 
matter of personalities." 

Signing the letter to Nixon were Robert Davkknr, 
Raymond McGuire, John Yetter, David Dickson, 
John Van Doren, Ken Vinson, Janet Oeltjen, and 
Fiands Mfflet, of die teacfab^ faculty, and Edwin 
Sdnoeder, the hw fibrarian.

The debate over the nomination of 
G. Hurold CarsweD to a vacaicy in 
the U.S. Supreme Court spread to the 
campus this wedc with the release of a 
letter from Bond of Regents 
Oudrman D. Burke Kibler to Joshua 
Morse, Dean of the College of Law. 

Kibler's fetter, written on March 
19, is critical of the action of nine 
FSU law in-ofessors who last month 
issued a joint statement opposing the 
Carswell nomination. Kibler argues 
that the nme professors should not 
have used their affiliation with the 
university in taking a stand on the 
nomination 

. . Surely none of these men have 
practiced before Judge Csorswell. 1 
would doubt that any of them know 
him very well, liut the connotation is, 
since they five in his city and 
represent an official position within 
the legal community of our state, that 
thdr coDective judgement is one that 
should be Mstened to more than that 



of nine indvidual law professors 
speaking of their prejudice. It is a 
little sad that these professors cannot 
take pride in the fact that a fine, 
honorabfe Floridian has been 
nominated to the highest court in the 
nation," the krtter reads. 

Mr. Kibfer apparently feels it is 
more prudent to support Mr Carswell 
as a "fine, honorable Floridian " than 
to oppose hini on the basis of his 
actions as a judge. Kinler's letter was 
written on iJoard of Regents 
letterhead, and copies were circulated 
to all 30K members, to Prcsidi-nt 
Marshall, Cliancellor Robert Maut/ 
and refeased to the press. Thus the 
letter can only be compared with the 
professors' joint statement as an 
official opinion on the matter. 

The real question of the matter, 
however, is whether or not it was legal 
and/or proper for a group of 
university professors to take a pubfic 
stand on such issues.

The Flambeau agrees with a 
statement made by Dean Morse 
concerning the matter. Morse told the 
Flambeau the important question is 
whether the statement was a matter of 
conscience or a matter of opinion. If 
it was merely opinion, it wouUn't 
carry enough weight to be wortii the 
consc(]uences.

concern and their genuine conviction 
that Judge Carswell was a poor choice 
for the Supreme Court seat, we must 
applaud the courasjc of these men for 
j)laciiig lliemsevles in a position to Ik- 
attacked by our state's militant 
conservatives.

NEW YORK (UPI)-Com- 
missioner Bowie Kuhn said

Player Gets 
Protection At 
Golf Masters 

AUGUSTA. Ga. (UPF) South 
Africa's Gary Player, concerned 
about possible racial harassment 
because of his country's 
apartheid policies, will be given a 
special team of bodyguards next 
week at the Masters, already the 
best protected golf tournament 
around. 

Player, reported a possible 
target of black militants, has had 
police protection at each 
tournament he has played in 
since returning to this country 
three weeks ^o after a 
seven-month absence. 

"We are aware of .Mr. Player's 
concern," a Masters official told 
United Press International 
Tuesday. "Although we already 
have ample policing, we will do 
as the other tournaments have 
done and assign some men to 
watch over him." 

The likeable Player, one of 
the world's top golfers for the 
past decade, first became the 
target of a racial demonstration 
during the PGA Championship 
last August at Dayton. Ohio. 

Although nothing is known to 
have liappened since his return 
to the States, there have been 
reports that some black groups 
are planning similar 
demonstrations this year. Player 
has indicated thai he felt that 
next weeks .Masters, long 
charged with being a "white 
supremacist" tournament 
because no black golfer has ever 
been invited to participate, 
could be the scene of such a 
demonstration 

.Masters officials pointed out 
Tuesday that any such 
demonstration would have had 
to have been planned quite 
awhile ago since tickets for the 
tour days of the tournament 
(April 9-12) have been sold out 
for several months. 

However, it was noted that 
there will be individual gate sales 
for the pre-tournament practice 
rounds on Monday, Tuesday, 
niid Wednesday.

Students organizing the rally hope to get national media coverage. 
They beUeve thtf a demoastration against Carswell in his owa horae 
town may have a marked ^ect on Monday's U.S. Senate vote on 
whether to send Carswdl's nomination bade to committee. 

According to Washington sources, a return to comniittee will kit 
Carswell's chances for appointment to the court.

increasing throng, the men living in campus dormitories and nearby 
fraternity houses began a three-day series of panty raids participated in 
by over 1,000 campus males. Several female dormitory resi^p^ts, not 
wishing to lose the spotUght entirely, launched the third night's massive 
gathering when their pbnned raid on the men's d<MTOitorRs backfired 
and the men's dorms launched a counter-attack. 

Demonstrations in the springs of 1968 and 1969 were of a different 
genre, however. Although they, like the panty raids, began erratically 
with little organization and little lasting mpasX on the campus, tte 
moral and political implications of the issues soon crystallized the 
demonstrators into a unified force. As the demonstrations gained 
impetus, those who saw the movement as an opportunity for 
advanconent moved in. Student "liberal" and "conservative" leaders 
sprang up praising or condemning the actions of the demonstrators. 
Faculty mendters entered the fracas on a more personal basis, and 
arguments or disagreements begni whk±i were to terminate in future 
resignations and demotions. 

State political leaders entered the scene soon, after correctly jud^n^ 
the temperament of state voters as basically anti-demonstrations, 
anti-student and anti-faculty. Pressures and cross-pressures on campus 
administrates |4aoed them in vulnerable positions and resulted in m 
administrative shake-up whidi within two years would cause a complete 
change in the upper echelon of the university administration. 
The question now is whetho- or not this sprite will follow the

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turbulent precedent set during the past three years. If some issue is to 
erupt into a new series of ^monstrations, which issue will it be? And, 
if we experience a new series of demonstrations, what style will the 
demonstration tdce— passive (notest, violent confrontation, or peaceful 
n^otiation? 

Sources within the administration told the Flambeau this week that 

relations between university officials and student leaders were 
amazingly cordial. The sources confide, however, that they fear 
demonstrations could crop up again this year. 

Student government spokesmen echo the words of the 
administrators. They admit that relations with the administration have 
been cordial up to this point, but claim administrators have avoided any 
potentially "heated" problems thus far. 

Among thfe possible "hot spots" this year are the issuesof budgeting 
of student activities fees, recognition ot' campus organizations, political 
interference in the admmistration of the university, opposition to the 
war in Vietnam and growing involvement in other Southeast Asian 
nations, or any of tiie hundreds of measures considered in the 
upcoming Florida legislative session. 

As to the "style" of possible demonstrations, no one seems sure. 
Surely much would depend on the issue at stake, and on the principles 
involved. Much would also depend on the short and long-range actions 
of the participants. Ir mu>i be borne in mind, however, that campus 
radicals seem disenchanted with the style of demonstrations of the past. 
They feel that the "proper channels" approach has failed them two 
years running, and would probably do so a third time. 

All one can do now is to join the nervous onlookers and wait. We 
could bear in mind the fact that irrationality and inunature actions on 
the part of adults, whether they are students or pohticians, 
administrators or judges, can only result in harm to all people involved. 
Maturity and rationality, on the other hand, can kad to 
communication, if not settlement of our disputes.

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"F'owever, there is a vast 
difference between sanctioning 
the expression of controversial 
ideas and sanctioning a student 
organization dedicated to 
revolution. I am aware that the 
argument ha^ been put foriii 
that YSA differs from the SSOC 
(Southern Student Denizing 
Committee) and the SDS in that 
they do not countenance use of 
force. Even if this is true, (which 
I doubt), it is a distinction 
without difference, because the 
very term "revolution" implies 
the use of whatever means 
necessary to overthrow and 
replace an existing form of 
government." 

He noted that it "can be 
argued" that the university 
"never should have been in tlw 
business of recognizing campus 
organizations." But, he added. 
"I think a change ot policy at 
this juncture would not be an 
answer lo the problem we have 
before us, but only an avoidance 
of it."

Transitory approval for YSA 
was revoked. Transitory 
approval is a standard procedure 
that allows a club to function 
until it B granted or denied final 
approval. 

With approval, a club can 
meet in campus facilities and 
seek funds through Student 
Government. Without approval, 
a club can meet surreptitioudy 
on a campus lawn, but not in a 
building, and cannot receive 
university money. 

Kibler's statement, in which 
four out of six paragraphs begin 
with the word "I" and proceed 
to explain the personal opinion 
of the chairman, states, in part, 
that "an organization dedicated 
to the principle of revolution has 
no place on a college campus; 
and anyone who argues that 
YSA is not a revohitionary 
organizatkm does not know his 
facts."

Abernathy told Rutgers 
University students in New 
Brunswick, NJ., that "Carswell 
is not even as good as 
Haynsworth. He must be 
defeated." 

UPl reported that Sam Jones, 
chairman of the Florida NAACP, 
protested the nomination of 
Carswell because he thwarted a 
1967 attempt to block the 
state's new constitution. The 
NAACP objected to the 
constitution because no blacks 
helped to draft it. 

Carswell refused to issue an

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constitution, saying he lacked 
jurisdiction. 

President Nixon, in the 

meantime, attacked sen.itors 
opposed to the Carswell 
nomination, claiming that the 
Senate was trying to deprive him 
of his traditional tight to choose 
Supreme Court justices.

When Dr. Martin Luther King came to Memi^s, Tennessee, two 
years ago, it appeared that he was losing control of the movemen* 
that he had aeated virtually single-handedly. There was talk in the 
local papers that MerajAis was to be a "hst (fitdi stod" for King. 
Stracing garbage workers had urged him to come to the city to lead a 
series of demonstrations for higher wages for the workers. After a 
week's delay from a freak snowfall. King uiived and planning 
the demonstrations with local leaders. 

The first march ended in near disaster for King when a smaB 
group of youths broke off from the main body of marchers and 
began throwmg bricks through the windows of the expensive 
downtown department stores. Parac swept the other marchers as 
police advanced and Kk^ was forced to flee m an automobile.

It's the Saturday night before Easter, 1970, and it's raimng in 
Memphis. You get out of your car into the rainy night and walk up 
two short flints of steps. You walk past a few motel room doors 
and foHow the walkway to the right until you come to Room 306, a 
corner room. The walkway around the room is covered with glam, 
and you step in out of the rain. There is a light on in the room, at 
there has been for Umpaat two years.

The next march planned by King was blocked by the legal 

maneuvers taken by the city. The cards were stacked against King 

and the march. The city of Memphis had prohibited the match, and 

National Gvai stood ready, an enraged white citiaairy had forced 

the closing of all firearms stores by the mayor, even dissension in the 

ranks of the marchers had uken its toll. The increasingly loud voice 

of the militant "invaders" vowed to disrupt the "Uncle Tom" 

marchers. For King,, however, the scheduled nurch day never cme. 

King fell to an assassin's bullet on April 4, 1968, as he stood on the 

balcony of his room in the Lorraine Motel.

Two years have passed, and what has become of the dreams? Is it 
to be found in the policies of a new president, who courts the vote 
of the Soutliern*'coaseTvative" as if it were something to he proud 
of having? Is the dream hiding in the guise of some Clement 
Haymworth or Harrokl Carswdl, or dead beneath the red hills of 
Alabama, trampled in death by a thousand George Wallaces'' Is the 
dream to be found in an underground arsenal in Harlem, or m the 
machine-gunned bodies of Fred Hampton and Mark Cfitfk lyji^ on 
the floor of a Chicagp Panthers' headquarters? 

Is the dream to be found at all, or is it as dead as its dreamer? 

This is a question that America must answer if it is to survive the 
comirig decade. If Americans are unwilling to stop using the cukx of

To change sections 
ol a course, students mint go to the department and (*tain official 
approval. 

To add a course, it is necessary to obtain the approval signatures of 

ih the faculty advisor and a department ofTiciai. This measure is 
niperative, since only the department officials knovk- which classes may 
jccommodate additional students. No one will be perniiiied to add a 
aiiJisc without the two signatures. 

After receiving these approvals, students must take the Drop/Add 
lorms 10 the State Room of the Union to be processed. The State 
Room hKatcd on the second floor of the Union, will be open from 9 
J ni lo 4 p.m., except on Friday. April 3. Any student desiring to drop 
J course after the oflHciai Drop/ Add week has ended must obtain the 
appioNjj 1)1 ihc taciiliy advism as well .is ihc academic dean. 

Drop/ Add IBM forms should be tilled out carefully, with a number 2 
pencil.

Or. Karl Zerbe, professor of art and internaticxially-known artist at 
Florida State, has presented the University Art GaDery with three of his 
major canvases exemplifying his work from 1950 to 1970. 

Galioy curator Bruce Dempsey expressed appreciation on behalf of 
the art department for tiiis, the first permanent mtqor contribution to 
the new art gallery. The paintings will be on display in the lower gallery 
along with other Zerbe works when the Gallery opens officially April 
24. 

A native of Germany, Zerbe had his first one man show in 1922 at 
the Gurlitt Gallery in Berlin when he was 19 years old. 

Zerbe studied at the Debsdiitz Art School Munich with Joaeph 
Eberz and Karl Caspar, a follower of Edvard Mundi, an outstandii^ 
expressionist of the time. Zerbe also studied at the Munich Academy of 
Art. 

When the Nazis came into power Zo^be's early works were latieled 
"subversive" and "degenerate" by the regime and were removed from 

German museums in 19.s4, That same year he imniigrated to the United 
States where he held his first American one man exhibition at Harvard 
University. 

He was connected with the Boston Museum of Fine Art for 1 7 years 
betoie coming to Florida State in 1954. Zerbe is associated with the 
Lee Nordness Galleries in New York where a three-wedc showing of 
new paintings by Zerbe will begin April 1 1 . 

Zerbe was chosen by the Museum of Modern Art of New York City 
to have his work circulated in a travelii^ exhibition of the six 
outstanding artist-teachers in America. 

He is represented in the important collections of many museums 
including the Whttney Musewn, the Art Institute of Chkago, the

because sure as hell he's going out 
and kiO him a nigger that night. 

it's to the SDudi of town, down 
the road from the white government 
buildings and a distance less in miles 
than minds from the fancy

They appear at the supermarkets 
and convenience grocery stores, 
pushing great wagons full of 
lO-pound boxes of grits and NaNA 
beans and pork side meat.

There is a 
calm and immobile savagery to their 
faces, a chilling projection of 
rectitude. They know that despite 
what the disquieting whispers from 
abi about black power, des|rite what 
tJie people they elect to office say 
about mtegratian, notUng has leaUy 
changed at all-and ptobably it neva 
wilL They are too sure of their 
hatred, too sure of their suspidaas 
and legends and of their inalienable 
supremacy to be a part of anjrthing 
like the KKK. too confident that in 
the real Tallahassee, anyway, 
everybody knows his place. They are 
convinced that the blick man. the 
enduring gift of the landed gentry to 
Its poor while tenant farmers, will 
n,'%ei be taken awav or changed into 
something that cannot be recognized. 

Tallahassee is a city of passive 
smugnos. its stays laced lo the point 
of masochism Trom its parochialism 
it fashions godliness, from its 
backwardness an inviolate sanctity. 
In other parts of Florida, television 
stations broadcast night-time public 



service announcements gently chiding 
parents who may not know the 
whereabouts of their children. In 
Tallahassee, the local station warns 
its viewers that "moonshine whiskey 
can kill you." 

And whether you're looking at the 
south of town, where the real' city 
oozes unmasked from every roadside 
swamp and curls from every shotgun 
barrell, or at the north where the 
facadt is knitted and woven, well, it's 
stDl the same city: G. HatoU 
CnsweU'shome. 

And how wen it is woven came 
through just last week in the quiet 
and mannered calm of Judge 
Car swell's white brick house 
overlooking Lake Jackson about four 
miles narth-(rf ooune-of the city 
limits. 

C a r s V. e 1 i ' s n o w - f a ni o u s 
pro-segregation pronouncement of 
1948 has been discovered in the 
yellowed and musty columns of the 
Irwmton. Georgia. Bulletin. The 
television reporter who found it 
telephoned the judge for a comment 
to balance the story. He read the 
words to Carswell: 

"I am a Southerner by ancestry, 
birth, tianmiB. incbution, belief, and 
pnctice. And I beHeve that the 
SQgngation of the races is inoper and 
the only poetical and conect way of 
life in our state. I have always so 
believed, and I shall always so act." 

"My God, Almighty," said CarsweU. 
"Did I reaUy do that?" 

Carswell's wife. Virginia, who in 
every photograph taken alter the 
announcement of the husband'^ 
nommation has struck a pose of stiff 
and uncompromised regality, had a 
feu days earlier unwittingly supplied 
the perfect judgement. 

She was e\plainmg to reporter^ 
that she was married to the judge 
after his sister married her father's 
brother.

Shortage of Financial Aid 



Alligator Reprint 
A study showing 2,000 eligible and needy 

freshmen in major Florida universities will go 
without financial assistance this year is still waiting 
for action by the Higher Education Committee of 
the Florida House of Representatives. 

All Florida universities, colleges and junior 
colleges were covered in the $25,000 study 
conducted by the Coll^ Entrance Exuninatim 
Board (CEEB). 

In a report submiitcd to the Supt. of Education 
on February 2, CEtB researchers called for basing 
all assistance on need; providing more information 
on financial aid. more staff, higher salaries and 
data processing equipment for university financial 
aid offices; and "makiiv evoy ^ort to tecieaae 
funding." 

Acknowledging the need for more funds, UF 
Director of Student Financial Aid I. Douglas 
Turner predicted 1970-71 would be neither a 
"lean" nor "fat" year for financial aid. 

"We are going to have to watch our releases and 
ask students to limit their requests to the bare 
necessities," Turner said. 

The receptivity of banks and credit unions 
toward federally insured loans will be critical to 
financial aid in the near future. Bankers claim they 
do not make a fav return on such loans. Turner 
said. 

".About S2 million in loans from Florida banks 
have been made this year atone. If anything shouki 



cause them to reduce their participation, student 
financial aid wouM suffer," Turner said. 

All stale aid funds need to be placed on the 
basis of student need rather than scholarship or 
other criteria. Turner said. 

Most state funds are now admkiistered on a 
need basis, but a significant number of awards are 
siill based on scholarship, athletic participation, 
musical talent rnd other consideratiofis, according 
to CEEB researchers. 

In the five state universities thai accept 
freshmen, about 2,000 needy entering ttuitents 
will not receive aid this year. Af^roxunately SI 
million would be needed to alleviate this problem 
alone, according to the report. 

Six of ttie Slate's seven universities reported 
they had taadequate funds for akl, in spite of some 
SI millkin of proceeds from (he special S4 50 fee 
charged to all students. Researchers recommend 
increasing this fee. 

Al! si;(!c iiniversit\ financial aid offices are 
reported lo be understaffed, with a critical 
shortage of clerkral help and. in some cases. Utile 
or no data processing equipmenl. This results in 
insufficient time to counsel students and 
difficulties in handli^ records, Kcording to the 
report. 

Salaries of financial aid directors averaged 
S2.(XX) below the estimated national mean.

You can't. He is an American, a serviceman, 
a prisoner of the North Vietnamese. He is one of 
hundreds now held in Vietnam without proper food, 
medical care or regard for the established conventions 
for war prisoners. He has no comnnunication with 
the outside world. Chances are his own femiiy has no 
word of him, no way of knowing if he is alive or dead. 

Some American prisoners have been held in 
solitary confinement for extended periods. Some have 
gone as long as a year and a half without being able 
to speak to another human tieing. American prisoners, 
some seriously wounded, have been paraded through the 
streets of Hanoi, taunted and reviled by spectators. 

At Fairchild Hiller, more than 3,000 of our 
employees have mailed letters to North Vietnam 
asking for humane treatment for our prisoners. We 
ask that you send your own letter, and perhaps 
you can encourage the start of a letter writir^ 
program wtiere you work. 

The leaders of the North Vietnamese have shown 
that they are sensitive to world and U.S. public 
opinton. It is important that the North Vietnam 



government be made aware that the overwhelmmg 
majority of American citizens, regardless of their 
individual beliefs atx}ut the war. are deeply 
concerned about the treatment of prisoners. 

You are urged to write a letter asking, in the name 
of humanity, that 

— all injured prisoners t>e release as quickly 

as possible 

— the names of all prisoners be published 

— prisoners be allowed to exchange mail with 

their families 

— impartial inspections be made immediately 
of prisoner facilities 

— prisoners receive proper diet and medical care

should not be abusive. Airmail postage is 25t for a 
letter under one^tf ounce.

However, the numerous legal 
ramifications of the bankruptcy 
suit require precise wording of 
the order and a dozen or more 
lawyers involved had to have 
their say, so Volinn held off 
final action until 4 p.m. (EST). 
William Dwyer, special 



assistant state attorney general. 

said he was prepared to proceed 
inmiediately with an $82 million 
antitrust action against the 
American League and the 
owners of the Pilots. This suit, 
brought in King County 
Superior Court on behalf of the 
people of the state and the city 
of Seattle, has been held in 
abeyance pending the outcome 
of the bankruptcy case. 

During arguments on the 
wording of the sale order, Dwyer 
was unsuccessful m an effrnt to 
strike Voiinn's statement that it 
would be unfair to require the 
league to operate in Seattle 
when it would take more than 
an estimated SS million in 
deficit financing to do so over 
the next three years.

Another 'No' 
For Carswell 

WASHINGTON (UPI)-Sen. 

Thomas J. Dodd. D-Conn., 
declared lus opposition Sunday 
lo Supreme Court nominee G. 
Harrold Carswell but announced 
he would vote "no" Monday on 
a crucial Senate motion to send 
the nomination back to 
committee. 

As Dodd disclosed his 
(K)sition. a leading Carswell foe 
predicted that two still 
uncommitted senators would 
cast the decisive votes on the 
recommital motion and insure 
its passage but the judge's chief 
Senate supporter insisted the 
issue already was settled in his 
favor. 

Sen. Joseph Tydings. D-Md., 
said Sens. Margaret Cliase Smith, 
R-Maine, and Jennings 
Randolph, D-W. Va.. "hold the 
key" and ihcir votes would 
produce a two-vote victory 
mvgin. Sen. Edward J. Gumey, 
a Republican from Carswell's 
home state of Florida, said the 
motion to recommit "probably 
will be defeated" by anywhere 
from two to six votes. 

Dodd, who voted for 
President Nixon's first SujMone 
Court nommee. Judge Chmtent 
F Haynsworth Jr.. said he 
would oppose the motion to 
send the nomination back to the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
"because 1 beUevc that 
recommital is an evasion of 
responsibility and a back-do<w 
excuse for some who do not 
wish 10 face up to the situation. 

.If the motion fails, and I trust 
it will. I shall vote against 
confirmation. 

The Connecticut Democrat, 
one of seven senators prewotuly 
uncommitted. said in a 
statement that he was opposed 
to Carswell because of the 
SO-yearold federal judge's civil 
rights record . 

The Senate was adwduled to 
vote on the reccnnmital motion, 
sponsored by Sen. Birch Bayh. 
D-Ind.. at I p.m. EST Monday. 
If the motion fails, a vote on 
Carswell's confirmation will 
follow Wednesday. With four 
senators expected to be absent 
on official business or because of 
illness, supporters of the motion 
will need 49 votes to defeat an 
expected effort by pro-CarsweB 
forces to table the move. 

Vice President Spiro T. 
,\onew. who will be presiding 
over the Senate, could cast a 
tie-breaking vote in lavo: of 
UbUng the motion if the senate 
divides evenly 48 to 48.

Approximately 350 local 
residents and FSU and FAMU 
students and profeawfs mvcfaed 
from Bethel Baptist Church to 
the Sutc Capitol Building 
Friday to protest poverty, war, 
and tke Carswdl 
nomination and to honor Dr.

The peaceful demonstration 
was marred by a short 
confrontation between a 
i n eni b e i of the Mdoolm X group 
and a policeman. The Malcolm X 
member said the policeman, wtna 
was standing behind Iran on the 
capito! steps, tried to knock his 
flag out of tus hands. An 
exchange of anpy words 
resulted. 

"IV>Hce isn't for protecting 
people. Police is for politics and 
for protecting capitalists ... We 
got to take care of the system, 
because the s>sien' ain't 
anvthini; toi us " he said.

The Carswell Vote 



The emotkmal rhetoric, the tirades, which have marked 
recent debate on the Supreme Court nomination of G. 
Harrold Caiswell, will come to a head today when the 
Senate votes whether to return the nomination to the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. If the vote is against 
recommittal, C«sweil ahnost certainly will be confirmed 
when the Senate votes WeAwsday on confirniation. If it is 
for recommittal, the nomination almost certainly is dead. 

By now, most of the Senate has made up its mind-has 
aded with other the pro- or antf-Canwdl forces. Many 
stodents and faculty have made up their minds. .About 500 
partidinted in an anti-Carswell rally on campus Friday 
afternoon. It most be constraed that most weren't merely 
onlookers. They sincerely oppose the nomination. Last 
month, nine faculty members of the law school went on 
record as opposing the nomination. And other students 
and faculty have denonsintod flieir sopport for Prcsidrat 
Nixon's selection. 

Whether it's pro- or anti-Carswell, every student, every 
faculty m c arf wa, should have researched the issue and 
reached a conclusion. Not only is the issue of vital 
importance-extremdy vital, considering the role of the 
Coort in oar mtion's most pns^ag probfem, crri 
rights-but it Is one of those rare national issues which 
literally Ints dose to home. Caswell is, of course, a 
TalhhaaBeeRadent. 

How does one go about mdung up his mind? He can 
attenqit to get both sides— a pro-Carswell one from, say, 
the Tallahassee Democrat; an anti-Carsw^ one from, say, 
the St. Petersburg Times. He can study the moves of both 
Carswell supporters and opponents-the letter to President 
Nixon of the nine FSU faculty members; the telegram of 
tke 57 fbdoai juitioes suniortav the nomination; the 
anti-Carswell raOy and mvch held in TaUiasBee Friday 
afternoon; and the statements and Smate debate of Sen. 
Jobn Stewis (D-IAb.) aad aOter Con yeasi iien working for 
the nomination, and Sen. Edward Brooke (R-Mass.) and 
others working against it. Then he can abstract from all 
facts presented by both ades and reach Ms conclusion. 

Hopefully, most have aheady reached their condusion, 
and in time to wwk for the decision they have reached by 
particqiating in flie laflies, telegraphing senators, etc. But 
to those who haven't, we say taice the time to reach a 
stand one way or the other. The repercussions of today's 
Senate vote probably will be felt for a long time to come. 
Everyone should have at least an bakSag of an idea what 
ihnohfed.

Dr. DeoniaoB is the Harrison 
M. RandaB ProfesKir of Physics 

at Michigan. In 1^24 he became 
the first tlieoretical physicist in 
the tMtad States to earn a PhD 
in the fieid of the miriecttlar 
spectra. 

Research by him solved the 
problems of the specific heat of 
hydrogen and established the 
exiiteaoe of the spin of the 
proton in 1927. He is a Fellow 
of the American Physical 
Society and a member of the 
American Academy of Sciences. 

The National Sdenoe 
F^HUKbtioa granted him a 



chance to work with FSU's 
physicists Robert H. Hunt, Earle 
K. Plykr, and Charles Robertson 
to study the infrared spectra of 
methyl alcohol. The practical 
apphcatitms of the experiments 
may be far off, but this basic 
research is necessary to discover 
more about the environment. 
"We'll be able to tell more about 
the structure of molecules and 
the forces between atoms in 
molecules," Dennison said. 

"Florida State's physics 
department is a very enthusiastic 
and forward-looking one," he 
said. "The physicists here are 
very well known for their work 
in high -energy physics," 
Dennison said.

There are also more than 20 bills concerned with kad and water 
preservation -and more than 30 bills to preserve wildlife. 

Pullution laws up for consideration mcfaide a bill lestiictii^ die 
location and vistbility of junk yards; a law probibiti^ the sale or use of 
chlorinated hydrocarbons; a prohibition agunst oil wpH pollution; and a 
law controUing DDT.

WASHINGTON (UPl) Judge G. Harrold 
Carswell survived his first Senate lest by a 52 
to 44 vote Monday, but still faced a final, 
crucial vote Wednesday on his nomination to 
the Supreme Coiuf. 

With a number of senators expected to 
switch sides in Wednesday's vote. President 
Nixon's second try to fill a vacant court seat 
still was not assured. 

But opponents of the nominee were 
clearly on the defensive. Both Senate 
Republican leader Hugh Scott, who 
supported Carswell, and Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield, who opposed him, predicted 
the Senate would confirm him in 
Wednesday's siiowdown. 

Scott conceded that he expected "aome 
small or modest sUppage" on the final vote 
but he said CaiswcH's supix)rtcrs would 
retain their majority. Mansfield agreed. 

After Monday's vote, more one-sided than 
had been expected only a few days ago, 
Carswell's backers admitted they had 
suffoed-as Sen. Edward W. BrooiGe, 
R-Mass., the only Negro in the Senate put 
it-"a temporary setback." But he said it was 
on an issue "more fioeediifal than aqytliing 
dse." 

The vote was on a motion by Sea. Birch 
Bayh, D-lnd., to send the nomination back 
to the Senate Judiciary 
Conunittet^-ostensibly finr further study, 
but re«Gs<kally to bury it 



In Monday's vote, eight Repubhcans 
abandoned their president and joined 36 
Demooats in votii% to recommit the 
nomination. Thirty-three Repid>hcans and 
19 Democrats voted for recommittal and 
four senators were absent. 

Haynsworth's rejection made the decision 
on Carswell an "agon) " as Sen. Mark O. 
Hatfield, R-Ore., described it. Carswell was 
criticized fw what onxMients said was a 
lackluster record as a judge, for a 22-year-old 
speech pledging eternal obedience to the 
concept of white supremacy and on the basis 
cf chaiges of "hostiUty" made by civil rights 
lawyers who argued cases before him. 

Those charges were debated until the final 
minute before the vote. 

**lf I ttaou^t Judge Carswell were a racist, 
I would be against him," said Scott, a liberal 
on civil rights issues. But, repUed Sen. 
Edward M. Keimedy, D-Mass., "the court 
must not be a happy hunting grounds for the 
worst a majority of the Senate will accept. ' 
He said Carsw^s atfy distinction seems to 
be that he has a wane record on human 
rights tiian any judge in his state.

Salary Adjustments

I hc personnel office of Florida State University has announced that 
recommendations arc being made to the legislature by Governor Kirk to 
jrant lower level employees the University salary adjustments in order 
1,1 adcqiiately recogni/e therti for ihfir coniributions to the University 
community as well as to increase their take-home pay. 

Art Adams, Director of Personnel, feels that the present rate of pay 
ii.i; l.iburers. maids, janitors, and other lower level workers receive is 
iioi ciiougli to raise a family, even though the minimum v^age of the 
University is $.1 5 higher than the federal minimum wage of $ 1 .45. 

\danis stated that it has been recommended and subiniticd to tlie 
iegtsiaiure lliat all laborers on the campus receive a salary adjustment ot 
s 31 per hour which would be a 19 percent increase ^active July I , 

A pay adjustment differs from a pay raise in that an adjuslmeni 
concerns a whole category of workers, while a raise concerns one 
individual. 

The adjuAments include: janitors without any experience are 
>minended for a $.19 per hour or a I 2 percent salary increase; 
laundry workers without experience, a $.22 per hour or 15 percent 
increase; a groundkeeper, a S-3 1 per hour or 1 9 percent increase. 

I hcii- arc approximately 77 classes of position and 700 employees at 
he Iniveisity wluch would be involved m these salary adjustments 
viih recommended hourly increases raiding firom $j04 per hour to S.43 
per hour. 

The personnel oftlce has gone over the files of each classification of 
nrkei in order to determine whether they should receive a pay 

adjustment. 

Adams stated that these recommendations are. in part, a result of the 
iiucrsity s constant requests to the State tor improvement in the 
^iary structure for the employees. He lias been a part of a statewide 
irganization made up of personnel officials who have been conq>ffing 
■i! rination which would justify lo tlie legislature the reasons why the 
ov,a level employees should receive the adjustments . 

Adams stated that he iK^ied that the legislature would approve the 
eounmendations m addition to a 5 percent merit salary raise during 
:lic tiscal year.

Shades of SDS? 



The Florida university system has taken another 
progressive step toward a reincarnation of the Joe 
McCarthy era. D. Burke Kibler. chaknun of the Board of 
Regents, has refused to allow the Young Socialist ADiaiice 
to become a recognized campus organization. YSA now 
joins the Students for a Democratic Society and the now 
defunct Southern Student Organizing Committee as an 
organization which is deemed unfit for consumption 1^ 
university students. 

In his letter to Stephen O'Connell. president of the 
University of Florida, banning YSA. Kibler said. "1 am 
aware that campuses have, since their existence, attracted 
revolntimivy and aiardiistic thoi^t, and it is not my 
purpose to rid our cimpuses of people that hold these 
unpopular and unhealthy beUefs . . . Nor is it my intention 
in any way to inUUt ot impede free expteanon of ideas <hi 
your campus or any otfier univefsity campus widdn the 
state." 

Kibler said his purpose was to prevent flie university 
from aid^ and abetting people in their revolutionary 
activities. He. said there is a vast difference between 
sanctioning the expression of controversial ideas and 
sanctioning a student organization dedicated to revolution. 

It would be easy to lambaste Chairman Kibler 's letter 
because the faults in his reasoning are huge and gLiring. It 
would be easier still to pooad the well-beaten drums of 
academic freedom and wave a copy of the Bill of Rights, 
which guarantees freedom of assnnbly, in Chairman 
KiMer's face. But what good w«Hdd it do? The same 
arguments used in aXstgfm Aeneogfu&oaofSDSapfiy 
here. 

YSA r^iresents a dissenting poitical view firom diat of 

the regents and a majority of college students. Chairman 
Kibler has decided that these particular views are both 
unpopular and unhealthy. If tfus is not overt poEtical 
repression, then it is so close that there is no way to teD 
the difference. The arguments are the same as last spraig. 
Only the names oi the organizations have changed. This is 
not to imply that SDS and YSA m in the least bit similar, 
because they are very diverse organizations-a fact which 
Qiairman Kibler chose to ignore. 

Perhaps the real reason for Kibler's rcjectimi is that he is 
afraid. Dissent of any kind on the campuses of the state 
would have far-reaching repercussions. Even the relatively 
minor &ee speedi movement of two years ago threw local 
politicians into a panic. Political futures can be made or 
broken by turmoil on campus. The blatant intervention of 
the diairman of tfie BOR into the field of recognizing 
campus organizations is an attempt to destroy any dissent 
before it has a chance to take a toll in someone's future. 
Last yea- SDS was used as a tool to propel Stanley 
Marshall to the presidency. The stage is now set for the 
same sort of circus. Kibler said that perhaps the 
university should not be in the buaness of recognizing or 
not recognizing student organizations, bat to change 
existing policy now would be running away from the 
problem instead of facing it. It would also loosen the 
regents' grip on the political foofltaD that the Florida 
university system has become. It would require that the 
regents cease trying to legislate campus political opinion 
for their own poMtical gains. And it would brh« the 
university a little closer to the students and faculty, and 
out of the backrooms of the capitol buildii^. 

A recent YSA p^ificatim said on tiie topic of meeting 
and decisions. "Any attenqpt to impose the entire program 
of any one particular group on the others as a prerequsite 
for a united struggle will only discourage broad 
participation and must therefore be rejected . . . Decisions 
should be democratically made at mass meeting, not by 
small cliques."

Villagers Pay More

Alumni Village residents are paying up to $15 
more per month for electricity than regents in 
certain sections of Tallahassee who use comparable 
amounts of electricity, said Don Muse, an Alumni 
Village resent doing an independent research 
project. 

Muse stated the reason is that Alumni Village 
rc:,idenis pay the residential rate for electricity, 
which IS 5 cents per kilowatt hour. Residents in 
other sections of Tallahassee pay the industrial 
rate, wiiich Is 2.5 cents or lower depending on the 
amount of electricity. 

Approximately 850 university .students and 
their families reside in .Alumni Village. Village 
residents pay the residential rate for electricity 
because each apartment has a separate meter and 
the electricity is used in small enoush qumiities to 
make them ineligible for the lower rates enjoyed 
by "large" consumers, Muse said. The "large" 
consumers generally live in apartment complexes, 
and are eligible for the lower rate of 2.5 cents per 
k!l(,>ualt houi liee.!use electricity is metered for 
the entire residential area. The power is drawn in 
sufTicient quantities to qualify the area for the 
lower industrial rates, he said 

According to Muse the higher rates are paid by 
all residents of Tallahassee whose meters are not 
connected lo a central meter Blacks and poor 
wluies are atlectcd most adversely by these higher 
rates because of their lower power consumption 
and income. Muse noted. 

Utility bills, which includes electricity, garbage 
collection, water and gas. average about S35 per 
month for Alumni Village residents. Muse stated 
that if Alumni Village had its electricity metered 
for the Village us a whole, monthly rates could be 
reduced lo approximately S20-S25 per month. 



This would result in savings of rougjdy $160 
annually to each family, he said. 

idtax ftramlett. Director of Consumer Services 
for Tdhhassee, stated that central meterir^ 
arrangements are avaflable to single buildings 
covering limited acreage, and the industrial rate is 
diarged provided enough electridty is used. 

He said apartment complexes as such do nxA 
qualify for the central metering connection. 

Bramlett listed several apartments which enjoy 
the central metering connection, such as Jefferson 
Arms and Leon Arms Apartments. Bramlett noted 
that the university is currently investigating the 
possibility of converting Alumni Village to a 
central metering coimection. 

According to bis research. Muse said that the 
city of Tallaliassee receives 54 percent of its 
operating budget from profits made from the 
utility bills. Those who pay higher rates arc 
contributing more to the general revenue fund 
than those with lower rates. Thus, many of those 
best able to pay, meaning those living in the 
centrally metered residential areas, pay less than 
those whose homes are separately metered. Muse 
noted that these were the ones who could 
generaUy least afford to pay. 

Bramlett stated that the percentage of utility 
profits going into the genml revenue fund of 
Tallahassee has declined in recent years. He said 

that It has declined fr>in! 4,"^ percent in 1968 to an 
estimated 31 percent for fiscal year 1970. 

Muse said that residoits in the low consumption 
areas of Tallahassee pay 21 percent higher rates 
than iliosc using comparable amounts of 
electricity in the Pensacola area. Muse hoped that 
anyone interested in discussing the rates of 
electricity in Alumni Village or discussing Us 
research could contact him at 599-3136.

A Single Standard

St. retetriMBg Tnws.) 

Congress shall make no laws abridging "the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble and to petition the 
government." says the GinstitutioD of the United States. 

An estimated 50.000 of "the people" marched down 
Pennsylvania Avenue to the Washington Monument 
Saturday in exercise of then- rights. 

They had many grievances and they had come to the 
iiation's capital to be heard. 

Their demonstration tied up about 1,200 police officers 
who might otherwise have been free to ^ht crime in the 
streets, in the ghetto, in the suburbs, in the home. 

Their rally would not have been possible under strict 
rules. which tlie Nixon Administration tried 
(unsuccessfully) to impose on protests m front of the 
White House last month. 

Their actions easily could have provoked a riot, 
subjecting them to possible prosecution under the riot 
conspiracy act which placed the "Chic^o Seven" on trial. 

But these 50,000 Americans freely demonstrated on 
behalf of war. segregation, and their concept of God jiivi as 
250.000 Americans marched in Washington last November 
for peace, racial justice and individual freedom. 

Our rights to assemble, speak and dusent are costly and 
disruptive. 

But they must be preserved-no matter who uses them.

"Equal Justice Under Law." 
These are proud words that form 
a proud motto. They express the 
ultimate purpose of jurisdiction. 
That nation is indeed blessed 
which can justifiably proclaim 
this reali/ation.

realize that the Supreme Court 
to which we have become 
accustomed to look for justice m 
the highest sense, had begun to 
pursue a different path, 
exercising powers not granted to 
it in the Constitution, the 
making rather than the 
adjudicating of law. The greatest 
prison break of all time is how 
many authors select to term this 
massive freeing of criminab by 
the Supreme Court. 

In the case of Gideon vs. 
Wainwright, the Supreme Court 
fuled that the accused criminal 
was not only entitled to have 
legal counsel, but thai the 
tax-paymg citizens must pay for 
free legal counsel for indigent 
defendants. This decision has 
resulted in a Pandora's box being 
opened up; prisons everywhere 
are having to release imprisoned 
thieves, rapists and murderers.

The FSU Student Bar Association, which 
characteristically has shied away from all 
controversy, has become directly involved in 
the turmoil over the Supreme Court 
ncunination of G. Harrold Carswell. 

The association, which is patterned after 
the Florida and .American Bar .Associations, 
consists of students of the College of Law. 

In conversations with members of the 
association Tuesday, the Flambeau learned 
of a split in the association's membership 
over the Carswell nomination and a 
resolution to censure the SBA's executive 
board which barely was averted. 

The siudents said the controversy was 
sparked by a letter written last month by 
members of the executive board to Ftorida 
Senator Spessard Holland in which they 
endorsed the nommatton. The endorsement, 
apparently, was a reaction to the Bine law 
school faculty members who pi4>licly 
opposed Carswell. 

The letter was signed by SBA President 



Bob Cyrus and other members of the board 
and cited theu official titles. 

Menrtien of the SBA obfected to the 
letter, saying the bjard had made it appear 
that it was speaking for the entire 
membership when it actuaBy had made no 
attempt to discover the membership's 
sentiment on the nominatk>n. A resolution 
to censure those ofHcers who signed the 
letter was prepared and a special meetii^ of 
the association called. 

The SBA met Thursday. The censure 
resolution, written by Don G if ford, 
president of Gold Key, was preempted in 
favor of J niiider substitute resolution, 
written by Gene Stearns, former student 
body preskient. 

The Stearns resolution contained no 
censure provision It affirmed the right of 
mdividual law students to express their 
opinkm and stipulated that any official 
presentation of opinion by the board be 
preceded h\ a vote of the association's 
membership. The resolutkm passed by a vote 
of 61-54 



Sees Paper as Shameful

To the Editor: 

For ihroc years I have been a sludeM at 
FSL and during that time I have made what 
can be considered a better than aven^ 
attempt to keep informed about matters of 
current impuriancc from the university level 
lo the international level I hate also 
followed the reporting of the Flambeau with 
regard to current events, not only 
concerning national news but especially on 
its commentaries relating to the university. 
My only comment is that the Flambeau has 
established itself as a university joke, an 
attempt at journalism for which each 
student and alumnus can well be ashamed. 

For many students, the Flambeau is the 
main source of information concerning 
current events, but instead of accepting its 
position as an objective communicator of 
the news and a forum for opinions and 
ohservatkms, the Flambeau rarely reports 
any event contrary to its own liberal 
prejudices. The march on Washington in 
November bv thousands of Americans 
seekmg peace in Vietnam was thoroughly 
covered. Yet when fifty thousand persons 
marched in Washington scekmu vi^inrv m 
Vietnam, the Flambeau made no reference 
to the event. Was this merely an oversight, or 
was it eliminated as inconsequential and 
immaterial? 

The efforts lo slarii ihe news are most 
tlagrant withm the university community. 
Instead of attempting to represent the 



interests of all students, the Flambeau 
consistenlly and thoroughly corns all 
demonstrations and critidcms of the

Ignores, except to aitidze. those 
organizations on campus that are not 
pobtfeaHy liberally oriented Undoubtedly, 
racists and radical jiiums. • ippression of the 
poor, and dtscrimmation agauisi bhuJis, is 
news. But is it possible to attempt to unify 
instead of fragnicnl the universiiy 
community' Articles about Alpha Phi 
Omega's work with juvenile delinquents at 
the Criswell House, or the work .cnducied 
by the Baptist Student Union at the local 
hospital for the mentally retarded have never 
to my knowledge appeared in ihe paper. 
When Delta Sigma Pi enlisted the aid of the

CAPE KENNEDY 
(UPI)— Doctors examined blood 
from the three Apollo 13 
astronauts Tuesday for dues to 
whether or not they will break 
out with the measles while in 
space next week. The Me of 
Saturday's launch date hangs on 
the prognosis. 

Dr. Charles A. Berry, the 
moon pilots' chief physician, 
said the laboratory testing 
should be completed 
Wednesday. Then he will make 
the "agnozing" decision whether 
to recommend Apollo 13 
blastoff as planned Saturday or 
wait for the next opportunity. 
May 9. 

If Ihe tests indicate that any 
one of the three pilots would get 
sick, a spokesman said the shot 
probably would be delayed. 
Berry said measles could disable 
a crewman in flight. 

Despite the unprecedented 
medical questions, astronauts 
James A. Lovell, Thomas K. 
Mattingiy and Fred W. Haise 
went about the business of 
getting ready tor the toughest 
moon expedition yet attempted. 

The three astronauts worked 
out in spacecraft trainers much 
of the day. rehearsing moon 
orbit and landing operations for 
the last time. 



The laboratory tests on the 

astronauts' blood were being 
conducted in the Lunar 
Receiving Laboratory at the 
Manned Spacecraft Center in 
Houston by a team of specialists. 

The doctors wete measuring 
the amouirt of diaeaae-fighting 
antibodies in the astronauts' 
systems. This will determine 
their state of immunity to 
German meades and enable 
doctors to predict the 
astronauts' chances of getting 
sick.

Two weeks ago the Jacksonville Dolphins, in iheir quest for the 
NCAA Basketball Championship, lost out to the perennial champions 
from the west coast, the UCLA Bruins. For the UCLANs it was the 
fourth consecutive title, and they did it tliis time without the services 
of Lew Alcindor, who was busy building himself a name around the 
professional ranks with the now successful Milwaukee Bucks. 

The 80-6<) win was the culmination of a "rebuilding" season for the 
Bruins who many experts felt didn't stand a prayer of repeating for a 
fourth time. But head coach Johnny Wooden proved them all wrong as 
he developed an iron-man five of John Vallely, Curtis Rowe, Sidney 
VVicks, Steve Patterson and Henry Bibby that was as cool and poised a 
team as any during the Alcindor era. What they didn't have in height 
(Patterson, at 6-9, was the biggest man on the team) they made up for 
in shooting and running ability. In fact, the fear of the vaunted UCLA 
fast break often drove teams of lesser ability to the strategy of staUing 
to keep the score down. 

Anyone who witnessed the game played in College Park, Md.. on 
Saturday. March 21, may have been either extremely happy, or, if you 
were a fan of the Dolphins, very disappointed and possibly angry. I, as a 
witness of the contest via the NBC telecast, fall into the latter category 
and have very obvious reasons for feeUng so. UCLA did win the game 
and were most assuredly the better team on the court that day. They 
shot better, rebounded better, handled the ball tremendously well 
(something the big men from JU had one heck of a time doing), and 
continually outran and outpassed the Dolphin defenders on the fast 
break. The con.piaint from this viewer is not so much the outconwof 
the affair, but rather the atmosphere. 

Stats Tell Something

after the game and the dejected anJ p>JiM"i.> ; i~i;,!:.u l^i ipluns were 
working their way back to the dressing room, the statisticians were 
busy totalling up a final account of the action. When this series of 
numbers came out in next day's paper, most people probably paid little 
jllention to :i s;::-: ;\ i.H)km'j .li the score anJ saying. "Oh well, 
they did it agaui." However, let us take a Utile closer look at that 
bottom row of stats, the totals. They read something like this:

Notice how two of Jacksonville's top players fouled out while none of 
the five from L.A. bit the dust. Notice also the total number of fouls by 
each team and the lopsided total of foul shots by both. Certainly JU 
was not that much more aggressive than UCLA as the statistics imply. 
Bad Atmosphere 

But the class of officiating at the game was only a part of the 
"atmosphere ' described earlier. College Park was supposed to be a 
neutral sight, but it turned out to be far less than that. UCLA, as the 
defending champs, was the obvious cr.jwd favorite and went ai Ions; 
length to show it. In the first five minutes of the game wtiile the 
Dolfrfiins were amassing a 14-S lead, the throngs were so quiet you 
could almost hear a pin drop. The shock of the event was soon over, 
however, as the Bruins began hitting the jump shots that were rimming 
out a few seconds before, and the crowd roared its approval. Neutral 
sight indeed!

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Nixon Knocked off ' Balance' 
By 51-45 Anti-Car swell Vote 



WASHINGTON (UPl)- A bitterly divided Senate rejected the 
Supreme Court nomination of G. Harrold Carswell Wednesday in a 
second stunning repudiation of President Nixon's efforts to restore "the 
kind of balance" he says the court needs. 

By a wrte of 51 to 45, the Senate resolved its anguish over party 
loyalties and doubts aboiii Carsweli's fitness for the higli bench. The 
votes of five moderate Republicans were decisive, but it wras not until 
the roll call had neared its finish and Mrs. Margaret Chase Smith, the 
Maine Republican, scrf'tly uttoed her "no" that tlK outcome was no 
longer in doubt. 

Thvteen Republicans deserted Nixon to join 38 Democrats in 
opposing the nomination. Twenty-eight Republicans and 17 
Democrats-all from southern or border states voted for Carswell. 
Four senators were absent, two of them ailing and two overseas, but 
had they voted, they would have cancelled each other out 



The rejection was the second direct setback for Nixon in the 
i 1 -month effort to fill the court vacancy created when Abe Fortas 
reagned under fire. 

Critics convinced a majority of the Senate that Carswell was unfit to 
serve on the Supreme Court, ailing he lacked judicial stature, held 
white suprentiK^c views and had bees less than candid in testimony to 
the Senate Jtidiciary r.niinittee at his confirmation hearing. 

The rejection meatus that the court will continue to operate with 
eight justices for the remainder of the current term which is expected 

to end in June. 

Nixon had placed his prestige squarely on the line in CarswelTs 
behalf and in a letter to Sen. William B. Saxbe, R-CHuo, asserted that 

the opponents, with partisan political mc^ives, were daltengiiig ins 
constitutional right to make Supreme Court appointments.

His habit becan to grow so that his salary was no longer sufficient to 
supply his iiicieased cravmgs tor the vile veget;ble. This prompted Jotin 
to turn to a life of crime to support his habit. 

Typically, John's potato-oriented lifestyle came to an abrupt end 
when he was apprehended while in the act of loading his aging VW van 
with mashed potatoes from Colonel Sanders Kentucky Fried Chicken 
at 2 ajn.

We perceive your letter regarding the recognition of the Young SodaUst 
Alliance as a blatant attempt to inhibit the disseminatioo of dissentii^ 
analysis. As you know, YSA ues ody the normal demociatic 
machinery in the course of presenting its views-petitions, electnns, 
rallies. Consequently, since there are no iD^l or disruptive methods in 
questkm, we are fmced to oondude that your objection is only to the 
Otgamzatkm's philosophy, which, as you know, is not a realm which 
may be impeded by an agency of the sUte. Your personal disagreement 
with a body of o|»ioiis is hardly a kgitimate ground for conchiding 
that therjglitto express those opinions should be abrogated. 
We are especiiiUy dismayed by your criticism of the nine FSU law 
professors whose professional judgement impelled them to onxrae the 
nomination of Judge Harrold Carswell to the Supreme Court Your 
letter to Dean Morse can only be regarded as a Uansparent threat to the 
advocates of a particular viewpomt.

The Next Move 

The Senate ddfeat of the OtrsweD nomnatkm is 

encouraging Many sec it as purely a political move, a 
personal affront to President Nixon. Others see it as an 
advene reaction to CarsweD the Soirtlienier. Bat we see it 
as the continuing effort to maintain the inte^ty of ths 
nation s highest court. 

The effort is vital. The Carswell defeat demon.strates 
that the fight agaiast mediucTily. racism or uiythiiif eke 
which would Iowct the standard of the Su|ireme Court, if 
not prostitute the court altogether, is still being intently 
w^ed. And this is encouraging. 

But the defeat has its discouraging aspect even to 
Carswell opponents. There is concern over Presideat 
Nixon's reaction to come. It my be one of spite. He Ihb 
been spifcful lafelv His remark that the next nominee 
might be a MissLvsippi judge must be construed as spiteful. 

It need not be spiteful as there are judges in Mnwippi 
probably qualified to serve as Supreme Court Justice. U.. 
Judge J. P. Coleman, former Mississippi governor 
presently a justice in the Sth Circuit Court of Appeals. 
But, most certainly, the Missivsippi Nixon had m mind was 
that which has come to connote hard-core racism 

^Bxon recently rebuked the Senate for rejecung one 
Supreme Court nomination, Clement Haynsworth. and, at 
the time, showing signs of rejecting anotht>r Ho said the 
Senate was denying him his constitutional right of 
appointment. 

Contrary to the president's charge, the Senate was 
exercising its constitutional right of advise and consent of 
whM* Nixon was weO aware. The remark was a spiteful cut 
at his opponents In addition, it was not the expedteat 
thing to say and probably cost him Senate votes. 

What wifl the president do now that CarsweU has been 
iqected? He may continue in this spiteful «dn-folow 
ftrough with his threat to appoint an openly racist judge 
Or he may try again, and from the South again if he so 
chooses. Only his candidate may be n imividui of the 
caliber of Chief Justice Warren Burger, a Nixm miuiui i 
whom the Senate found above reproach.

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Legislators File Bills 
Aimed at Pollution

In possible res|xnisc ti) ihc 
growing public discontent with 
air and water pollution, Florida 
,visi,r !s have pre-filed an 
impiCiMve number of bills 
relating to the problem. 

Although more bills are 
certain to be filed, over fifty 
were prep»ed and ready to greei 
ihe '<«>l'>ns on their firtt day of 
the 1'I70 session. 

Bills have been filed in both 
he House aiul the Senate which 
^ould prohibit the Ose of 
jilonnaicd hydrocarbons (such 
.IS DDT) and othn persistent 
pesticides, (tae bffl, SB 420, 
would prohawt the crop dwtiag 



use of such pesticides except 
after the joint concunence of 
the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, the Secretary of 
Health and Rehabilitative 
Services, and the Executive 
Director of Air and Water 
Pollution. 

Another bill, SB 330, provides 
fur 'he creation of a stale 
environmental education 
program. 

A comprehensive bill which 
has been Piled in both the House 
and Senate is the "oil spill 
prevention and pollution control 
act." One provision of the act 
would prohibit the discharge of 
pollutants into state waters or 
adjoining lands. The Senate biU, 
SB 434, and its companion in 



the House, HB 3535, also 
provide for the Department of 
Natural Resources to develop 
procedures for offthore driUiiig 
and grants the department 
enforcement powers. 

The bill requires the removal 
of pollutants either by the 
person responsible or by the 
department. Violation of the act 
would be punishable by a fine 
not to exceed $50,000. 

A Senate resolution, SR 443, 
would encourage State agencies 
and institutions to expand 
research leading to the 
development of effective 
controls ot pest organisms other 
than DDI and other persistent

Kirk Defies Court Order 



BRADENTON, Fla. 
(UPI>-Gov. Claud* Kirk, leaving 
behind a newborn son and a Uail 
of colorful mixed metaphors, 
flew here Thursday to personally 
confront federal marsbab who 
arrested the aides he sent to halt 
the desegregation of Manatee 
County schools. 

Likening himself to 
Mohatma Gandhi of India and 
the federal government to a 
vengeful Pharaoh, Kirk left a 
l.illahaisee hospiul telling 
newsmen: "We will resist force 
wtth force, effort with effort. 

**We do not get pushed 
around by bulbes, whoever they 
might be," he said, adding a 
threat to anest federal officers if 

they break a state law. 

Questioned whether he was 
offering himself for arrest, the 

governor snapped: 

"There ain't nobody better 
put a hand on ol' Claude Jr." He 
added he expected the U S 
marshals to respect the 
sovereignty of his office. 

Kirk suspended Manatee

Wednesday tor tlic second time 
in three days and planned to 
take persona! commaiul the 
schools liiuisday nioinin^; But 
he had to turn the job over to 
aides and set aside affairs of 
state to ru* his wife, Erika. 
to Tallahassee Memorial Hospital 
for the birth of their second 
child, a lO-poiHid son named 



Erik. 

Three of the governor's aides, 
accompanied by Manatee Sheriff 
Richard Weitzenfeld, six 
deputies phis 12 state troopers 
with riot equipment, showed up 
early Thursday to see that Kirk's 
wishes were carried out and that 
the court-ordered des^regation 
did not take place. 

Things ran smoothly until 
shortly after 1 1 a.m., when U.S. 
District Marshal Mitchell 
Neuberger, flanked by two 
deputy marshals and Asst. MS. 
Dist. Atty. Oscar Blasingame, 
strolled to the school 
administration center, an aged 
structure of two-story, red brick 
buildings that once was 
condemned for use as a junior 
h^ school. 

The three governor s men, 
Uoyd Hagaman, Richard Warner 
and RD. Hoffman ushered the 
federal officials to a large room 
across the hall and shut the 
door on new sinen 

About 3 minutes later, 
H^man walked out, followed 

by the other two aides. 

"They're trying to arrest us," 
he said. 

The three governor's 

lieutenants hastily sidled into 
the school superuiiendents 
office and closed and locked the 
door The sheriff and his 
deputies were in the room when 
the door locked. The troopers 



were in a room next door whne 

they stayed during the meetii^. 

Marshal Hevloetffa twisted 
the door handle, leaned on the 
door and found it was locked. 

The marshals then huddled 
briefly and Bhsngame asserted 
the marshals had authority to 
force open the door, "But we 
choose at this tone, not to 
destroy school property. 

"1 intend to carry out the 
federal district court order," the 
attorney added. "Whatever is 
necessary will be done."

Young Socialist Alliance In a press conference at the 
capitol, Sherman read a tel^am to Chauman D. Burke Kibkr of the 
Board of Regeirts, s^ned by 17 leaders of student organizations, 
protesting Kibler's ban on YSA. Kibler said in a letter to University of 
Florida President Stephen O'Connell last week that YSA was inchided 
in the ban on campus recogniUon of Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) and the Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC).

Student Senate unanimously 

passed a resolution urging the 
repeal of a conUoversial Florida 
statute dealing with suspension 
of students arrested for narcotics 
vk)lation$. Senator Rick Johnson 
sponsored the resolution at the 
Senate's first meeting of the 
quarter Wednesday night. 

Under the piovisons of the 
statute, students arrested for 
violations of drug laws face 
suspension from school until a 
trial has determmed their 
imiocenoe or guilt. 

The resolution stated that 
students should not be punidied 
before being adjudicated guity, 
and that ^iK'h pretrial suspension 
"could cause permanent damage 
to the careers and Urn of 
persons if found innocent ." 

The resoluticn expressed the 
opinion that the statute was a 
denial of due process of law, and 
that the statute was an 
"outrageous and flagrant 
violation of the Constitution of 
the United Sutes and Fk>rida." 
It concluded by reaffirming the 
Senate's support of the 
"principle of due process of law ■ 
and urged the Fbrida l^islature '. 
to do likewise." 

Matt Johnson. Solicitor 
General, discussed the statute 
with several key legislators 
Thursday. The Senate's opinion 
was that Johnson's discusaon 
with the legislators would be 
strengthened if he were armed 
wtth the Senate s resolution. 
Johnson was not available for 
comment Thursday at press 
time.

International Students 
Face Many Difficulties

Students from other countries attending FSU 
have unique problems and adjustments. Often from 
a radically different culture and academic 
background, they also face difficulties with the 
rapid transition from their own language to English in 
the classroom and in social contacts. 

They often find the American educational 
^stem completely different from their previous 
one. They are often misunderstood, and, in turn, do 
not feel at case with customs that are second nature 
to Americans. 

At an informal gathering at FSU's International 
Club, five students recently voiced their own 
opinions on subjects ranging from financial 
assistance lo reactions to Tallahassee. The live were 
Noel and David Maddock of New Guinea, Aldemar 
Rojas of Columbia, Alfred Sam of Hong Koi%,and 
Daniel Adefolalu of Nigeria. 

Reasons for attending FSU were varied. Noel 
Maddock, in graduate work in Science Education, 
brought son David with the rest of the family when 
moving to Tallahassee. David, currently and FSU 
freshman, hopes to eventually obtaoi a degree in 
veterinary medicine from an Austrailian university. 

Daniel Adefolalu was sponsored by an American 
agency for basic work in tropical meteorology. 
Aldemar Rojas found a chance to learn more about 
advanced techniques in busmess administration 
here. Alfred Sam's major-economics-was 
recommended by a friend in Hong Kong. 

In evaluating the success of Uie foreign student 
on the .American campus, each felt that more 
contact should be made between the foreign 
students and the university at large. 

"Many foreign students just come here to get 
degrees. Most are on limited budgets." said David 



Haddock, concluding that programs connected wtth 
the International Club should be expanded. 

"Abo," added Rojas, "There is definitely a 
problem in communication. I would like to see 
American students understand that people from 
foreign countries have very different cultures and 
aren't, therefore, as outgoing as America»* 
students." 

Even for students with extensive training in 
English, the rapid lecture and conversation banter is 
often confusing. Abo, acknowledged Noel 
Maddock, regional inflections do much to hamper 
even a well-versed student in understanding 
dassroom instruction. 

Faculty consideration for language difficulties 
and faculty advisors aware of possible language 
conflicts were conceded to be needed by the 
university. 

Alfred Sam commented on his problems in the 
freshman English program: "Suddenly. I had to 
know so many English poems. 1 never even knew 
anything about En^di poetry, and suddenly 1 was 
required to analyze it." 

In the area of extracurricular activities, Daniel 
concluded that it was easier to become involved in 
activities and organizations in Nigeria than in the 
United States, as the student work load was lighter 
and tests and assignments were not given as 
frequently. 

David Maddock was startled that "some 

Americans use studying as a formality for athletic 
activities. In Australia and New Zealand, it was 
assumed that the student could do both equaUy 
wefl." 

Dr. Sidney Grant, of the Department of 
International Education will speak tonight at the 
International House, 540 W. Jefferson on "The 
International Student: Problems and Prospects". 



OU Pollution is Caused By 
Carelessness^ Ignorance

Oil pollution in the world's 
oceans is caused by carelessness 
and ignt»ance, according to Paul 
La Rock, of the Department of 
Oceanography, 

LaRock spoke Wednesday 
night to a crowd of about 100 
people on the problem of oil 
pollution in the seas. 

The present oil pollution 
problem, LaRock said, began 
around the First World War 
when shipping interests turned 
from coal to oil as a major 
source of cargo. He said that 
most of the oil in the oceans 
comes from tankers purposely 
discharging a mixture of oil and 
water. "It has increased to the 
point that approximately 2.8 
ndlion tons of oil are discharged 
into the oceans every year," 
LaRock said. 

Figures state that in 1969, 
893 million tons of crude oil was 
shipped in the world. Ships used 
to carry refined oil, so if there 
was an accident or leak, the 
itfiaed oU would dissipate and 



leave no traces. Now, the ships 

carry the crude oil and if there is 
an accident, the oil sits on top of 
the water, or wadies up on the 
beaches. It is estimated that 
from Boston to Miami, there is 
approzimately 100 pounds of oil 
for every 300 feet of beach, he 
said. 

<Xl seeptg/e is another major 
contributor to oil pollution, 
LaRock told the capacity 
audience. This problem is the 
greatest in California, near Santa 
Barbara,' where the underwater 
sand is saturated with oil and the 
act of putting a platform on this 
sand will puncture it, and let 
loose the oil, he said. 

Speaking of the Santa 
Barbara case, LaRock said that 
there was a great amount of 
ignorance shown on the part of 
the federal government. The 
state of California has 
jurisdiction up to 3 miles off the 
coast. There is a buffer zone of 2 
miles, then the federal 
government takes over. The two 
drOl phtforms weie part the 
3 mile Califonua Bae, and trader 
federal rulings.

If California had jiuisdiction 
on these platforms, and had 
been able to inspect the drills, 
the Santa Barbara leak wouU^ 
never have occurred, he said.' 
California is more strict than the 
Federal government and would 
have placed strict regulations on 
the drills. There have been no 
major oil leaks or mishaps inside 
the 3 miles limit of Calilornia, ^ 
LaRock reported. 

An official of Union Oil 
Company, whose wells leaked in 
Santa Barbara estimated that 
500 barrels of oil were 
discharged during the leak: 
Another official, not affiliated 
with Union or any other oil 
company, said to nifltiply that 
figure by 10, and you'd have the 
real number of barrels leaking 
into the sea every day. 

The oil is lethal to birds, who 
get the oil on their wings and 
cannot fly. Shellflsh and fish 
also are affected by the slicks,«« 
that can reach a total of a foot 
in thickness. 

Oil spills have been happenii^ 
since WWII, but no one has 
heard anything about them, he 
said. In the past several years, 
four tankers have sunk, spilling 
their cargo of crude oil into the 
sea. The TORRE CANYON 
incident off the English coast 
two years ago- touched off a 
flood of public concern on the 
oil pollution problem. It has just 
lately been revealed that about 2 
Mpt sfak a week per year, 
al of them cany aude oil.

Defends Supreme Court 



To the Editor 
I would like to offer a few 
general comments in reply to 
Mr. Wesolowski's letter in 
Wednesday's Flambeau. 

Ahhoi^ this may come as a 
shock to Wesoloswki and other 
exponents of "strict 
construction." judges have been 
"making law" since the 
inception of the court system as 
an institution of civilized 
society. Modem judges "make 
law" in two areas-where there is 
an absence of constitutional or 
statutory mandate, and where 
existing constitutional or 
statutory mandates require 
judicial construction for their 
application to the factual 
situations at hand. No 
constitution and few statutes are 
written in language sufficient ly 
specific to apply to all of the 
infinite varieties of human 
relationships which may come 
before a judge. 
Gideon vs. Wainwright, 



presumably cited as an example 
of the Supreme Court's exertion 
of extraconstitutional power, 
actually has the net effect of 
guaranteeing the Sixth 
Amendment right to counsel in 
criminal trials to all citizens, 
rather than as a [sivilege to 
those wealdiy enoi^ to afford 
a lawyer. The Sixth Amendment 
reads, "In all criminal 
prosecutions, the accused shall 
«qoy the ri^t ... to have the 
assistance of counsel for his 
defence." Nowhere does the 
Sixth Amendment say "unless 
the accused is indigent and 
cannot pay for the counsel." 
Gideon can be cited as "justice 
• in the highest sense" and an 
application of a specifically 
stated Constitutional right. I 
object to Wesolowski's phrase 
"accused criminal," because a 
citizen who stands accused of a 
crime is not a "aiminal" until 
proven guilty. The presumption 
of innocence is a lej^I principle 



okler than this Republic. 

Wesolowski seems to see "Bij^ 
Brother " clothed in the robes of 
the Federal bench. The irony is 
that the Supreme Court has 
emerged in recent years as the 
greatest single protector of 
individual rights and human 
dignity in existence in our 
society. A reversal of this trend 
will be a step in the direction of 
real B%4roUierian.

"I have conduded that 4e 
next nominee cannot come from 
the South since this Senate as 
presently constituted wffl not 
confirm him," Nixon said.

Nixon made his brief 
statement before newsmen after 
amfmioti with MitclieU in liis 
oval office. 

He said he had Ulked with 
Mitchell about the court 
appointment both Wednesday 
night and earlier Thursday. 

Earlier in the day, the White 
House conceded it incorrectly 
told some senates before the 
vote that S«i. Margaret Chase 
Smith. KMuae. would vote for 
confirmatian. 

But Press Secretary Ronald 
Ziegler said it was an honest 
mistake made "in good faith" 
and baaed on what Nixon's 
congressional liaison aides 
considered "reliable 
information."

Lower Voting Age? 

TALLAHASStE (UPl)- For the first time since tiie issue was raised 
in the 1940's both houses of the legislature voted Thursday to lower 
the voting age from 2 1 to 1 8— but the House put a catch on it. 

If the House version-adopted 92-23-prevails, Florida voters would 
decide next November not only whether to lower the voting age, but 
also whether to give young people between 18 and 21 the full rights 
and responsibilities of aduhhood-including drinking. 

The Senate, which approved its version attached no strings in 
deciding to place the issue on the November ballot as constitutional 
amendment .

Aaron Leads Masters Golf

AUGUSTA. Ga. 
(UPl)-GeOTgia's own Tonuny 
Aaron, often an early leader but 
only once a winner in a decade 
on the pro golf trail, did it again 
Thursday -grabbing the early 
lead in the opening round of the 
Masters Golf Tournament with a 
4-under-par 68. 

The curly4ttired, 33-year-old 
Gainesville, Ga.. native strung 
together three straight birdies on 
the bac< nine of the dried-out 
August: National Course to 
finish a stroke ahead of Gene 
Littler and two ahead of Dan 
Sices and Chi Chi Rodriguez. 

Aaron, whose only pro 
victory came in last year's 
Canadian Open after long being 
known as the "Bridesmaid of the 
PGA" for never winning in this 
country, sank a seven-fool birdie 
putt on the SSS-yard second 
hold and sank an eight-footer on 
the 190-yard sixth. But he was 
only I -under at the turn after a 
bad drive and a missed 
three-footer cost him a bogey 6 
at the S30-yard eighth hole. 

"1 feel like any time 1 shoot a 
68 I've shot a good round," 
Ajron said. "However. I was 
especially pleased with today's 
round because the course is 
playing much harder than usual. 
It's veiy dry and very fast. 1 
can t say 1 like playing under 
those conditions." 

Aaron, who has finished 
second in many tournaments, 
never has won in the U.S. 
before. "I had a 67 here a couple 
of vears ago. but that was when 
Gary Player shot a 65," he said. 

However, Aaron's fame in the 
Masters comes not from his own 
scoring but the error he made 
here two years ago on Roberto 



DeVicenzo's scorecard. The 
Argentine pro, playing witli 
Aaron in the final round of the 
'68 liastMt, Aat a bMie on the 
n«t to last hole but Aaron 
mistakenly credited him with a 
par and when DeVicenzo signed 
for it, he finished second to 
winanr Bob Goalby by a stroke. 

littler, who didn't play on 
the tout between Tucson and 
Greensboro, shot a 3-undar-par 
33 on the front side and then 
played even-par golf on the back 
side for his 69. Sikes and 
Rodriguez wound up with 70's. 
Sikes had beat tied with Aaron 
at 4-under after 16 holes but 
then took bogeys on the last 
two. 

Three-time Masters diampitxi 
Jack Nicklaus, the favorite here 
this year, was 1 -under with four 
holes left to play and four-time 
champion Arnold Pahner, a late 
starter, was 1-under after nine 
holes. 

Player, guarded by special

With about half of opening 
round field of 83 still out. Billy 



Caapet, Daw Stockton and 

Larry Hinson were tied for fifth 
place at even-par 72"s and the 
scores went upward from there. 

England's Tony Jacklin and 
Canada's George Knudson, who 
tied for second here last year, 
were among the 73 shooters; 
Harold Henning. a South African 
like Player and another alleged 
target of racial threats, was with 
Player at 74; New Zealand 
lefthander Bob Charles and aging 
Julius Boros were among the 
75's; and three-time Masters 
champion Sam Snead, now 
an>nMddng his S8th birthday, 
was Mie of many at 76. 

Littler, not playing nearly as 
well so far this year as last when 
he led the mcmey winners for 
the first couple of months, 
called Thursday's round "my 
best putting roimd here, ever." 

Littler, 19ce Aaron, said he 
thought the Augusta National 
never had played tougher. 

"The wind was the toughest 
I've ever played in," Littler said. 
"It wasn't strong but it swirled.

Mattingly for Saturday's planned launch to the moon. 

An eleventh-hour decision to substitute Swii-cti tor measlcs-pronc 
Mattingly-or go with Mattingly May 9-will be based pnmaf ily on the 
recommendation of ApoUo 13 commander Junes A. LoveU, informed 
sources said. 

The final verdict is expected to be made by space agency 
administrator Thomas O. Painc about noon I Si Friday, a spokesman 
said. A delay, he said, would cost S800,(XX) and mean "you take a 
chance that some element might not be ready when we try to go 

again" 

Forecasts ol considerable cloudiness and a chance of rain for 
Saturday increased the threat to an on-time 2:13 p.m. EST start of the 
$375 million lunar surface expediium 

Lovell, a three-time spacellight veteran, is expected to base his

Space agency offlcials said the exercise served as an examination of 
the capabiUty of Swigerl work with Lovell and Fred W. Haise in 
maneuvers requirii^ "rapid and close coordination."

The Death of a President

There was no fanfare. With the exception of special services at the 
"Little White House " in Warm Springs, Ga., Sunday, the 25th 
anniversary of the death of Presittent Fianklin D. Roosevelt went 
almost unnoticed. 

It was April 12, 1945. Roosevelt had recently returned from the 
exhaustive Yalta discussions and new tensions had arisen between the 
western democracies and Russia. The Russians had imposed a 
communist government on Rumania. In Poland, they had refiised to 
honor agreements made ai Yalta that the Lublin government he 
reorganized. Roosevelt was under intense pressure from the IJriiish 
prime minister Winston Churchill, to order Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, 
the Supreme Allied Commander, to move directly against Berlin so that 
"we should shake hands with the Russians as far to the east as 
possible." (Eisenhower had decided to move his main force to th-.- Llbe, 
cut off Berlin from the Bavarian Mountains, where Hitler was reported 
to be preparing for a last stand, then turn to the north and seize ports 
on the North and Baltic Seas. The Russians, meanwlule. would take 
Berlin.) The San Francisco Conference to design an international 
security organization was only two weeks away. 

In the midst of it all. Roosevelt had left Washington for a Warm 
Springs holiday. During his years as president, he often had gone to 
Warm Springs to. as those around him put it, "recharge himself." But 
this time, the almost mystical recovery did not occur. While posing for 
a portrait by the artist Elizabeth Shoumatoff, he suddenly complained 
of J terrific headache and lost consciousness. He died a few hows later 
at 4: J5 p.m. of a massive cerebral hemorrhage. 

In "Roosevelt and Hopicins," Robert Sterwood, playwright and 
novelist who was a member of the White House staff during the World 
War II years, wrote of the reaction of FDR's staff to his death. He 
recorded a conversation with Harry Hopkins, controversial 
administrator of relief during the New Deal and Roosevelt's 
troubleshooter and most trusted advisor during the war. 

"You and I have got something great that we can take with us all the 



rest of our lives. It's a great realization. Because we know it's true what 
so many people believed about him and what made them love him. The 
president never let them down ... in the big things-all of the things 
that were of real, permanent imporUnce-he never let the people 

down." 

I'm not old enough to remember Roosevelt, but 1 know him from 
my parents. They have taBced with me of President Roosevelt, the 

terrible Depression, and World War II. My parents and their parents 
believed in FDR. They were reassured by him through the years in his 
"fireside chats." They were reassured that things would get better, that 
really the only thing they had to fear was fear itself. And, maybe most 
important of all, when it seemed that the American way had come to a 
halt, that our economic system had died, they were reaowed that it 
had not. 

When war came, my parents and my grandparents followed 
Roosevelt because they felt he knew best. They followed him when he 

urged neutrality in deed, but not in spirit; when he charged them to 
become the great arsenal of the democracies; and finally when he asked 
them to commit themselves and their sons to aO-out war against the 

Axis nations 

Hopkuis was tigiit about President Roosevelt, at least about FDR 
vis-a-vis my parents and their parents. Roosevelt never let them down. 
TkB/jf loved him and at times almost worshipped him. They came to 
depend upon him so that when he died they were k>sl. 

My grandparents have died now. But my parents live. They 
remember where they were 25 years ago and what they were doing 
when the Press Association announcement of the death came. They 
remember as they do probably no other event, awe the paiang of thUt 
parents. 

From Sherwood 1 learned of a memorial to Roosevelt which 
appeared in the military mapzine, "Yai*." "He was the commander in 

chief, not only of our armed forces, but of our generation " .My parents 
believed, and still believe, this ,So they paid their tesx-Lts .Sunday in a 
simple, but special way. Tlie> remembered.

Blacks wduld like to celebrate 
America with you-but they are 
hard pressed to applaud a 
history of exploitation and the 
cruel tokenism they now receive 



from the university, industry 
and government. 

Those on welfare are 
subjected to false insults which 
now even our President 
supports.

Library 'Museum a First 



An American Theatre Library 
- Musoutn the first and only 
such concept iii ihe country - is 
being planned by FSU. 

Already 22 cartons of 
materials for the library-museurn 
have arrived from New York's 
Lincoln Center for the 
Pferforming Arts. 

The library-inuseum which 
would be the country's first and 
most extensive resource center 
for library materials on 
American theatre would serve 
three major functions, according 
to Richard Fallon, chairman of 
the Theatre Department. 

It would honor prominent 
contemporary American theatre 
peraonalities in thek own time; 



overcome the severe, existing 
difficulties in theatrical research; 
and, create a center of primary 
sources for future scholars, a 
thing which has not been 
available ui the past. 

A substantial foundation for 
the theatre library exists in the 
drama collection housed in 
Strozier Library, and Fallon 
hopes to build upon this 
collection to the extent that it 
becomes a "living, growing 
chronicle of theatre from its 
beginnings in Colonial days to 
the latest developments in 
techniques and style, " he says. 

To move the proposal from 
concept to amcrete reality as a 
unkiue collection first, and 



perhaps an actual physical 
facility second, will require the 
efforts, support and 
contributions of many 
individuals, Falkm pronts out. 

Myers said the majority of 
materials sent from Lincoln 
Center are playbills from 
1890-1950 aheady on file there 
along with scrapbooks and 
photographs. This initial 
contribution is the banning of 
an exchange program between 
Lincoln Center and Ftorida 
State. 

"We will continue to send 
duphcates of our materials until 
you people yell 'hold," Myers 
said, expbinfflg the Liiu»ln 
Center bbrary receives many. 



many playbills and photographs 
yearly. Anytime that dupUcates 
something they already have 
goes into bins. The bins' 
contents are distributed to 
various places aroimd the 
country periodically. 

This is part of their 
"dupUcate exchange" prt^m, 
Myers said, adding he hopes 
Florida State will build up a 
duplicate file and send things on 
to New York. He said the Center 
is interested in playbills from all 
levels of theatre from college 
and amateur, to Broadway 
productions.

A History of Premieres 

104 Years of FSU Drama 



When Gian Carlo Menotti's 
play, "The Leper", premieres at 
FSU, it will not be the first time 
the school has been chosen for a 
grand opening. 

Theatre on the Tallahassee 
campus dates back 104 years to 
"The Stage of Corinth," 
performed July 30, 1857, when 
the institution was know as the 
West Ftorida Seminary. 

More recently, the same 
campus has been chosen by 
several nationally rect^nized 
playwrights for the producation 
of new plays. 

In 1960, the University 
Theatre premiered "Morgan 
Rock," by Phillip Pruneau. and 
it was hoped that the production 
of a new script by a professional 
would be an annual event. 

The following year 
"Assignment in Judea." by 
Patrick Welch, premiered at 
Flr.rida State. It was the first 
time a Broadway producer had 
brought a script w.hich he had 
under option to a campus and 
shared with the university 
theatre the costs of mounting a 
tryout. 

The name of Eddie DowUng, 

known as the dean of the 
American theatre, emerged on 
the scene at Florida State when 
he co-produced "Assignment." 
Out of this grew his belief in the 
potential of the Florida State 
Theatre. Among the 
better-known plays he had 
previously produced were "Here 
Come the Clowns" and "The 
Glass Menagerie." "Assignment" 
starred Louise Allbritton, a 
pretty television and fibn 
actress. 

Dowling and Florida Sute- 
particuiarly the head of its 
theatre, Richard Fallon - share 
the conviction that the future of 
living American theatre depends 
heavily on university theatre, 
mainly because of rising costs of 
off -Broadway productions. 

Thus was born at Florida 
State the Eddie Dowhng 
Foundation, a unique program 
designed to allow studenu the 
benefits of working with 
theatrical professionals, and 
provide economical tryouts for 
new plays. 

A preview of what was to 
come was provided by "The Last 
Days of Lincota" by Mark Van 
Ooren. The seccmd world 
premiere at Florida State, its 
eventual success, proved the 
potential of the University 
Theatre. 

Like "Assignment". "Last 
Days of Lincoln" was directed 
by Fallon, now chaoman of the 
newly-created Department of 
Theatre. Three professional 
actors and 16 students were cast 
in "Lmcoln." 

Fallon and Florida State were 
awarded a Certificate of 
Recognition by the National 
Conference of Christians and 
Jews for the production of "The 
Last Days of Lincoln." Van 
Di>rcn received a gold medal for 
I Ik- play's selection by the 
NaiuMial Media Awards 
Coinnuiico for promotion of 
•giK»d will and understandii^ 



among all of the people of our 

nation." 

The third professional play 

premiere at Florida State was 
"The Long Nigtii. " by Maurice 
Valency, in 1963. Paul McGrath. 
well-known Broadway actor, 
starred. 

*Trog." by James Forsyth, 
starred Frank Day, another 
Broadway and television star. It 
opened in March. I')64. on 
Florida State's Conradi stage for 
a six-day nm. 

A year later. "Never. Never 
Ask His Name, " marked a return 
engagement for the famous 
poet-playwright Mark Van 
Doren; and the play featured 
Julie Haydon, star of Broadway 



and Hollywood. 

The premiere of Lillian 
Hellmans "My Mother, My 
Father and Me" was held at 
Conradi in March, 1967, as the 
seventh production in the 
Dowling series. It followed tlie 
1966 opening of The White 
Widow" by Italian playwright 
Mario Fratti. 

"No SiNer Saints" by Robert 
Waldron premiered in 
Tallahassee in February, 1968, 
directed by Richard D. Meyer. 
Fddie Dowling again was on 
hand to help produce the play, 
which had Nicholas Coster in the 
leading role. The play is 
currently under option for 
Broadway production. 



Theatre Grows 
Under Fallon 

The moving force of FSU s theatre department is 
Professor Richard FaUon, who was named chairman 
when the theatre was elevated to departmenul 
sutusin 1969. 

Already the largest university theatre program in 
the Southeast, the Florida State theatre continues 
to "grow like Topsy." 

Dick Fallon, whose thinning hair and constantly 
furrowed brow reveal the stresses of his demanding 
job, smiles somewhat ruefully when asked about the 
growth of his department. 

Admittedly delighted, he nevertheless siMnetinies 
feeb overwhelmed. 

Right now there are the one million and one 
details of preparing for the world premiere of Gian 
Cwio Menotti's first sti^ pby. The Uper."

FaDon has a distinguished theatrical record which 
began in a light-hearted fashion as radio's Jack 
Amutroi^, "the all-American boy."

Prior to that he Ind been 
director of the JadoonviUc Little Theater, director 
of druna at Maryland SUte Teacfaen CoU^ and 
Hartwick CMegt and a profieirioaal actor and 
director. 

Durmg World Warll he served in London as 

director of theatre for the European Theatre of 
Operations from 1943 to 1945. He studied at the 
(M Vic Theatre School and received an "cxceflem" 
certificate. 

While there he married an EngUsh girl, Suzanne 
Bowkett. Sue and Dick Fallon now have two grown 
children. Diane and Ricki. 

A native of New York City, FaUon attended 

Brown University in Providence. R.l . and Columbia 
University in New York, where he received both his 
B.A. and M A. degrees. 

Since 1963, Professor Fallon has been director of 
the Asolo Theatre in Sarasota, which became the 
official State Theatre of Florida in 1965. The Asolo 
Festival presenu 50 or mosr performances of 17th 
and 1 8th Century plays each summer. 

In 1966, a program to bring live theatre to 
thousands of Ftorida school children was launched 
through a cooperative project between Ftorida State 
and the Sarasota County School Board A SI 36,000 
grant from the U.S. Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare opened the way for the 
program, which has been implemented by ;he Asolo 
Theatre Festival. Fallon was one of the devetopers 
of the project. 

He has served as president of the Florida Theatre 
Conference and has been a member of the 
Souiheastern Theatre Conference, Florida Speech 
Association and American Educational Theatre 
Associatton. Falton Also has been an as.sociate 
editor of "The Theatre IJ,bl,og,aphy and 
Documentation," a journal sponsored by the 
Theatre Lflnary Association.

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Music School 
Offers Variety 

The FSU School of Music, under Dean Wiley L. 
Housewright's leadership, is nationally reoognizwi 
for its academic strength in the field of music 
educatiar and for the high caUber of instruction 
provided for students who expect to become 
professional musicians. 

One of the oldest and largest schools on campus, 
it now has 750 students and an internationally 
renowned faculty of 70 fuH-tinie members. As 
artist -teachers these faculty members appear as 
performers or consultants both here and abroad. 

A variety of programs makes the school a vital 
and integral unit of the university as well as an 
agency for the cultural development for Ae state. 

Some 20 performing organizations present 
numerous concerts and recitals throughout the year . 

Among these are the Faculty Recital Series, The 
Opera Guild, the Chamber Orchestra. Concert Band, 
Marching Chiefs, Percussion Ensemble, Laboratory 
Jazz Band, SymjAonic Band, Chamber Choir, 
University Singers, Women's Glee a* and the 
University Symphony. 

Sev«al faculty ensembles give regular concerts 
both on campus and arouind the coimtry. These 
include the Tallahassee Woodwind Quintet, the 
Univernty ftrass Trio uid the Ftorestan String 
Quartet. 

The State Opera Association aid the State 
Symphony ttrchestra are abo tocated at Fkwida 

State. 

Comprehensive programs of study lead to music 
degrees at the bachelor's, master's and doctoral 
levels. Courses of study include appUed music 
therapy, music education, opera production and 

dance. 

During the summer quarter, the school offers 
several music programs. An annual Summer Music 
Camp for high school musicians includes vocal and 
instrumental instruction. The French Horn 
Workshop brings leading horn artists together with 
musicians ranging in experience from elementary to 
professional levels; and the string symposium 
attracts famous string artists from all over the world 
to campus. A music therapy workshop is also held 
periodically. 

The School of Music traces its history back to 
1900 when a teacher of instrumental and vocal 
music was appointed to the Florida State College, as 
the institution was named at the lime. 

In 1911 the department attained school status 
witli Flla S. Oppetnian appointed as the first dean. 

Miss Opperman, for whom Opperman Music Hal! 
is named, retired in 1944 after 33 years as dean and 
at that time Dr. Karl O. Kuersteiner was appointed 
to the position. 

During Dr. Kuersteiner 's term as dean of the 
Music School, Florida State CoUege for Women 
became co-educational and was renamed Florida 
State University (1947). The returning veterans who 
entered college at that time contributed to a sudden 
growth and expansion of the music facilities. In 
1947 the graduate program was instituted and lias 
since emerged as one of the suongest offerings in 
the scho<rf of music, "fte present music building was 
oomfdete in 19S0. 

Dr. Housewright, internationally known music 
educator and a member of the Ftorida State music 
faculty since 1947, became the tliird dean of the 
School in October 1966. 

Since then the School's enrolbnent has grown 
from 500 to more than 750 students and its faculty 
from 48 to 70 members.

Dr. Gulnar Bosch, chairman 
of the Art Departmeni, also was 
chairman of the building 
program for the Fine Arts 
Building. 

Blonde hair piled high on her 
head, she sat In hw round office 
with the brick walls recently and 
looked pleased with her 
surroundings. 

"It took us eight years to get 
this building, and it is 
wonderful... so functional 
because the artists and members 
of the theatre department who 
occupy it drew stetches of what 
they needed and the architect 
worked from those," she 
explained. 

"We've been growing all tliat 
time, though, and we keep 
growing so we iiave to k>ok 
ahead and plan for niOTe room," 
she went on to say in her unique

"When Wielage (Robert 
Wielage, Tampa architect) drew 
these plans, he looked ahead 
too, and already we have a 
preliminary drawing of another 
building that will fit r^t ovw 
ihis one, on stilts." 

That she is ready to tackle 
another big project comes as no 
surprise to Dr. Bosch's close 
associates. She stays busy. 

She was on the committee 
which planned and set up the 
FSU Overseas Study Center in 
Florence, Italy, and served as its 
director during its second year, 
until a permanent director was 
appointed. 

E.xpansion of the art 
department into new areas is ^ 
continuing project with Dr. 
Bosch, A Bachelor of Fine Arts 
degree in studio art and history 
of art has recently been added. 
It IS different from the usual 
B,F,A, in that it is an honors 
pro-am for outstanding creative 
students. 

They must have a 3.0 or 
better average and be accepted 
after review of a portfolio 
which is presented in the 
sophomore year. 

Now a proposal to 
HiD. in art history i^ ai uu 
Board of Regents level, lacking 
only that approval to be 
installed. It would be only the 
second such degree offered in the 
southeast, the other being at the 
Ibiiversity of North Carolina.

The connection between the eccentric Mortimour and the unusi. 
FAB is not hard to ascertam. Rounded turrets, suqiended walk«va\ 
large balls for Ughts, blue carpeted "green rooms" and a floor that 
hear f^H>I^leps are all part of the "eccentric" nature of f 
as-yet-unnamed FAB. 

Deseed to house the arts, it mirrors their creativity. Curved a 
straight walls, rounded \i.iircascs, the deceitful nature of a build, 
which looks as if it has no wuidows from the outside but which Iriii 
the inside is agkiw with natural tight jom together m creating v. 
awesome impression to the viewer of this building 

Creativity in architecture is not enough. .A building must be pracii 
as well. The FAB is this, too. 

The theater, located.in the east section, is designed for the com; 
of its patrons and actws. There are five hundred scats for the auiik' 
done in seven cok>rs rangin;; within reds and blues. 

The theater boasts of two false beams (skits for lighu) and ovei i 
focusabk; lights for the sUge. The soiuid system has turntables and i» 
cartridge tape nuchims. From the projection booth the operate!- 
the sound system and those of the infimte pre-set hghi control boa 
can see and hear the performance as well as the awlience Ti 
projection hm.ih is in.atod behind and above the audicnc. 

It IS the stage itsell which is most intriguing about the Ihcatei. liu 
is an elevator lift in front of the stage which can be set at four leve 
stage level, audience level, orchestra pit level or baseinent lex 
double proscenium stage allows the actors to frfay in front o! i 
curtain hiding the large stage sets behind yet another curtam. 

A forty-foo! revolving stage is another central feature It cn.ihit ■ 
sets of props to be set up and rotated for more rapid scene changes 

Under and bdiind the st^ is another worM. A large prop area and ^ 
fifty-foot paint frame are two important features. The FAB has on - 
the few setups in Florida which can paint fifty feel of backgroui 
scenery without the use of cumbersome ladders. The frame dides dou: 
through the fioor so that the artists can reach all parts of the canvas. 

The art department's section ol east FAB, the gallery, is part of tin- 
lobby of the theater, making it possibly the largest theater lobby inili 
world. 

There are 8,000 feet of display area in the gallery witlun sc^i' 
exhibition rooms, on two floors. The gallery is completely carpetcJ 
Spotlights for the rooms run on tradu akMig the ocSav give maximun 
flexi>ility in lighting displays. 

Underneath the gallery is an art assernbiy am. Mwmrieraeath the 
gallery is a storage area for FSU's paintings. 

The west side of the building contains classrooms and offices. 

The art department lias a sculpture studio and a foundry on tl't' 
bottom floor. A graphics studio is found adjoining the foundry. It can 
print intalgho (anything done on metal plates), lithography, and 
silkscreen. On other floors are a figure drawing room with a skylight i<>i 
natural light, studiooffices for faculty, multi-us6 lab rooms and a phot>' 
lab. The photo lab has sUDs for a total of sixteen people to develop 
pictures in black and white or in color. 

The FAB was designed by architect Robert Wielage of Tampa. Hi-^^ 
building began to be planned nearly five yeaisago.but it was not until 
November, 1967, that actual work on it was bccna. The FAB was 
coo^ieted January of thit year.

University Responds to HEW

University President J, 
Stanley Marshall Friday released 
the fvit of two rqmrts 
requested by the U.S. 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare 
concerning compliance with 
federal civil rights guideUnes. 

The report was prepared at 
the request of HEW officials 
following an investigation of the 
racial situation at FSU in 
February. The HEW report said 
conditions at FSU were 
generally favorable, but listed six 
possible problem ^ts to be 
reported on by university 
officials. Anwng the six 
problems were black 
participaticMi in student 
organizations, recruitment of 
black faculty, recruitment of 
black sludenls. integration of 
the University School, 
discrimination in financial aid 
and graduate research, and a lack 
of records of the number of 
blacks on campus. 

Respondmg to questions in 
these areas, President Marshall 
indicated that the university had 
experienced some diffKulties, 
but was working on possible 
yilutions. These include: 

Recruitment of black 
students-A broadened effort to 
recruit black siuJeiiis fioni hieli 
schools and junior colleges in the 
state, as well as an expansion of 
the Horizons Unlimited program 
wlvch provides full expenses for 
underprivileged students, 
including aid for some culturally 
deprived students who lack some 
of the requirements for 
admission to the university. 

Recruitment of black 
flCUity-This appears to be the 
umversity's biggest problem. 
With all major universities 
seokinB black faculty, and a 
limited number of quaUied 
btecks, FSU has not been able to 
acquire blacks as professors, 
even when offering higher 
sateries and fidl profeswrships as 
an incentive Plans include 
continued efforts at recruitment, 
and attempts to acquire black 
professors on a visiting basis for 
one-year terms or lesser periods, 
if necessary 

Student records-Registration 
forms now contain a space ftw 
indication of race to enable 
university officials to relay 
enrollment figures to the federal- 
government . 

Black participation in student 
organizations-University 
officials have reviewed the 
constitutions and bylaws of 1 70 
national organizations 
recognized by the university and 
found no racially discrimuiating 
dauaes. Sixteen organizations 
have filed no constitutions and 
will have their recognition 
revoked inkss Aey are fBed by 
Sept. 1. 

The comtitutioos of ai Greek 
organizations on cunpus have 



been reviewed and found to 
contain no racially 
discriminatory clauses. The IFC 
and Panheiienic are working to 
end de facto segr^tkm, and 
plans are underway to rwh Uadt 
students in the future. 

Integration of the University 
School -Two alternative 
desegregation plans have been 
submitted to the Board 



R^nts for consideration and 
the chosen plan wfll be 
implemented as soon at the BOR 
makes a decision. 

Rnaadal nd for bkda-In 
addition to an expansion of the 
Horizons Unlimited program, 
the university is seeking to 
adminitter other financial aid 
programs to increase aid to 
undaprhra^Bd Uacka.

Approximately 125 FSU students marched to 
the State Capitol yesterday in support of America, 
the Constitution and the Bill of Rights. 

The march, sponsored by the FSli Committee 
on Responsible Student Action (an off shoot of 
the Young RepubBcans), followed a rally on 
Landis Green at which speakers and Young 
Republicans vied for attention with members of 
the FSU Yipi»e dupter. 

Yippies "infiltrated" the rally and march 
carrying signs proclaiming "Kill a Commie for 
Chrirt." "Send the Poor to Vietnam," and 
"Support Racism Reelect -Manatee' Kirk." They 
chanted and shouted out comments during 
speeches at the Undis rally by State Rep Bill 
James, Frank Orlando, and Dkk Smith, vice 
chairman of the Natkmal Federation of Young 
Re|Hd>licans. 

YR spokesman Patrick O'Connor estimated that 
1 ,000 people attended the rally, but only 125 
actually joined the march when it left campus for 
the Capitol. Of these. 37 carried New Party signs, 
including 20 New Party people, uid accordiiig to 
Yippie Jeff Satriov. 20 to 40 were Y^pie 
sympathizers. 

Approximately 30 Yippiei, inchiding those who 
were carrying signs, attended the Landis rally and 
the rally at the Capitol, but did not march. 

A New Party speaker, John Buckley, was cut 
short at the end of the Landis rally whMi he began 
his talk by announcing that the YR's had 
originaUy denied New Party a speaker at the rally, 
and then launched into a criticism of several 



aapects of America's past. 

YR spcricesmen, when questioned later, were 
unclear about whether someone had turned off the 

mike or the battery on the public address system 
when it failed. O'Connor said Buckley "didn't 
stick to our ^eemoit. He told us his speech 
wouldn't be anti-American. He said it would only 
take a nunute and a half. He said it wouldn't 
indude anythh« off the liboal line."

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Problems of Voter Apathy

Less than 50 percent of 
America's eligible voters will 
turn out for this year's 
Congressional elections. This 
prediction was made by John 
Davies, editor of the Gallup Poll, 
in a talk during the 10th annual 
Public Rektions Conference 
baoquet Thursday night. 

He said that the turnout is 
partly due to various residency 
requirements in the 50 states, 
but a large portion of it is 
Mributed to voter apathy. 

In the 1968 elections he said 
that 48 million eligible voters 
did not vote, and approximately 
IS million of these people did 



not vote simply because they did 
not care who was elected . 

Davies said that the blame for 
apathy is shared jointly by 
CcMigress and the public. Many 
of the voters are alienated from 
the system and feel Congress will 
not respond to opinions no 
matter how voters try to 
influence the Congress, he said. 

A large amount of the 
Congressman's time is spent 
contacting key constituents 
trying to get reelected. Davies 
said that the Congressman, hke 
most of the voters, is worried 
about his job security. Only 20 
percent of the voters know how 
their representative voted on any 
major issue, he said. In view of

said that a Cmigressman needed 
[o worry only about the 
memories of the more powerful 
lobbies in future elections, and 
thus he is greatly influenced by 
these lobbies. 

In response to the frequently 
voiced complaint that voters are 
unable to pass judgement on 
major issues, Davies said that 
polls have indicated the public 
strongly supports certain issues 
long before ihcy are enacted. 
For example, the public has 
favored reform of the dectoral 
college for years, he said, and 
Congress has only nceuOy 
begun to consider it. 

Finally, in response to queries 
about opinion poll practices, 
Davies said that if the polls did 
influence the public, then 
Dewey diouki have been elected 
President in 1948.

These questions will be tlie mbject of a lecture by the 
world-ienowned ecologist. Dr. Rene Dubos. tonight at 8 in Westcott 
Auditorium. Speaking in conjunction with the Environmental .Xdion 
Croup. Dubos will present a lecture entitled "The Challenge ol I i!e 

Dubos, a member of the Citizen's Advisory Committee on 
Environmratal Quality to President Nixon, has long been associated 
with environmental problems. Born in France, Rene Dubos moved i> 
the United States and received his doctorate at Rutgers. He has worked 
continuously at the Rockefeller University and serves on the board of 
the Scientists Institute for Public Information 

In addition to his active concern with the effects that envuonmcnial 
factors exert on human life. Dr. Dubos is the man who first 
demonstrated the feasibility of obuinii« germ-T^hting d rugs triim 
microbes over 20 years ago. His pioneer work paved the way ii>r 
subsequent research leading to the development of antibiotics. 

Famous as an autlwr, he won the Pulitzer Prize in 1969 foi his 
brUliant hook on man and the environment. "So Human an Animal." 
The book has been hailed as "perhaps the most important message of 
our times " and "a significant manileslo in the intellectual history of 
man." 

Dubos has been an important moving force bebiad the nationwide 
environmental teadi-ins on Earth Day, April 22. 

Dubos approaches the future as a true scientific humanist; he is 
disturbed but not angry, and not without hope. Relating to cleaning up 
the environment and Earth Day, Dubos has said, "Because students are 
vigorous, informed, and stfll uncommitted to vested interests, they 
constitute one the few groups in owr society that can act as a 
spearhead in this movement ."

Deceiving the Young 

Members of the Florida House ol Representatives are 
playing games with a vital issue-the right of 18-year-olds 
to vote. 

The Senate passed a bill which would place the 
1 8-year-oId vote on the November baUot as an amendment 
to the state constitution. The House, however, passed a bill 
which included not only the vote, but otiier rights of 
adulthood including drinking and marriage without 
paraital consent 

Few legislators believe the House version would p:iss a 
popular referendum. Most feel the Senate's straightforward 
amendment would have a hard enough time. 

The fiict is few members of the Hoii^e are deeply 
concerned that 18-year-olds are denied not only the vote, 
but other r^ts of adults in Florida. They are trying to 
defeat the I S year-old voter amendment hy tacking onto it 
other provisions which most certainly are un- 
acceptable to conservative Florida voters. 

This is evident from a study of voting in the House on 
the bill, high teen representatives who voted for the bill in 
its amended form opposed it when it provided only for the 
right to vote. 

The House has decided to play politics with the issue. 
.Most supporters of the final bill obviously are supporting it 
in an attempt to kill any chances of an 18-year-old vote. 

The Senate, meanwhile, has moved in an honest and 
promising direction. Hopefully, it will continue to keep 
the best interests of young people in mind and refuse die 
House version. 

In passing a bill providing for such wides|M-ead dianges, 
the House appears as that chamber most genuinely 
interested in involving today's youth in the rights and 
responsibiUties of our society. But this is deceit, and it's 
not fooBng many young people. Most see it as just more of 
the hypocTisy. double-dealing, and deception they have 
come to detest— and inrotest against.

Only 250 students made it to L»idis Green, and less than 
half of that number showed anv support for the rally. When 
the time came for the march to the capitol only about 75 
students followed the American flag from campus. 

During the rally, John Buckley, speaking on behalf of New 
Party, began by castigating America for its treatment of 
minority ^ups. Enr^ by dungs they obvioiidy didn't 
want to hear, rally supporters disconnected Buckley's 
microphone to prevent any further statements on his p»t. 

It was obvioas from the size aiMl actions of the crowd that 
blind support for the gornnmeat doesn't qipcal even to 
campus conservatives. 

Pefhaps the feeinigs of a majority of the stadnls on 
campus can be summed up by the wofds (rf one of tte 
spectators at the rally. 

"I consider myself pro-American and pro-democratic, " he 
said, "But 1 don't think everything done in America or done 
under the auspices of democracy is fair and just and deserves 
the bind support people like these are wilhng to give. "

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WASHINGTON (UPI)-The 
Justice Department today 
accused Florida Gov. Claude 
Kirlc of deliberately disobeying a 
federal court order for 
desegr^tion of Manatee 
County sdiods. 

In a memorandum filed with 
the Supreme Court, the 
government said, "any 
confrontation between the 
governor and the United States 
would be entirely of Ins own 
making." 

Sohcitor General Erwin N. 
Gdswold adced the Supreme 
Court to deny a motion by Kirlc 
on Friday that the Manatee case 
be transferred directly to it. 
Conlending that only the 
Supreme Court could solve the 
federal-state dispute, Kiric had 
refused until Suntby to allow 
imfriementation of a federal 
district court order to 
des^egate Manatee schools. 

The Justice Department told 
the Supreme Court: "It is 
inadmissible that any 
(rffioer-high or low -should 
assume tl» stance that he will 
not obey tfie order of any court 
but this court ." 

It contended Kirk was "in a 



fo<x posture to invoke ika 
court's diwKtiaa." 

"The governor is eqireaiy 

bound by oath, required by the 
supremacy dauae, to obey the 
mandates of the CuwHttlaii as 

declared by the courts of the 
nation," Griswold's memo said. 
"Yet, he has deliberately 



disobeyed die orders of the 
district court, after both the 
Court of Appeals and this court 
had declined to stay the 
judgement pending appeal. ' 

Beyond that, the government 
said there was "the graves 
doubt" whether the case wai 
within the original jurisdiction 
of the Supreme Court

Dolphins Guilty 
In Hiring Don Shula 



ABA Takes Floridians 



NEW YORK (UPI)- Football 
Commissioner Pete RozeUe 
charged Momfay tfiat the lituni 
Dolphins were guilty of 
tampering in their signing of 
former Baltimore Coach Don 
Shula, and he awaided Miami's 
first round choice in the 1971 
National Football League draft 
to the Colts. 

Shuh, the Head Baltimore 
Coach since l'>64, signed a 
Miami contract Feb. 18. One of 
his assistants, Don McCafTerty, 
was elevated to succeed him 
with the Colts. 

"After thorough discussion 
with all parties concerned," 
RozeUe said, "this office has 
concluded that the Dolphins 
were in violation of the 
tampering provisions of the 
league's rules and policies on 
three counts: 

"1. By permitting a third 
party-not an employee of an 
N'FL team-with their full 
knowledge to initiate dealings 
with Shula and indicate possible 
terms, including owner^p. to 
move from head coach of the 
Colts to head coach ot the 



Dolphins. 

"2. By beginning what 
constituted direct initial 
negotiations, without having 
contacted the Colts, by 
confirming to Shula their 
interest in hiring him and by 
acknowledging that ownership 
would be part of the 
employment agreement. 

"3. By failing to make direct 
contact with the Colt ownership 
or management until Feb. 18, 
the day the hiring of Shuh was 
announced." 

Rozelle explained. "Rules and 
policies of the league are clear in 
insisting that a dkect telephone 
call be made to an enqtloyer by 
a prospective employer for 
permission before negotiatii^ 
discussion? lake place.." 

Rozelle concluded: "It is the 
conclusion of this office that 

circumstances of the 
employment by the Dolphms of 
Don Shula constituted violation 
of rules and poUcies. 
Disciplinary action has been 
taken under the applicable 
provision of the constitution. 



NEW YORK (UPI) The

Apollo 13 Coming Home 



SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(U PI) Flying a crq>pled, 
patched-nigetlier spacecraft, and 
low on water, oxygen and 
power. Amerka's three-man 
Apollo 13 crew struggled 
Tuesday to get back to earth. 
The world waited and prayed. 

An emergency splashdown of 
ihe astronauts-veteran 
soaceflier James A. Lovell, a 
Savy captain, and his rookie 
civilian crew ol John L. Swigert 
and Fred W. Haiae-it scheduled 
dt 12 p.m. EST Friday, about 
(,00 miles southeast of Pago 
P^o, in the Pacific Ocean. 

A tropical storm isswvbngin 
the Pacific, but Capt. Leiand E. 
Kirkemo, of the recovery carrier 
VSS Iwo Jima said the storm 
was L-xpected to steer dear of 
splashdown area. Four foot 
seas, 1 5 mph winds and cloudy 
skies are forecast. 



"Our only concern is to get 
those guys home," declared 
Frank Borman. commander of 
the first moon-cuclijig llight, as 
a world-wide rescue effort got 
underway. 

Friday afternoon's landing 
near Pago Pago was decided 
upon by mission control after 
hours of agonizing appraisal. The 
pflots coidd have been brought 
in on a "super fast" return, 
landing at 1 p.m. Thursday, but 
that was ruled out as too ridcy. 

In an effort to save every bit 
of electrical power, the 
astronauts-now firmly in the 
grip of lunar gravity-are flying 
their harrowing mission in 
almost total silence 
communicating with the ground 
only when necessary. 

But when they do come up on 
the radio network, their voices 
are steady and their statements 



matter-of-fact, reflecting none of 
the tenseness of the mission. 
Mostly, the radio contacts 
consist of readouts of numbers 
concerning the operation of the 
crippled spacecraft . 

Later Tuesday night, they 
whipped around bdnnd tl»e 
moon and fired another blast 
using the lunar lander's rocket 
winch they hope will put than 
on the desired path f<K the 
Fnday splashdown. 

Swuld the bum fail, ApoDo 
1 3 would still swing around the 
moon and return to earth, but 
the landing site would be in the 
Indian Ocean, where the Space 
Agency has far less tracking and 
recovery facilities to handle a 
landing. An Indian Ocean return 
aSso would require that the 
astronauts remain aloft an 
additional 10 hours.

The Tuesday rocket burn that 
will position the spacecraft after 
it loops behind the moon lasts 4 
mmutes and 20 seconds. It will 



boost the speed of the spacecraft 
from abbut 2,000 to 2,600 mph. 

Had the "super fast" return 
option been taken, it would have 
meant the astronauts would have 
had to fire their spacecraft 
engine for about 1 0 minutes. 

"They're not going to do it 
because it would have used 
almost all the descent propulsion 
system fuel and if they'd had a 
bad burn they wouldn't have 
had enough fuel left to correct 
it," Space Agency spokeanan 
said. 

Once back on earth, the 
astronauts will be flown frtnn 
the recovery carrier Iwo Jima to 
American Samoa, and from 
there non stop to Houston, 
where their families await them. 

Swigert, who joined the 
Apollo 13 mission as a 
last-minute stand-in for prime 
crewman Thomas K. Matingly, 
whom officials feared was 
coming down with measles, is a 
bachelor.

Says Theft Is Much More 



To the Editor: 

We went to the International 
Fair on Monday and stopped by 
the exhibit from Vietnam. The 
girl who was sitting behind the 
counter had been aying, and it 
was obvious she was very upset. 
She was dressed in native 
costume, and in her distress 
looked mwA fte the 
Vietnamese women most of us 
sec only on TV, fleeing from a 
bombing attack or carrying a 
wouaded or dead dold. Grirf is 
a unimsa! emotion. Perhaps if 
we could only realize this grief, 
and realize the humanity of "tlie 
inemy" or '^ibe fpcksT or "ibt 
South Vietnamese" all abstract 
terms hiding human feelings like 
our own-Hve would demaDd that 
our govermnott stop sending 
grief to their families and to our 
own families 

The reason this gul was crying 
was because someone had stolen 
a beautiful ring she had put on 
display, a rmg given her by her 
dead mother. This alone was 
very, sad because the person who 
took it did not care what hurt he 
caused her, he simply saw that it 
was pretty and perhaps valuable, 
and took it. But it was doid>ly 
sad because this girl was from a 
country we have helped to 
decimate, by kiffiqg theh men 
and women and children and 
babies, by burning their homes 
and land, and plundering their 
possessions. Takiqg this girl's 
ring most have seemed so smaB 
to the thief, compared to what 
his country is domg on such a 
wide scale in her land. 

Qip university trains officers 



to command in the Vietnam 
war, it aUows recruiters to come 
on campus from the miUtary, as 
wen as from large corporations 
who are directly profiting from 
the war such as Dow Chemical 
Cmnpany and General Electric, 
and other corporations who run 
this country and determine its 
policies of exptoitation of 
foreign people as well as ow 
own people. 

That these things exist on our 
campus, and indeed in our 
country, are certainly not 



productive of positive feelings 
for other human persons, 
encouraging us to regard them as 
valuable, with feelings and needs 
like our own. Certauily this 
incident is an example of 
complete disregard for another 
person's feehngs, at the very 
least. Although it may seem like 
a tiny thing, simply an indivklual 
"thief" taking a ring. 1 think it is 
symptomatic of much larger 
issues as I have tried to point 
out.

Ashe Appeals ILTF 
To Expel Country 



UNITED NATIONS 

fUPI) Arthur Ashe appealed to 
the "major tennis powers of the 
world" Tuesday to expel South 
Africa from the International 
Lawn Tennis Federation. 

Ashe. a N^o from 
Richmond, Va.. appeared before 
the General Assembly's special 
committee on apartheid and 
asked the United Sutes, Briuin, 
France, Australia, Germany and 
Italy to use their influence to get 
South Alrica kicked out ol the 
ILTF at the next meeting. 

Two months ago Ashe was 
denied a visa to play in the 
South African Open and a 
month later the International 
Davis Cup committee in London 
expelled South Africa Irom 
Davis Cup play for this year. 

"The South African Lawn 
Tennis I'nion, one of the 
founding lathers of the ILTF. 
obviously represents just the 
white mmority. Blacks are not 
allowed to participate in the 
Davis Cup. not even play 
non-blacks in public parks," 
Ashe said. 

Black tennis r)iaver< are 
organized in South Africa m 
what Ashe called "marginar 
organizailur 

"They receive little help, have 
only bad equipment and have 
Utile time to play becnuse they 
have to spend most of thei: lime 
working," he said. 

Since the South African Lawn 
Tennis Union is only a white 
minority body. Ashe said. "1 will 
seek to have them removed from 
the Intematicnial Lawn Tennis 
Federation as well, not just the 
Davis Cup." 

If this is not done, Ashe said, 
"The best avenue is to call for 
boycotts of events sponsored by 
the ILTF." He added the ILTF j 
was often "anachronistic and 
unresponsive to local demands | 
"If they (the South Africans; \ 
are not barred from the ILTF at 
the next meetmg, I shaO again 
apply for a South African visa 
and if 1 am not allowed m.

SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI)-Officials discovered Wednesday 
the crippled ApoUo 13 spaceship is slightly off course and wiU miss 
earth-dooming the pilots to death in sp«»-unless they can change 
their tr^ectoiy. 

Under normal conditions, the relatively minute course correction 
needed for a safe return of the three astronauts-James A. Lovell, John 
L. Swigert and Fred W. Haise-would pose no px>blems. 

But in their patched togetto spacecraft, every maneuver was frai«ht 
with danger. 

The new crisis hit just as the fates seemed to be smiling on the 
beieapiered crew. A tropical storm which threatened their splashdown 
area in the Pacific Ocean appeared to be taking another route, and the 
oxygen, water and deeUkal supplies aboard their spacecraft were 
hottog up wdl. 

Ffi^t director Milton Windier then announced: "We're not yet in 
the re-entry corridor, and we'll have to make this maneuver to get in." 

The maneuver invohres dowing the spaceAip-now traveling about 
2 000 mph-by about a mere 5 mph. Bui in order to do this, the 
attromttits had to turn iheu cumbersome big cratt around so that the 
descent engine on the hraar Under faced fwward 

This required using prectous electrical and rocket fuel suppUes. and

shaped up as extremely difficuh to perform, since Lovell has reported 
the vehicle pitches and rolls during maneuvering. 

For the maneuver to be a success, the spacecraft had to be luied up 
at a very exact angle before the braking blast was fired. 

Official, were confident the descent engine wouW work, since it has 
on two previous-and vital-occasions but if it didn't, tlw maneuver still 
could be made with smalter conUol rockets. 

Should the effort to correct the homeward path fail, however, the 
spaceship would miss earth by 103.5 statute mUes and swing into a 
sweeping ^-shaped orbit around earth. By the time it swung back 
dosely enoi^ to earth to make another reentry try, the aatnmauts 
would have died of suffocation when their oxy^n ran out. 

To assure that the crewmen had as mudi time as they deare to cany 
out the muevver , spmx officials gawe ttaem the option of perfomiBig it

"Modern industrial society 
can only survive if n makes 
quality ot life rather than 
quantity of production its 
coals" With this statement. Dr. 
Rene Dubos concluded his 
lecture. "The Challenge of Life," 
I iiesday mglit in Ruby Diamond 
Auditorium. 

Dubos. a world-renowned 
biologist. oc(<l(if!isi. and 
humanist said ihai the tuture of 
mankind does not merely 
depend on avoiding disaster to 
the physical environment. 
Although s<mie disaster will 
iHviir Dr. Dubos said he 
ed that there would be any 
massive destruction of lite on 
earth. "Chaises must be made 
not because we are going to be 
destroyed but because all the 
finer things of life are being 
destroyed," Dubos said. 

Dubos said that the inherent 
danger of modern society is best 
expressed b> the motto of the 
1876 Chicago World's Fair. The 
motto, "Science finds, industry 
applies, man coi'Toniis;' lia^ 
been the predommant feeling 
among the developed nations in 
the past 100 years following the 
Industrial Revolution. 

"It was Uken for granted that 
the wor id would be better 
because science technology 
would become more powerfttf," 
said Dubos. 

He told the crowd of around 
300 that the faith in the 
supremacy of scientific 
technology is now bdng 
challenged for the first time. "A 
hige part of the youth rebellion 
is an expression of rejection that 
man must conform to 
technology," Dubos said. 
FoUowii« this negative phase, 



Dubos predicts that there will be 

a new search for new experience 
Dubos, an important moving 
force behind Earth Day, April 
feels that the world is now 
close to a new phase when 
attempts wQl be made to 
rediscover fundamental aspects 
ot life. This will be a period 
when each and every person can 
find some part of the 
environment to develop his 
potentialities. 

"This rediscovery of the 
values that technology has been 
destroyuiu is as essential to 
human happiness as pure air, 
water, and food," said Dr. 
Dubos in his closing remfflks.

The Board of Regents 
adopted a formal position last 
week on proposed measures up 
for consideration by the 1970 
legislature. 

As required by law. the Board 
recommended to the legislature 
a bill proposing that the 
registration fee continue at SI 50 
per quarter for undergraduates 
and $175 for graduate students, 
with a provision for out-of-state 
tuition of $300 in addition to 
the registration fee. 

On student unrest, the Board 
sought legislatron only "to cope 
with misdirected activities." 
However, the Board's view was 
that students were 
w e II -d i sc iplined and 
well-mannered and engaged in 
dissent without violence or 
disniptive conduct. The Board 
stated that they opposed 
oppressive legislation. 

In opposing further revisions 
or aboKdiments of tenure, the 
Board stated that tenure "is the 
extension of the right to annual 
reempioyraait of faculty unless 
the faculty member is dismissed 
for cause." Regents noted that 
tenure is an integral part of State 
employment and expressed 
confidence that the legislature 
will not take any action "which 
would impair this long-standing 
and essential academic rigM "

share of problems and criticism. First, it goes without saying that there 
was a scoundrelous perfidy created in the theft of highly valued rings 
from Mrs. Hoat from \^eti»m and Ifrs. JavadS form Iran , as well as two 
ceramic pipes from Iran, especially when the students have been 
encouraged to display themselves and their possessions in order to take 
advantage of narrowing the infmnwtioiial gap between cuhwes. 

Secondly, in relation to the bitterness from the International Fair, I 
find the argument used by Mr. Moon not incorrect as much as it is so 
over simpHfied. It is quite true that the voting system broke down, 
upon all^tifns which do not bear repeating in concern for the parties 
-fcroWed. However, it must be said, irrespective of the "promises" 
which were given that there would be "recognition" of the countries 
with the best exhibit, that it was decided on Sunday evenii^ after the 
Fair, by a caucus of the natioas which participated in the Fair that no 
recognition should be given. By Monday there was a movement to go 
outside of the confines of the international studenU' decisions and sedt 
a decision from a "higjiw authority'', Chudc Sierman. In l^t of the 
vote, I asked Mr. Sherman not to involve himself in something which 
was entirely a decision of the international students. He agreed. Thus, 
the powers that be in this case are the international studenU. Agam on 
Monday evenmg, a vote was taken from among the nations represented 
at the Fair. By a vote of 7-5 it was decided to award no recognition. I 
feel that this was a proper procedure and support its conclusions... 

My third reply concerns criticism of the Arab Exhibit. I hold no 
personal anger at MissMouMer's statement. Ifowever, it is regrettable 
that one cminot empathize with the Arab point of view. The intent of 
the Fair of course was to emphasize our brotherhood. But, we must 
also consider the desperate nature of the .Middle East situation, the 
relative newness of propagandistic methods among the Arabs, and the 
tension which creates an abandon to publicize anywhere anytime, 
which surely hurts sensitivity for fair play. But one must also realize 
that the advertising was done in good faith, albeit from an Arab point 
of view, and that it was only a small part of the Arab exhibit, not all of 
it.

A slower dayttane tempo pidcs up slightly after 9 pin. for a hanter 
rock sound. WGLF offers a new feature, the vignette-a hit vocal 
recording followed by an instrumental version of the same song. Disc 
jockeys play these records every hour on the hatf^uur. Commercials 
interrupt the music only three times an hour. Announcers abo give a 
five-minute news report from the UPI wire and a local weather forecast 
once an hour. 

Ahhot^ a new station, WGLF has a staff eiEgeivtoctA in the radio 
business. A station manager with IS years' eiqierience and an mgineer 
with 25 years in radio head the list of staff members. An FSU aeiBor, 
Bud Wendliqg, is one of the staticm's announcers. 

Future plans, according to Belew, indude an mcreaaed broadcasting 
area, a self-sufficient mobile unit, a survey of all reooid outlets, and a 
playing list distributed throi^ local merchanu. 

Belew also has plans for a nighttinie talk show with canpus leaders 
from area colleges and universities.

By letting the disc burst, the gas from the tank will dissipate in a 
way that will have less chance of throwing Apollo 13 off course. And 
by firing the course oonection bum at the same time, planners hoped 
to eliminate any effects of vfttration from the rupturing of the disc. 

The astronauts are due to splashilou n at 1 :04 p.m. EST Friday in the 
Pacific, about 600 miles southeast of Pago Pago. With a successful 
landing, they could be back home m Houston Saturday.

Banana Recruiter 
Target of Protest

Eighteen supporters of the 
Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) won a partial 
victory over Chiquita Bananas 
yesterday when they forced a 
recruiter from the I'niled F-iuit 
Co. to leave the University 
Union. 

The proup had assembled at 
I 2:30 on the Moore Auditorium 
Steps for a rally and 
demonstration protesting I'mted 
hruit recruiteis on lampus. 
According to a leaflet handed 
out by members of the group. 
*Thc policies of this company 
and of the United States have 
led to the oppressive living 
conditions that Latin Americans 
must endure. Resistance to these 
policies has grown to the point 
where the military is now 
needed to protect U5. business 
interests." 

The leaflet also accuses the 
U.S government, through the 
CJA., of helping to set up a 
dictatorship in Guatemala, 
where United Fruit has extensive 
holdings, to protect U.S. 
capitalist ventures. It also claims 
that reserve lands held by the 
company in six Latin American 
countries could be used to 
produce needed agricultural 
products, and that 
nationalization of the banana 
industr.ws could increase 
national incomes from $192 
million to S70H million. 

Following their 12:30 rally, 
the group entered the Union and 
confronted United Fruit 
recruiter Donald Vasconcelos in 
Room 252 where he was 
conducting at interview. The 
recruiter and the student he was 
inicivK'wine wciii i' -n.

An administrative spokesman 
reported that the students had 
asked Vasconcekis several 
questions which he began to 
answer, only to be drowned out 
by the groups chants. An SDS 
spokesman denied that the 
group began chanting until 
Vasconcelos left the room. 
Vasconcelos had scheduled six 
interviews with campus 
marketing m^ors, three in the 
morning and three in the 
afternoon. The spokesman said 
he was able to complete all six 
interviews, and did not appear 
concerned about the incident. 
Vasconcelos was reportedly 
interested in acquiring bi-lingual 
marketing m^ors for positions 
with the company .

Llewellyn was recruited by 
NASA from FSU two years ago 
as a seiniM-eslionaut, but 
resigned after a year mth the 
program. 

The Apolo 13 craft must 
Strike the earth's surface at 
exactly the correct angle, 
Llewellyn said, but there is a 7 
degree margin for maneuvering. 

Llewellyn said that there 
would probably be no new 
ffights until the problem that 
crippled the Apollo 13 ship had 
oeen dealt with. "It is certain 
that there will be a massive 
examination of the oxygen tank 
system...and no new flights until 
the problem is corrected,** he 
said.

Gl Bill Benefits

Increased allowances under 

the new Veterans Education and 
Training Act will help an 
estimated 1.4 million ex-GI's 
who are now going to school or 
taicing job training. 

But Congressional sponsors of 
the act hope it will also help still 
another million former 
servicemen who are not in 
school, but should be. They are 
the h%h school dropouts. 

This is the first time that 
major programs to aid the 
educationally disadvantaged 
have ever been included in GI 
Bill legislation, according to 
Senator Alan Cranston 
(D-Calif.). author of the new 
provisions. 

Cranston, who is chairman of 
the Veterans Affairs 
Sid>oommittee «Mch bears 
responsibility for veterans 
educational legislation in the 
Senate, notes that the high 
school dropouts, "the men who 
need r.\ IM' .-.'v ■ ' ' 



trainmg benefits the most," are 
tdcing least advntage of thow 
benefits. 

So far an estimated 
three-quarters of a miUion high 
school dropouts have failed to 
go back to school for their 
diplomas after leaving service, 
Senator Cranston pointed out. 

"In fact, only six percent of 
Vietnam war veterans who are 
dropouts have used the CI Bill 
to continue their education," he 
said. 'That's three times lower 
than in previous wars." 

During a comparable period 
after World War 11, 17.1 percent 
of dropout - veta ans watt back 
to school and 18.4 percent after 
the Korean War. 

That these are the men most 
in need of additional education 

and training is evidenced by the 
fact that the unemployment rate 
among them is nearly three 

times highet than the national

Asked the most tense time of his flight. Armstrong responded: 
"Waiting for the re-entry parachute. If you're on the moon and your 
ascent engine doesn't fire, at least you have the benefit of time to 
omsider and discuss it with the ^nce center. 

"If a parachute doesn't come out, you're short on alternatives and 
short on time." 

Because of the many extra tasks the ApoUo 1 3 crew will be obliged 
to perform in order to get their limping spacecraft back to earth, they 
decided against wearing their space suits, which are bulky and might 
slow ilicir movements. 

Lovell had adted ground controllers for advice on whether he and his 
crewmates should wear the space suits, and controllers advised against 
it. 

The spacecraft commander replied that he and his crew would heed 
the advKe, but added that "in our spare time well be practicing getting 
that hatch in place and locked t^t ." 

Without the hatch closed the astronauts would die if they were not in 
their suits. 

Thousands of specialists on the ground were working on an around 
the clock basis to bring ihe Apollo crew home safely.

Scholarly Manuscripts 

University Press in Operation

Even though the Florida State University Press 
has been in operation two years and has pubhshed 
four books, most students are completely unaware 
of its existence 

The first book to come off the press was tarl R 
Beck's "Germany Rediscovers America." Three 
books are now in the process of being published 
and three are ready for press when funds are 
available. 

"It has developed to the point where a full-time 
director is required and the university hopes to 
hire someone in 1971." said Dr Preu who has 
been running the press in his spare time. 

The press does not own any equipment. Its 
main |oh consists of editing the manuscripts and 
determining what kind of type, binding and paper 
to use. After this is determhied, the manuscripts 
are sent to several Fk)rida printers, who bid for 



publishing rights. 

"To publish scholarly manuscripts that have 
limited appeal is the main purpose of the Fktrida 

State Universiiy Press." Dr Preu said "Since these 
books have a small audience, it is too unprofitable 
for a commercial publishing house to handle 

them." 

Until an I SU organi/ation called 

"Studies" was publishing Florida State faculty 
hooks Because tew outside manuscripts were 
submitted, (lie imiiic was changed to Fk>rida State 
University Press to give it more prestige. 

Dr. Preu is assisted by a press advisory 
committee, which was appointed by President 
Stanley Marshall. They are Dr. Roy O'Dunncli. Dr 
Lloyd Beidicr. Dr. George Lensen, Dr. Donaki 
Michel, Dr. William Townsend. Dr. Etta Waters, 
and Dr Don llorward clun man 

"The press needs iiioie money in order to 
attract good outside manuscripts," concluded Dr. 
Preu.

Postal Pay Increase 



WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-President Nixon asked 

Coi^ess Thursday to put the 
nation's postal service on a 
patronage-free basis and to raise 
mailmen's pay, but scaled down 
to 8 cents his previous request 
fot a 10<eiit first dass letter 
rate. 

The first class stamp increase 

from the present 6-cent rate 
would generate more than Sli 
billkm, he said. With a 
temporary contribution from 
the federal treasury, that would 
put the new system "on the load 
to a sound, pay-as^ou-go 
operation," he added.

remain at 10 cents. 

A plan for reoiguizmg the 
Post Office Department on a 
patronage4ice, pay4»you-go 
basis was negotiated by the Post 
Office Department and seven 
postal unions as the second 
phase of an arrangement worked 
out after the recent wildcat 
postal strike in parts of the 
nation. 

The agreement also calls for 
an 8 percent pay raise for postal 

workers and a mechanism for 
resolving possible futu'e disputes 
before they could result in a 
strike. 

Under the revised plan for 
financing the 8 percent raise, 
Nixon asked for an increase of 
one-half in the second class 
postal rate, plus a otw-thkd hike 
in third class rates.

'The Unicom" is a fable with a moral for modern times. It is about 
people w li o follow what is fashionable without stopfnng to examine the 
values involved. 

Marc Ozanich dances the part of a strange old man in a castle who 

collects three mythical beasts as pets. The beasts, the unicorn, the 
gorgon and the manticore were taken by Menotti from T. H. White's 
translation of the "Book of Beasts". The respectable townspeople 
slavislily pattern their hopes and dreams on the way this man chooses 
to live, even though they do not compietel> approve of him. 

Elaborately costumed dancers perform in "Unicorn". 

This wUl be the first time that "Subat Mater" has been danced. 
Nancy Smith performs in this original composition. 

Dr. Smith interprets "Stabat Mater" as basically a fenule utterance 
of mourning performed by nine women. 

Costuming for the "Stabat Mater" invoWes nearly a half-acre of 
Ubacco cloth which Dr. Smith purchased from a nearby farmer The 
material, which comes in 16-foot widths, was dyed by the University 
Laundiy Service. It was then cut into four-yard pieces for hoods and 
draping to costume the 100 singers.

With Earth Day less than two 
days away, a number ot 
questions have been raised about 
the significance of that 
particular day. Wednesday, April 
22. Most of the questkns run 
along the line of: what is Earth 
Day'' How did it get started at 
FSU? What can an individual do 
on Earth Day? 

Earth Day is perhaps best 
explained by a pamphlet 
d I s t r I buted by the 
EnvironmenUl Action Group 
which is sponsoring the event. 
The pamphlet reads. "April 22 is 
a da\ I'l lalionwide aciicn 
Through activities, including 
teach-ins. on campuses, in high 
schools. and m local 
communities, people will tiave a 
chance to examine the facts 
ab{)ut the environmental crisis. 
They can find out what, if 
anytlung, is being done, and 
what must be done ' 

Earth Day was conceived by 
Senator Gaylord Nelson of 
Wisconsin m Soptenibei 1969. 
He and Congressman Paul 
McCk)skey proposed Ajwil 22 as 
the date for a national teach-in 
"lo stimulate the constructive 
energies of American youth in a 
massive educational effort to 
halt the accelerating pollution 
and destruction of the 
environment." Since then, the 
April 22 observance has gained 
momentuin and a recen' 
estimate is that 2.500 colleges 
and 7,000 high sdiools will 
participate. 

The local observance of Barili 
Day has been spearheaded h\ 
the FSU chapter of the 
Environmental .Action Croup 
(EAG). Originally called ili^- 
Committee Concerned with 
Population Explosion a d 
Pollution (CCPEP) in I96K-60,

An FSU student was one 14 persons arrested during a 
confrontation between police and anti-war demonstrators m St. 
Petersburg Sunday. 

DavW Maynard, 21, of Ftorkla Sute, was charged with disorderiy 
conduct and use of obscene language and released on $25 bond. 

Maynard and approximately 30 other FSU students took part in the 
march and rally against the war in Vietnam sponsored by the Student 
Mobilization Committee and supported by a coalition of activist 
groups. 

Approximately 500 dcmonstraiors gathered in Campbell Park in St. 
Pete's black ghetto around noon Saturday and marched peacefully 
through the downtown area to Straub Park on the bay for a rally. 
Protesters, who had decided against throwing away sticks on their 
poster signs when they were told the parade permit didn't allow them.

Nixon to Withdraw 150,000 Troops

SAN CLEMENTE (UPI)-President Nixon Monday night ordered a 
1 50,000-man puUout of U. S. troops from South Vktnam within the 
next year and promised "with confidence" that all American troops 
will be withdrawn in an unspecified future. 

"We finally have in sight the just peace we are seeking," Nixon said 
in a nationwide report on Vietnam. 

"We can now say with confidence that pacification is succeeding. We 
can say with confidence that the South Vietnamese can develop the 
capability for their own defense. We can say with confidence that all 
American combat forces can and will be withdrawn," Nixon said. 

Nixon conceded that the reduction he was ordering "clearly involves 
some rUu," especially in view of the communist esc^ation in Laos and 
Cunbodia aad the a»§e m fighting in South Vietnun this montii. But 
headM: 

REMINDER TO NORTH 

"I again remind the leaders of North Vietnam that while we are 
taking these risks for peace they will be taking grave risks should they 
attempt to use the occawm to jeopardize the security of our remaining 
forces in Vietnam by incicaaed mSitary actimi in Vietnam, in Cambodia 
or Laos." 

The 1 SOjOOO-man reducticm would reduce U. S. troop leveb in Soutii 



'Vietnam to 284,000 by May, 1971. The timing of the additional 
withdrawals was left purposely vague and wfll be determined by 
continual reassessments of the military and dq^matic situation. 

According to White House officials famfliar with the President's 
thinking, the rate of U. S. troop withdrawals woukl remain virtuafly the 
same as it has been since last December-approximately 12,000 men per 
month. 

The officials said the advantage of announcing the larger withdrawal 
figure om a longer period of tfane was dnt it put the gornnmmt of 

President Nguyen Van Thieu on notice of America's intentions. 

The officials said the American puUback possibly would be 
accompanied by mhior reductions in the troop luumitnirnts of the fhe 
U. S. and South Vietnamese allies in Vietnam. 

The new announcemwit means that by May, 1971, a total of 
265,000 U. S. troops will haw been pulled out of South Vietnam since 
President Nixon ordered the imtial cutback on June 8, 1969, during his 
meeting with President Thieu on Mkiway Idand. 

The President made his 15-minute address over national television 
from the Western White House atop a bluff overlooking the Pacific. He

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Survey Asks Opinion 
Of Student Housing

Student Government this week undertakes an 
extensive survey of both on and off campus 
housing residents through its communications 
department. On campus residents will be polled 
concerning their attitudes toward the installation 
of priv.iic phones in each dorm room, and the 
opinions of off campus students will be taken 
concerning • utility rates and general business 
practices in Tallahassee. 

Five hundred dorm residents selected at random 
will be adced to pass judgement on the phone 
proposal through the campus mail The installation 
of the phones would abolish the call-box system 
and allow each set of roonunates the luxury of a 
private phone. 

This phone arrangement would not be without 
cost to the student-a S15 installation and a S25 



per resident deposit would be required in addition 
to local i*one rates of $630 monthly. The 
Housing Office has requested that such a study of 
probable student reaction to the phone proposal 
be taken prior to making any commitment to the 
phone company r^arding the inttallation of such 
a system. 

A phone survey of 500 off campus residents 
also will be conducted. The nirvey, wMdi wili 

include both Alunmi Village and other apartment 
complexes, will ask students two questions. (1) 
Are Tallahassee utffity rates reasonabte on the 

basis of your experience'' and (2) Do you find that 
the Tallahassee businessmen engage in tair business 
practices with regard to students? The results of 
the poll will be forwarded to the newly created 
Student Government Department of Consumer 
Affairs.

A Better Business 
Bureau 

It's a better business bureau of sorts. Student 
Government's new cabinet position, the secretary <rf 
consumer affairs, is a long overdue post and one whidi 
dMNyd bcMfit a hige number of rtndeBts. 

As recently outlined by the nevf secretary, graduate 
student Don Muse, the office has two main areas of 
icspoBsit>aity: to aOempt to lower Urn cost of Knng for 
FSU students, particularly those who live off campus, and 
disseminate information on and investigate stuctent 
oonqiiainis about local bmiiiess practices. 

This is quite a load for one student official and his staff. 
Investigating student complaints alone will take up much 
of die new officer's time. Students have often felt that 
they were being given a raw deal by TaOahassee merdumts. 
Now they have an avenue for expression of comfdaints. 
Muse wiU thoroughly investigate issues raised by studrats 
and then seek to have the ai ipt op i iate actkn takea by 
university or city officials. 

Muse hopes to lower the cost of living for students by 
estal^shing a consumers union which would ne^tiate 
discounts with local merchants. The union would also 
include as members faculty and staff. Consumer unions 
have been suocessfnlly estabHshed on other mriversity 
campuses. He also hopes to establish a small, nonprofit 
store to sell toiletries and other basic items to union 
members. 

The consumers union and store may be in the future, 
but the benefits from a secretary of consumer affairs will 
be reaped immediately. Thursday or Friday, Muse will 
release a report which will answer many questions students 
have about city-provided utilities. Also planned are repmrts 
on local markup and credit practices. 

Many studeirts find Oenuelves purdiasing food, 
utilities, housing and other necessities for the first time 
without parental guidance. It can be quite an experience.

Student housii« at Florida State, mostly austere 
dormitories 30 yon ago, now offers s wiiety of 
living ^lyies including garden apwtnieats, lag^'iae 
apartments and a mobile home pwk. 

Florida Sute's DirectcK of Housing, Miss Edith 
McCollum, who presided over this tremendous 
change in the housing concept, is retirii^ after 29 
years in the directors post at Florida Stale. 

Students who attended Florida State, especially 
men, lived in rebtivdy austere housing during the 
1940's and seemed to accept it, Miss McCollum 
said. But students now are astung for and ^tting 
modem on-campus housing wMi nuny <rf the 
niceiies of ofl'-campus living. 

The newest items in campus dormitories at 
Floriifa State are refrigerators available for each 
room. Tlic university purchased the refrigerators, 
which have low wattage and do not strain 
electrictl wiring systems is Ae nUa donatories, 
and leases them to students. 

Miss Mctollum, a 1927 FSCW ahunnus, was 
honored for her service at a banquet last night in 
the University Union at 7 pjn. Among those

During her 29 years as director. Miss McCollum 
has seen the campus grow from a sleepy cantos 
with about 1,800 indents to a i7,000-student 
small city. 

America's part in World War II was just getting 
underway back then, she recalls. Two local 
military bases-Dale Mabry Field in town and 
Camp Gordon Johnston near Carrabelle— kept 
things lively during the war years. 

"The campus was just filled with uniforms at 
night and on weekends," she said. The college held 
frequent dances, at which Miss McCollum and 
other staff xamibtn M extra-4iou ditty by 
chaperonii^. 

She recalled one trying period fw the girk and 
the Gl's-whoi an outbreak of dysentery forced 
the cpuaanthiing of the campus for sevenl weeks. 
Miss McCollum was among those confined to the 
campus because she lived in Gilchrist Hall then. 

'it was quite a strain on the students to have to 
stay on campus for sudi a kmg time, but they did 
remarkably well," she said. The soldiers and 
airmen were very cooperative in observing the 
quarantine, she sud. 

Following the war. Miss McCollum tackled the 
problem of housing for the overnight expansion of

Johnson is Preadent Pro-Tem 
of the Student Senate. He is also 
Executive Assistant to the 
Student Body President. 

In an interview yesterday 
afternoon Johnson revealed that 
rumors had been circulating to 
the effect that he plaimed to use 
the office of Vice President of 
Student Affairs as a stepping 
stone to the vacated position on 
the Board of Regents(BOR). 
Johnson made it clear that the 
BOR position had not been 
offered to him, and even should 
the position be offered to him, 
he would probably not accept it. 

In his letter Johnson was 
quick to allay fears of dissention 
in the university administration 
should he be appcnnted to fill 
the position: 

"Perhaps it will be protested 
that my appointment would 
cause dissention in the 
administration, since during my 
time as an SDS member, my 
rdations with President Marshall 
were-well, somewhat 
abrasive," the letter read. 
"Nonetheless, I have always 
been of the opinion that 
disagreement is a healthy rather 
than a debilitating phenomena." 

This is reminiscent of 
Marxian's first speech to the 
faculty where he said a healthy 
institution such as FSU need not 
fear dissent. 

In relation to his young age- 
Johnson is a 22 year old 
graduate student-he add that 
he realized that some Student 
Affairs persoimel would be 
uneasy taking orders from a 
student formerly under their 
control, but that the Dhrinon 
should look at theadtutagetof 
such a move.

Another major point cited by 
Johnson is that he has no further 
political or bnreanciatic 
ambitions.

Jotanon abo caHed to 
attention nnancial reasons 
calling for his appointment. 
Johnson said that he wouM be 
willing to work for a salary as 
tow as S 10,000 a year, which, 
according lo Johnson, is 
considerabty less than that of 
the current Vice President. 
Under his administration, 
officials in subordinate 
capacities would abo accept 
lower salaries. 

In his letter of candidacy 
Johnson said that he felt 
Marshall was anticipating 
Johnson's appointment. 
"He [Marshall] refused to accept 
me as a member of the sdection 
committee when my name was 
si^ested by the Student Body 
President. Some cynics have 
suggested that this was because 
of my asM>ciati(m with SDS. 
However, it seems to me that 
this was merely a thoughtful 
perception of the fact that it 
wobM be unetincd for me to 
serve on a committe whose 
function is to select a candidate 
to fill a position for which I am 
the most qualified applicant." 

Johnson said yesterday that 
he had not been notified of 
receipt of his letter by Chof^in. 
He farther nid that he legr^ted 
the rumors that had sprung up. 
Johnson said that should he fail 
to win the appointment, he had 
consklered becoming Pope, but 
his chances for that were 
somewhat slim. When asked 
about his actual chances, 
Jolmion said that if the 
committee chose on 
qualifications, he would have no

The local chapter of the Environmental Action Group has scheduiea 
a wkle variety of events relevant to Earth Day. Speeches, rock bands

Several prominent leaders m slate government wUI be the featured 
neakers at tonight's program on Landis Green. State Senator Clitt 
Reuter will be speaking on the liberal abortion bill which is now in the 
Ftorida legislature. This bill is simUar to the one now in effect in New 
York and makes abortion a matter strictly between the woman and her 
physician Lt Gov. Ray Osborne has been an important backer of many 
present conservation bills. Legislators Lawton Chiles and Robert 
Middkmas are expected to speak on the legal and legislative troi^les 
facing environmental projects. j r-,^„ 

There will be several information booths set up around Landis Green 
to distribute information on various enMronmental topics.

The arrested speaker. Canney, 
a 41 -year-old university 
professor, gave a calm speech 
during which he named a 
policeman who iud siiol and 
killed a blade man. After his 
^wech he sat down on the grass 
and was immediately sie/cd by 
three policemen. Other 
poUcemen in riot gear 
sunounded the crowd. As our 
marshalls with iiKga|)liones 
urged everyone to leave the park 
and march to another location 
to prevent fuithtr a: icnIs. police 
agents and provocateurs in the 
crowd pointed out people who 
had used prolane language 
towards the pohcc and iliev 
\vere brutally and violently 
hauled away. The rest of tlie 
marchers went to an empty lot 
in a black section of town to 
collect bail money. That night a 
rally was to be held again to 
further discuss the issue, but it 
was cancelled because heavily 
armed policemen were 
occupying the community .As a 
result of the presence of the 
pohce there was extreme unrest 
in the black community, but 
JOMO, a black St. Pete 
organization (which helped to 
organize the peace march) kept 
things cool and prevented a riot. 

Meanwhile, over S40.000 is 
still needed to get everyone out 
of jail, and a defense fund is 
needed. If you want to 
contribute, send funds to JOMO, 
2475 18th Ave.

The New Left failed, Susan La 
Mont, natkmal secietaiy of the 
Young Socialist Alliance, told 
less than 40 people last night, 
because it tried everything but 
true Leninism. 

Miss La Mont, on campus 
yesterday for two speeches 
sponsored by Student 
Government, added, however, 
that members of the movement 
learned a lot in the process and 
should now look for better ways 
of doing things. 

Her topic in the Union's 
Florida Room last night was 
"leninism and the New Left," 
in honor of yesterday's 100th 
anniversary of the birth of 
Vladimff Lenin, first leada of 
the USSR 

Interchanging the titles "New 
Left" and "Students for a 
Democratic Society," she 
characterized SDS as the most 
important leadership elment in 
the movement during the 6(}'s. 

SDS, however, die said, 
dabbled in a variety of ideas 
which fell short of true 
Mandsm-Leninism and therefore 



could not lead to a real socialist 
revohitkm. YSA, on the other 
hand, has emphasized Leninism 
all along. 

"The New Left accepted the 
doctrine of the liberals that 
Leninism inevitably leads to 
Stalinism," she said, "and that a 
vanguard revolution leads tc 
tyranny . . . Stalinism is actually 
the opposite of Leninism . . . 
Russia today is not a socialist 
country." 

True socialism, she said, 
means democracy with control 
of aO means of production by 
the masses. 

The old SDS, with its old 
ideas, is dead, die said, "and 
none of the factions have been 
able to reclaim the glory that 
was SDS." 



The group on this campus 
whidi calls itsetf SDS, she said 
is really part of the 
Worker-Student Alliance 
offshoot of the old group. She 
doesn't think they have the right 
answer either. Unlike YSA, she 
said, they are unwilUng to work 
with groups and individuals with 
whom they do not completely 
agree and therefore are isulatin: 
themselves from the importa.n 
moves toward a revohitkm to 
overthrow capitalism. 

Members of the FSU-SDS in 
the audience disagreed. They 
said YSA helped to forward the 
careers of hberals such as Mayor 
John Lindsay of New York and 
the bureaucratic union leader^ 
by uniting with them on sume 
issues.

HigherEducation 
Moving Up

Enthusiasm for h^her education is moving up from a low trough, 
according to iegislatois w ho spoke to the FSU chapter of the American 
Association of University Professors Tuesday night. 

Representative Ralph Turlington, former Speaker of the House, aid. 
"1 sec openings and linings ahead I didn't sec 12 months ago. FkHida 
higher education may be moving out of a trough." 

TwHngton s«d that a great degree of frustration and anxiety had 
swept the I'nitcd .States since ihe increased involvement of the I'nited 
States in Vietnam. However, he said ihat the U.S. had crossed "the lo* 
(tuint of frustration" and that things were moving in a better direction 

Graham agreed with Turlington that education is moving out of a 
trough. He said that a significant indication of this was the failure of a 
bill which would restrict student activists to pass in the House. 

Miers noted that "overreacting is on the wane." 

Turlington said that although he could see no significant progress U>' 
Fliinua higher educaiion in this legislative session, it was about time for 
the pendulum to swmg the other way. TurUngton said that nothing 
particularly startling concerning higher education would be reported 
out of the appropriaiiuns ciniiniitice 

Deeb spoke on the need tor increased aid tor students altendmi: 
private institutkias. Deeb said that adequate funds for higher educaiiui 
are not available, and thai private institutions are not filled A possihk 
solution, according lo Deeb, is thai the state "sub-coniraci i:> 
responsibihty to the private institutions by payiiv the difference v 
tuitioi between a state university and a private one. 

Graham noted the tremendous growth in university enrollment Ho 
said he believed the rate of growth in the fuluic would escalate a! j 
more manageable rate, alkiwing a reorientation of energy into areas oi 
more concern ri)out the quality of instruction, pvtkularly in 
undergraduate areas. 

Graham also said that less politics should be involved in higher 
education. He said thtf he hoped the fcgidature would give more 
decision-making authority to the Board of Regents, and that the Board 
of Regents would give more juriiidiction to the local institutions. 

Miers spoke on the need to reorganize the junior colleges throughout 
the sute. He pointed out that some juniof colleges arc on the semester 
qrstem, vriiile others are on the quarter system. He also noted that it is 
often difficult for junior college students to transfer to senior 
inirtitution s because many of their aedits do not transfer.

The entrance of Judge Harrold CarsweU into the race for 
tbe U.S. Senate seat of Spessard Holland must be 
coHsidered another step in Gov. Clrade Kkfc's c jmpMgn to 
take control of the Republican party in Florida. 

Yes, our governor is at it again, but experience has 
taught us that deqiite his apparent meptitBde m handbig 
people, KJA can be a masterful manipulator when an 
i^pmtunity presents itself. Sudi an opportoiuty 
qiparently caught his eye following the defeat of Cmvdl 
in a Ud for Oe vaoBl ant on Oe UJS. Siqpeme Govt two 
weeks ago. 

Kirk, who lacks the support of the state RepaMkan 
ieadeniBq>. has managed to change the whole face of the 
election by replacing Lt. Gov. Ray Osborne with CarsweD 
as the chief opponent of moderate Republican Rep. 
WiBiam C. Gmner for tte Repabycn norahiatioii in tte 
Senate race. Cramer has received the initial support of the 
state party leaders, and appeared the favorite amoiig 
RepiAiican contenders for the nomination. 

The entrance of CarsweU into the race, however, is sure 
to change Cramer's odds. Carswell's national publicity, and 
the support of both Kiric and Senator Edward Gorney in 
his bid f<H- die nomhntiaaniiilitwdi swing the odds in Ub 
favM. 

It seems a certainty diat Carswdl will receive substantial 

financial support from the state's conservatives, both 
Republican and Democratic. It is also a distinct possibility 
that President Nixon and the national Republican party, 
eager to pick up Congressional seats m the upcoming 
election, might decide to back Carswell. Nixon's 
unswerving support of Carswell for the Supreme Court 
vacancy and 1^ anger over the Senate's rejection oi fbt 
judge might well result in a move by national party leaders 
to elect Carswell to the very body which rejected him. 

The real test wiO come in flie Republican primary. 
Carswell must pull substantial support from the 
rank-and-file Republicans, and his support is strongest in 
areas with lower monben of registnred Republicans. To 
win the primary, Carswdl must break the leadership of the 
state party structure, a task which Gov. Kirk would 
undonbtedly support. Whether Hak could salvage anythii^ 
from tbe chaos erased by wask a spit hi die pwty is 
unclear 

Our sympathies lie with the Cramer forces. We feel the 
estaUfafaed Republican party leaderdup has acted nmcb 
more responsibly than have Kirk's supporters. We have 
become increasingly alarmed by Kirk's flagrant abuse of 
federal coort orders in the Mraatee school sitaation, and 
have been upset by his grandstand political techniques and 
complete disregard for the well-being of the state 
educational system. 

If the Republican party is destined to be oontroled 1^ 
pro-Kirk forces, then it will not be wifli oar h^.

needed even m our private schools. 

I was m favor of the pro-American march because of its 
wnKMUtrators' courage in voicing their own views as opposed to the 
leftists which are becommg the majority on State's campus. 

Thanks for giving me the opportunity to expound upon the 
vagueness of Thursday's artkde. I hope future partkipanU of an 
interview will not be as vague and make the same mistakes that w«e 
unintentially made concerning the Miss Tally-Ho interview. 

Yet, I think that the average college student, indudir^ these 
demonstrators, today whole-heartedly wants to see and participate in 
certain changes in not only this country but the world as well as in such 
previously mentioned social ptobleriis. but he realizes that those goals 
cannot be reached in a very short time.

Helping inaugurate President Stanley Marshall 
on May I will be the university's three living 
ex-prcAlents, Drs. Doak S. Campbdl, Gonkm W. 
Black well and John E.Chaoi|MOD. 

The three ex-presidents served the univernty 
durum the past 2^) years, in which enrollment 
increased ten-fold, from 1,700 students to the 
present 17,000. 

( dtiipbell served as oresident from 1941 to 
1957, Blackwell from 1960 to 1965, and 
Champion from 1%5 to 1969. Dr. Robert M. 
Sirozier, piesiilait ftwrn 1957 to 1960, died in 
1960. 

Campbell. i»iio«e naine graces Florida State's 
fiKjtball stadium, presided over the transition of 
the Tallahassee institution from a women's college 
to a coeducational university. 

He came to the Florida SUte College for 
v^uinen after saving as graduate dean at George 
Peabody College for Teachers, where he had 
earned his PhD depee. He was a recognized leader 
of Southern education, having served on President 
Roosevelt's Advisory Commission on Education, 
president of the Southern Association of Colleges 
and Seconduy Sdnohnd the Southern Regioiul 

! J kjiion Board. 

During Campbell s service, enrollment increased 
to 7XW0 students, seven academic divisions were 
added, tte v^ of caovus buildinKi rose from 



$3.5 million to $25 million, and the graduate 
program was greatly expanded. 

Since his retirement in 1957, he has served as an 
educational consultant as president of Associated 
Consuhants in Education, performed special 
services for the National Education Association 
and authored "A University in Transition," the 
story of Florida State's devdtqMnent diubig hi^ 
tenure. 

Blackwell, now president of Furman University, 
was a nationally recognized sodologist when he 

entered university administration in 1957 as 
chancellor of the Women's College of the 
University of North Carolina at GreenAoro. He 
resigned in 1960 to come to Florida State. 

Durii^ Biackwell's term, the university saw 
continued expansion. Thirty miUkm dollars worth 
of new buildings were added; enrollment, 
especially in upper level and graduate studies, 
continued to o^nd; and the unnersity's 
prominence in the sciences received national 
recognition. 

Bhckwell returned to his alma mater, Furman, 
to become its president in 1965. 

Champion came from the accounting faculty of 
the School of Business to become the university's 

first vice president for administration in 1962. He 
became president in 1965.

against this bill is that it seemed 
to repress the very purpose of a 
tree university, according to 
Rep.

Tucker said there are 
few administrations capable of 
handUng such disturbances by 
themselves, and that outside 
authority is needed. However, be 
continued to say, the university 
realty has the final say on the 
matter as it calls in the outside 
help. 

Graham said officials should 
be able to hold down such 
uprisings by thonadves, wtthout 



making a lot of bills in the 
legislature to supress radicals. He 
also said he felt the legislature 
liad mure important things to do 
than consider such relatively 
minor things as rare student 
disruptions. 

Panelist Harris voiced the 
concern that the legidature may 
cut student allocations to the 
university for any 
demonstrations or disruptions 
by a minority of radicals. 
Graham said this Is an ""old 
wives' tale," as the legislature 
would not persecute the 
majority of the students for 
what a minority does. 

Graham said such a bill would 
provide a center for radical 
students to work aroimd, and it 
wcmU do more good for their 



cause than harm. 

The question was brought up 
as to whether or not the public 
was well intormed on the extent 
of campus disruptions. 

Rep. Tucker asked the 
paneUsts what harm his bill 
could do. If a student i$ 
forewarned that any violence 
caused by him could result in his 
dismissal, then he may be more 
careful not to cause any 
disruption. Tucker said. 

Panelist Sherman said such d 
biU would make the public think 
campus disorders are much 
W(jrse than the) jciually are. He 
said many people come onto the 
FSU campus and are amazed 
that it is not filing down with 
violence, as they are led to 
believe.

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Nixon Moves to End Deferments 



WASHINGTON (Un)-President Nixon abohdied virtually aU future 
occupational and fatherhood deferments from the draft Thursday, 
sought authority to induct college students and moved to perfect his 
four^nontliKild lottoy induction plan. 

At the same time, the President announced steps he said would 
eventually lead to an all-volunteer Army but rejected for eoonomy 
reasons a proposal by a presidential study conunisBion that conscription 
beendedby June 30, 1971. 

"From now on," Nixon said in a message to Congress, "the objective 
of this administration is to reduce draft cafls to zero, sufaject to the 
overriding consideration of national security." 

The Pentagon said the draft law should be extended for at least two 
years, meaning an all-volunteer force would not be created at least 
before mid- 1973. But Nixon said that to start malcing the armed 
services moie attractive for potential volunteers, he was asldng Congress 
for a 20 percent pay inaeate for all enlisted men with less than two 



years' service, dfective next Jan. I . 

Meanwhile, the President ordered an immediate halt to the granting 
of all job deferments, including farm work. Young men cunently 
holding sudi deferments will keep them and fbme who ai^iiied for 
them before Thursday will remain eligible. 

Ordered a similar halt to the granting of all paternity deferments, 
except in cases where a local board determined that drafting a father 
would create an extreme hardship on his family. As in die case of job 
deferments, the elimination of paternity deferments is not retroactive. 

Asked Congress to repeal a proviaaa it wrote into the 1967 Selective 
Service Act that guarantees to every college studoit a deferment for 
four years or until he is 24 years oM, whichever comes earlier. 

Should Congress remove the stricture, Nixon said he would promptly 
issue an executive order that would bar student deferments except for

On Athletic 
Construction 

Approval of a request to begin 
plans for construction of an 
at hie lie dormitory and 
contmuing discussions related to 
the construction of a new 
football stadium have prompted 
the Flambeau to seek student 
opinions on futiire athletic 
construction. 

Since it is probable that a 
significant portion ul 
construction costs for any new 
athletic facffities will be borne 
by the student btxly. Flambeau 
editor Gary Smith yesterday 
appealed to all students for an 
expression of their opinions. At 
the present lime, three projects 
are under consideration by 
various groups interested in the 
athletic program at FSU. 

First on the Ust is a proposed 
athletic dormitory which was 
recently approved by the 
University Athletic Board, the 
body which governs the 
intercollegiate athletic program 
at Florida State While no plans 
have yet been submitted, the 
dormitory wouM be similar to 
those at other universities and 
would include special features 
such as an athletic dining room, 
conference rooms for coaching 
purposes and other extras. 

Such a structure would add 
appeal to our athletic program 
and could prove to be an 
important selling pcrint hi 
recruiting ventures.

volunteers on its staff. This wiU cost several thousand dollars. 

Students woifctng on the project hope the university wUI 
tvcniually take it over, perhaps allowing workers a few hours off 
each week to work with the children 

As presently CTWsiooed, the center wiU be tadependent and 
w.,.ikers will make ihc decisions about its operation.

Legal 
Abortion 



WASHINGTON (UPl)-A biU 
that would allow a woman to 

have a legal abortion anywhere 
in the United States U a hcensed 
doctor performed the operation 
was introduced Thursday by 
Sen. Robert W. Packwood, 
R-Ore. 

"The decision to terminate "a 
pregnancy must properly be left 
to the woman and her private 
conscience," Padcwood told the 
Senate. 

While conceding his proposal 
stood Uttle chance of passage in 
tfas, a Congressional election 
year, the senator said he 
introduced the legislation in 'an 
attempt to bring some order and 
logic into an area of law which 
in its confusion, vagueness and 
unequalness of enforcement has 
been cruel and discriminatory ." 

Packwood's bill would be far 
more liberal than abortion 
reform laws approved recently in 
various states. It would make a 

woman solely responsible for the 
decision, at any point in her 
pregnancy, and her only trouble 
would be in finding a physician 
willing to perform the operation. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. 
D-Mass., a Roman Catholic, 
immediately opposed 
Packwood's proposal. 

Packwood, 37 and the father 
of one son. said there was a 
precedent, under the 14th 
.Amendment to the Constitution .

Are Dorm Rates a Bargain?

On April 19. 1970. the St. Pete Times carried an 
article that told Floridians about the luxurious and 
progressive housing conditions at FSU. Many dorm 
residents who have first-hand knowledge would 
(Kobably disagree widi nnicfa of the contents of 
the article. It failed to mention many pertinent 
fact about housing such as the $19 pa quvter 
increase in rent effective next fall, the four quarter 
housing contract, shortage of telephones, etc. 

In short, people are let to believe that FSU 
offers reasonably priced comfortable Uvkig 
accomodations, but this is not true for the 
majority of students in unhrersity housing. Next 
fall, it will cost more per month to live in every 
undergraduate dorm than it will to live in Rogers 
Hall which is air condlti(Hied, has furniture, 
refrigerator, stove, bathroom and bedroom. In fact, 
for the same amount that residents will pay next 
fall, they could have their dioice of several 
off-campus apartments with their modern 
conveniences.

Clinical Teacher 

The Department of HabiliUtive Sciences at FSU has been awarded a 
VS. OfTice of Education "Special Projects" grmt of $74^23 to 
establish a training model and evaluative design for the preparation of 
the"clkiical teacher" for Interrelated Areas of Special Education. 

For the past decade, special education personnel have noted the 
similar academic, social and learning difficulties of exceptional 
children: the mentally retarded, emotionally disturbed, physically 
limited, multiple handicapped, the juvenile delinquent and those with 
learning disabilities. The program is designed to groiqp children together 
according to their educatnnal need rather than their medica] category. 

Fifteen juniors and five graduate research assistants will be enrolled 
next year in the five year program leading to state certification in the 
field of "Varying Exceptioaalities." The jiouor year would em|4iasize 
observation and study of both the normal and exseptioaal cfaOd's 
behavior. 

The senior year calls for participation in the diagnosis, prescription, 
and design of individualized instructional programs for the children, 
with actual internship and evaluation at the master's level. The clinical 
teacher wfll also be eiqiected to make use of available school and 
community services « resources in carrying out the instructional 
program. 

The clinical teacher will be trained to evaluate the needs of each 
chikl and plan appropriate activities to develop his potential. The 
instructor will then be expected to develop aiterion for evaluating the 
: I he instruction: how eff«:tive is the instructional pn^am he 

devised .' 

Director of the new Clinical Teacher Program, Dr. lam Schwartz, of 

Haliihtativc Sciences, said in the past very few educational programs 
have set both specific behavioral objectives for the students and called 
for evaluative procedures to monitor the program's success. 

Dr. Schwartz also noted that FSU has been preparing for the 
program since early last year.

youths holding them as of April 22, or last Wednesday. Those students 
would be covered as before. 

Students who enter acquire deferments after April 22-such as those 
planning to enter college next fall- and are ultimately selected for the 
draft would be permitted to complete the semester before they are 
inducted. Students emolled in ROTC programs could pospone their 
active military service until after graduation.

Project EGMEX

The FSU Department of Oceanography will conduct the most 
compiehenave study yet undertaken in the eastern Gulf of Mexico 
April 28 through May 11. 

Project EGMEX (Eastern Gutf of Mexico) was conceived by Dr. 
James Jones, associate profesnr of oceanography. His original 
propose called for a single ship study of the Loop Current. This 
proposal has now developed into an a^-ilap wnture mvohnng 19 
universities, agencies, and industries. 

The purpose of the study is to determine the physical-chemical 
composition of the water mass of tiie Loop, and to trace the Loop's 
origins and paths. 

The Loop, which starts in the straits of the Yucatan Channel, 
comes from the easton Gulf of Mexico from latitutte Cedar Key and 
Tampa. From Tampa, it then swir^ eastward and shifts direction to 
the south, ending ir. the Florida Straits. 

According to Dr. Jones, such a survey is needed by the fishit^ 
industry. PlrevkHis research has detected tropical wata masses 
running along the Loop. If these can be traced, aew sowces of fia 
fish and shellfish can be discovered and tapped. 

Miss Lonaine Kadar, a participating graduate student, said that 
over 1,000 samples will be taken. She added that as far as possible 
these sampling procedures will be synoptic, meaning simultaneous 
and similar, and will be followed by all vessels puticipating. 

Other organizations involved in the project ate the University of 
Ftorida, University of South Fbrida, University of West Florida, 
University of Miami, Nova University, Ftorida Institute of 
Technology, Texas A&M, National Youth Science Foundation, 
Ftorida Institute of Oceanography, Dqnrtment of Natural 
Resources. Environmental Science Service Administration, Coast 
Guard, Bureau of Commercial Fisheries, Bisset-Berman Corporation, 
National Oceanographic DaU Center, World DaU Bank A and B, and 
Cooperative Investigation of the Caribbean and Adjacent Regions. 

FSU faculty and graduate students will be involved in all phases of 
he pmgam. Dr. Jones, assistant chief scientist for the project, wffl 
>e on board the Texas A&M ALAMINOS, along with Frank Fetter, 
lerbert Austin, the chief scientist and a graduate student at FSU, 
vill direct operations from the FSU TURSIOPS. Also on the 
rURSIOPS will be graduate students Pat McCaffrey, Jeanne Cruise, 
ind Arme EidemOler. Don Stuable, Sam Williams, and Lorraine 
Cadar will work on the FIO s ISLAND WATERS. Robert Back will 
le on FIT'S JOIE D£ VIVRE, and Dominick CapareUo and Ed Stahl 
vil be on the Coast Guard's OVERFUGHTS. 

Dr. Jones said that future plans for the FSU oceanography 
lepartment include Yucatan III, a study of the physical-chemical 
:oniposition of water masses in the central and western Gitf, 
Parting May 18. Ports of call will be Progresso, Yucatan; Tampioo, 
Aexko; and Galveston, Texas.

(UPI)-More than 100 
Pennsylvania State University 
students cooled their heels in a 
smaO crowded courtroom for 
more than two hours Thursday 
awaiting start of a hearing on an 
injunction they stio^ly 
0[^sed. 

Judge R. Paul CampbeU 
delayed start of the hearii^ in 
his courtroom at nearby 
Bdlefonte, Pa., without sutii« a 
reason. It had been scheduled to 
begin at lOajn. 

The hearing was held to 
determine whether to make 
permanent a temporary 
injunction issued when vnlence 
broke out on the university 
campus during student 
demonstrations April 15. 

Since then at least 37 persons 
were arrested and 18 state 
policemen mjured -eight of 
them hospitalized— in incidents 
of rode tlinnriqg, arson, 
firebombings, bomb threats and 
campus rallies. 

The unhrersity, backed by its 
trustees, sought to have the 
ii^imction made permanent. 

Militant student groups, said 
by university sources to number 
oriy between 200 and 500 of 
the 25,000 students on the main 
campus here, demanded the 
h^onctiaabeliftad.

A second proposal under 
consideration is the construction 
of a new football stadium east of 
town with a seating capacity of 
60-70.000. This plan lias the 
support of several prominent 
ahimni nd b u s i n essm en, but 
anticipated costs have delayed 
any action on the matter. The 
proposed stadium would be 
located several miles from 
campus, would have adequate 
parking facilities, and students 
without cars would be able to 
take advantage of a special 
shuttle bus tenriet under ori|iBal 
proposals. 

A ffaul alternative is tiw 
construction of an all-purpose 
coliseum, which wouki beahned 
at badcetbaD and gymntstics. 
The advantages of a coliseum 
would be an increased seating 
capacity at home basketball 
games, and possible use of the 
facility for social events (such as 
the Governor's inauguration 
ball), concerts, lectures, and 
office or classroom space. 

Financing of any of these 
ventures could prove to be 
problem. The student's share of 
the burden could be gathered in 
several ways.

Texas Black Unrest 



COMMERCE, Tex. (UPI>-A 
second fact-flnding session 
between East Texas State 
UniversitN officials and black 
students failed Thursday to 
settle a dispute which led four 
black athletes to quit the track 
team unless the coach and 
athletic director resigned. 

Approximately 100 black 
students stood vigil outside the 
college administration building 
during a morning meeting 
between President D. Whitnev 
Halladay, other school 
officials-including athletic 
director Jess Hawthorne and 
track coach Delmer Brown, and 
nine black students, including 
seven athletes. Two white 
athletes also were presoit for 
most of the nweting. 

I^. Halladay said that "aU 



matters leading up to the 
decision of the black athletes to 
withdraw from participation in 
track were fully aired" at the 
two-hour morning session. 

"The possibility of resolving 
the differences in view of the 
discussion was examined by all 
present with the thought that in 
view of new understandings the 
black athletes would return to 
the track team." Dr. Halladay 
said in a statement. He added 
that the two white athletes left 
the room to permit the blacks to 
discuss the proposed solution. 

"It was the decision of the 
black athletes that this proposal 
was not an acceptable alternative 
and that they would not return 
to the track team under Coach 
Brown," his statement 
continued. 



The fact-fuiding meetings 
Wednesday afternoon and 
Thursday came after a petition 
signed by more than 80 biKk 
students was presented to the 
president, calling for the 
resignation of HawtlKHrne and 
Brown. 

Several black athletes quit the 
team, saying their decision was 
based on feelings that they were 
impropaly treated on a recent 
trip to the Kansas Relays at 
Lawrence, Kan. 

A ^kesman for the black 
athletes said that they were 

forced to leave the track meet 
and drive nearly 1 SO miles while 
soaking wet from the rain which 

hampered the meet. He also said 
the athletes had not eaten since 
early morning.

Angels Help Teammate

ATLANTA {UPl)-The Archie 
Manning-led Ole Mte Rebels 
figured as the south's best 
college football team before last 
season began and, althou^ they 
stumbled coming out of the 
gate, that's exactly how they 
wound up. 

Never mind the final rankings 
or the over all won-lost records. 
The Rebels were indeed the class 
of the south coming down the 
stretch as they handed Louisiana 
Slate and Tennessee their lone 
defeats, the latter by a crushing 
38-0, and tbm beat M-nuiked 
Arkansas, 27-22. in the Si«ai 
Bowl. 

With "Archie Who?" seeking 
the Heisman Trophy and nine 
other offensive surters bade in 
the fold, Ole Miss has to be the 
pick as the south's best for '70. 

Rebel Coach Johnny Vaught 
will warn you not to be hasty. 
But Vaught, dean ol the 
Southeastern Conference 
uiaches and approaching his 
24th Ole Miss season, once made 
the mistake of agreetaig that his 
Rebels could win the national 
crown and he's been cautious 
since. 

Thus. Vaught wiU teU you 
he's having a tough time 
deckling which of four bruisers 
will replace Fullback Bo Bowen, 
the lone senior on the starting 
'69 offensive unit . and he claims 
concern about his defense where 
only five starters are among 16 
returning Ictternicn. 

True. Ole Miss is rebuilding its 
defense and rcpbcmg safety 
( icnn Cannon, a second-team 
All-Ameiica choice. and 
four-fifths of the front wall isn't 
an enviable task. 

But Vaught has a knack for 
coming up with the troops he 
needs and. anyway, if that Ole 
Miss offensive lives up to 
expectations next fall, it won't 
take a whole lot of defense for 
the Rebels to win. 

"We were concerned with our 
replacement problems on 
defense." Vai«ht said of the 
spring drilk completed in late 
March. "We were hx>king for 
speed, ability and adequate 
size." He left the impression he 
found what he was kxdcing f«. 

Offense will be the byword in 
the Southeastern Conference 
next faU as most of the kafpie's 
1969 offensive sUrs return. 

Seven of the SEC's eight top 
yardage gainers will be back, led 
by FkMida's John Reaves who 
set four pasang records by 
contfrfeting 222 of 396 for 2,896 
yards and 24 touchdowns. 
Reaves also eclipsed the prewooi 
total offense high set back in 
1942 by Frankie Sinkwich by 
66S yards with his 2,852 net. 

Manning, who ran and passed 
for 23 touchdowns and 2,264 
yards, also beat Sinkwich's 
27-year-old record and 
Ahbama's Scott Hunter, another 
returnee, missed by only 30 
yards. 

Although Florida averaged 

435 yards per game last fall with 
an all-sophomore backfield that 
included AO-America receiwer 



Carlos Alvarez and SEC scorii^ 
leader Tommy Durrance, the 
GatOTS have pre-'70 problems. 

When Doug Didcey took over 
the Gator helm he found 
Florida's mterior offensive fine 
had been oompletety wiped out 
by graduation and injury. 

But Dickey, halfway through 
spring practice, is optimistic. "I 
think we've found some boys 
who can pl^r footbaD in our 
league," Dickey said. "We mjght 
fmd some more, I expect we 
wiB." 

Louisiana State, which went 
91 last fall with only a 26-23 
km at Ole Miss to blot iu 
record: Tennessee, also 9-1 and 
now guided by Dickey's young 
former assistant Bill Battle; and 
Ftorida. 8-1-1 in r^ular season 
play and a 14-13 wtener over 
Tennessee in the Gator Bowl 
look Uke the three leadmg 
duDengers for the SEC crown if 
Ole Miss should falter. 

Auburn, 8-2 with tosses to 
Tennessee and LSD, gets back 
the nucleus of the league's 
second-best offense, including 
Quarterback Pat Sullivan and 
running backs Mickey Zafko and 
Wallace Clark, and rates as the 
SEC darkhorse. 

Beat Bryant is rebuiWing 
Alabama's leaky defense and 
Vincc Dooley is rebuilding 
Geo^'s offense which scored 
only two November 
touchdowns. Vanderbilt has 
come a long way under Bill Pace 
but still appears too far away to 
be a threat and Mississippi State 
,and Kentucky appear doomed 
again to another year in die 
cellai 

Among the independents in 
tlie southeast: Florida State 
must replace quarterback Bill 
Cappleman but otherwise 
appears sound. Miami returns all 
of Its offensive backs except 
rushing leader Vince Opakky 
and i! 'he defense comes around 
the Hurricanes could move to 
the top of the region's 
independents, 

Georgia Tech, needing to 
break a string of three losing 
seasons to save Coach Bud 
Carson's job, is expected to 
improve. But Tulane, Southern 
Missinqppi and Tampa should be 
also-rans again. 

A!th.)ugh SF.C rushing leader 
Doug Mathews of Vanderbilt is 
gone, Tenneaaee's Curt Watson 
(807 yards) and Ftorkla's 
Durrance (731) still have two 
more seasons. Ahwez, who set 
SEC records for passes caught 
(88), reception yardage (1,329) 
and touchdown passes caught 
(12) his first year, figures to be 
the south's top receiver again. 

The Southeastern Conference 
has three television spectaculars 
lir»ed up tor next fall: 

-Since both use the pro 
appioach to offense, the 
Flouda Alabama game Sept. 26 
should be a real shootout ; 

-AhbamaOle Miss will be 
shown nationally the n«ht of 
Oct. 3 and viewers will be 
anxious to see if it's anything 
like last year's 33-32 thriUer in 
which Manning gained 540 yards 
inalo^^fbtt.

ANAHEIM (UH)-A quiet 
man who never complained is 
flat on his back in a Miami, Fla., 
hoqntal wonderii^ what wfll 
faq>pen to him, his wife tad one 
remaining child. 

And if he is the same Miime 
Rojas who zoomed to baseball 
fame in 1967 as the year's top 
relief pitcher, his former 
teanunates on the California 
Angeb know he is not 
complaining, onfy wondering. 

Rojas and Ms fanuly were 
driving on a freeway in Florida 
Afvil 1 when his car was 
involved in an accident in whidi 
his two oldest children, Barbara, 
9, and Lourides, 8, were killed. 
His wife, Maria, and a scm, 
Mnervino Jr., 1, were not 
iiqured. 

But Rojas suffered a bzck 
injury that left him paralyzed 
from the waist down and 
confined to Baptist Hospital in 
Miami. 

Ahhou^ he had played 

professional baseball in Mexico 
and the United States, Rojas did 
not have enough time in the 
msgor leagues to gain a vested 
interest in the pension plan. 

Even before the accident, life 
was not easy for Rojas. A native 
of Remedios, Cuba, he started 
playing baseball in his native 
land while attending school. 

And when he finished what 
was the equivalent of high 
school, Rojas was conscripted 
for a year of military duty. 

Ahhough Rojas while playing 
baseball in the United States 
woukl not voice his feelings 
about the regime of Fkiel Castro 



because his family still was in 
Cuba, a year after linishing his 
miUtary service he turned up in 
Mexko and began playing 
baseball there. 

He caught the attention of the 
San Francisco Giants who signed 
him to a ocmtract and put hhn in 
their farm system. Rojas did not 
have a flashy record. His best 
season was when he compiled a 
9-5 record with El Paso. As a 
result, he was releaaed by the 
Giants in 1964 and signed with 
Jalisco of the Mexkan League as 
a bee agent. But die roDowing 
year he scored 2i wins for 
Jdisoo and the CaUfornia Angels 
became interested in Rojas and 
acquired his contract. 

After dhdding the 1966 
season between Seattle of the 
Coast League and the Angels, 
Rojas suddenly caught on as a 
relief man in 1967. 

And in that one big season he 
amazed the American League as 
he compOed a 12-9 record, saved 
22 games and appeared in 72 
contests witii an earned awa^ 
of 2.21. 

But there were mmy 
members of the Rojas family in 
Cuba who needed help and a 
brotlwr who wanted to come to 
the United States. So Minnie 
after an arduous season in 1967 
went on to pitch winter league 
baseball. 

And even for an arm as 
durabte as his had been it was 
too much. He developed 
tendonitis. 

"Minnie would never say his 
arm hurt," Angel trainer Freddie 
Frederko recalls. "He would ask 
me to massage his arm and he 
said he was ready. But he had 



strained the arm too much that 
year." 

Even when he was having his 
big season, Rojas didn t want to 
rest. Manr Griaaom. the Ani^ls 
pitching coach at the time, on 
several occasions wtth the 
approval of Manager Bill R^ney 
would not permit Ra}as to don 
his uniform so he couldn't be 
used if a tight situation Mom on 
the fieM. That was the only way 
they were aue he got some rest. 

But the sinking fast ball was 
gone after the 1967 season 
although Rojas remained with 
the dub the foUowing year. Last 
seaaon he tpeat part of die time 
badt with Jaliaco and when he 
acfaieved £ur success, he joined 
the Angels farm dub at Hawaii. 

Rojas' former Angel 
teammates led by player 
representative Jim Fregosi have 
started a fund for the iiijured 
pitcher and his family. 
Formation of the fund was 
auKMinced earlier this week on 
the messt^ board at Anaheim 
Stadium. 

"A guy kept yelling at me 
durnv a game with Mihvaukee," 
says Fregosi, "I stuck my head 
out of the dugout and he handed 
me an envelope niOi a 
contribution." 

Another fan was drivn« near 
the stadium. heard the 
announcement between innings 
of the game broadcast, drove up 
to the ticket window at theball 
park and tunded over a sum ot 
money as a contribution . 

Fregosi says he has written 
player representatives of other 
mqor league clubs asking their 
help for the fund in a 
nationwide appeal.

While perusing a recent 
Flambeau, I nMicxd two atides 

that were seemingly unrelated. 
Looking closer, however, I 
found that they were not only 
related, but the relationship 
presented a curious paradox in 
regard to Board of Rqents • 
policy. 

On page two was an article 

concerning the nature of the 
Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), 
and D. Burice K8>ler's 
motivation for barring it as a 
revolutionary organization. On 
page ten, however, tudced 
beneath the sports column, was 
an advertisement for a rally to 
consider "which revolution best 
analyzes and meets the needs of 
the people . . . Marxism or 
Christianity'" 

This question raises several 
interesting points. First of all, it 
identifies Christianity as a 
revolution. Secondly, it draws a 
parallel between the two 
revolutions, whidi presumes that 
they are sufficiently similar to 
have a common base for 
comparison. It also says that 



Marxism meets the needs of the 
people, although this is 
irrelevant to the point here. 

The advertisement then went 
on to announce the appearance 
of two speakers, one of them an 
outside agitator (recently 
returned from Latin America, 
presum^Iy fomentmg the same 
type of revolution as he trying to 
arouse here). Moreover the 
organization whidi sponsored 
this revolutionary debate, the 
Campus Crusade for Christ, is 
dedicated to the advancement of 
the philosophy of a fore^ner: 
one whose followers have had a 
long history of violence, 
barbarism and intolerance (note 
the Crusades and the 
Inquisition) towards others of 
heretical belief, ail of which is 
contradictory to the best 
American traditions. 

Now, as we all know, to quote 
Mr. Kibler, "the very term 
'revolution' implies the use of 
whatever means necessary to 
overthrow and replace an 
existing form of government." If 
the criterion for denying 
recognition of a group is the 



advocation of revohrtion, then 

all groups promoting revolution 
of whatever nature shoJd be 
banned from campus. A select 
gKM^, regardless of its 
revohitionary proclivities, should 
not be aOowed to exHt inder 
the covetous, condescending, 
protective land of the 
University. Why the Campus 
Crusade for Christ has chosen to 
devrte the Christian revolution 
to the plane of the Marxist (or 
the Marxist to the plane of the 
Christian) is not as important as 
the fact that they have openly 
identified themselves as a 
revolutionary poup and that 
they are advocating a revolution 
that is competitive with 
Marxttm. 

Mr. Kibler's total lack of 

action toward the Campus 
Crusade for Christ can be 
attributed to one of two things: 
either he is unaware of iho 
Christian revolution or he does 
not take it seriously. Neither of 
these alternatives is flattering for 
such a wett-ioformed and 
open-minded sUte offkial as Mr.

Kibler obviously is. 

I do not belieVe that the state 
of Fkirida can afford to ignore 
the threat to the status quo that 
these people and this philosophy 
represent. It esc^ies me why one 
revolution should be repressed 
while another is given free rein 
to spread iu revolutionary 
prop^guida under the auspices 
of a univeristy-rccogni/ed 
orgamzation. If we are to have 
repression at this unhmHy, and 
nothing any politician in this 
state has done can convince me 
otherwise, then let us be 
consistent in our repression, 
repressing all revolutions.

76% Favor Expulsion 




The WFSU^ radio prognui is ufoilowt for the week of 



Seventy-seven percent of the American people 
favor summary ej^tdtkm of coB^Be stndeirts wbo 
use illegal force on canapitt as a means of 

persuasion. 

These findings were announced last night on 
"The Advocates," a National Educational 
Television program aired over WFSU-TV. 
Originating live from Boston, the debate 
considered the questira of expelling the students 
who use force for thefr goals. GoeaU were Gov. 
I ouie B Nunn of Kentucky, who is also chairman 
of the board of trustees at the University of 
Kentudcy; Dr. James M. Hester, president of New 
V. rk I'niversity; and Rev. William Sloane Coffin 
ol Vale University. 

"The Advocates" poll was conducted by the

Besides the 77 percent in favor of expulsion, 16 
percent opposed the idea and 7 percent had no 
precise opinion. 

"It has been suggested that ccrileges ad<^ a 
fixed rule expelling students who occupy 
buildings, diaupt classes or use other illegal force 
as a means of persuasion. Would you be fa m 
against such a rule?" 

The survey, made between March 27 and April 
4, separated the results by sex and found that 
women were even more in favor of expulsicm than 
men. The results were: inen-76 percent in favor 
of expulsion. 18 opposed, and 6 no opinion; 
women-78 percent favored expulsion, 13 opposed 
Hid9hadnoofmion.

Talladega 200 May 17 



TALLADEGA, Ala.-With the 
first annual Alabama 500 stock 
car race now history, attention 
around the multi-purpose$6 
million Alabama International 
Motor Speedway has turned to 
something new and different. 

On May 15-17 nearly 1,000 
riders of the American 
Motorcycle Association (AMA) 
from virtually every state in the 
union will descend on AIMS for 
an important national 
cfaanipi(»idiip cycle racing series. 

Climaxing the three-day 
program is the Talladega 200 
road race for AMA expert riders 
on Sunday, May 17. The first 
200- rrtile AMA event ever staged 
at a track other than Oaytona 



International Speedway, the 
Talladega 200 will match factory 
teams from most of the world's 
leading manufacturers over the 
untested 4-mile AIMS road-track 
circuit. 

The new Alabama event is 
expected to rival its famed sister 
race— the Daytona 200-as the 
nation's fastest two-mile ^ed 
test. In a practice session last 
month, several riders toured the 
tricky AIMS circuit at better 
than IDS miles per hour. The 
Daytona 200 record speed is 
101.290 mph set by 
Harley-Davidson rider Cal 
Raybom of San Di^, Calif, in 
1968. 

Another mark expected to be 



put to the test at Talladep next 
month is the world closed course 
speed record of 157.342 mph set 
b\ (;ene Romero of San Luis 
Obispo, Calif.,- on a Triumph. 
Romero set the new standard 
during qu;ilifying trials for the 
Daytona 200 last March. Like 
stock cars, the big bikes qualify 
on the high-banked trioval, and 
if the extra speed found by the 
stockers at AIMS is any 
indication, qualifying speeds for 
the cycles could reach 165 mph. 

The May nioiorcycle racing 
schedule at AIMS begins Friday, 
May 15 with a giant 
cross<ountry enduro and a 
100-mile road race for AMA 
amateur riders. 



Los Angeles Wants Olympics

LOS ANGELES (UH)-The 
president of the Los Angeles 
1976 Olympic Committee said 
Wednesday that "we think we're 
going to bring back a winner" 
from Amsterdam where 
International Olympic 
Committee members vote May 
12 the site of the 1976 summer 
games. 

"1 hope 1 can say that on the 
13th," John B. Kilroy told a 
news conference after a preview 
of a 2 1 -minute film presentation 
Los Angeles will make to the 
IOC delegates at Amsterdam. 

■'But I'd say it looks good 
now. This has been a great 
international chess game." 

The film, narrated by actor 
Lome Greene, was in color and 
pointed out the facilities and 
capabiUties of Los Angeles, 
which is bidding to become the 
first U.S. city to hold the 
summer games since 1932 when 
they were held here. 

In addition to the 
multi-SCTeen film, members of 
the news media were given a 
52-page color brochure which 
will be part of the Los Angeles 
presentation May 10. 

KiJroy, who will be among an 
official six-member delegation to 
Amsterdam next month, said he 
felt the competition would be 



between Los Angeles and 

Moscow. 

Montreal, the other bidder, 
"seems lo bo fading fast,* the 
Los Angeles committee head 
offered. 

Although the IOC has 72 
members, Kilroy said "We 
estimate that only 66 will be in 
attendance. 

"We need somewhere between 
34 and .'6 vDies. Of course, we'd 
like to have 50." 

Other members of the official 
Los Angeles delegation will 
include Mayor Sam Yorty and 
MS. Olympic Track Coach Stan 
Wriglit. 

Kilroy said Los Angeles 
expected to have a $6 million 
surplus if it held the games and 
would use part of the monev to 
reimburse the competing nations 
for their per diem and Uavel 
expenses. 

Some money would be given 
to the IOC and to the MS. 
Olympic Committee, he said. 

"No other country ever had a 
surplus except for Los Angeles 
in 1932," he added. "And the 
time we had the games before 
was during the Depression." 

Yorty spoke briefly and called 
the Los Angeles bid "a great 
citizen effort. 

"And John Kilroy has 
devoted himself more than

LOS AN'GELKS (UPl) Four-time Olympic shot putter Barr> 
O'Brien used to take a jar of honey out to the track lo eat for quick 
energy. 

"This was something that distracted some athletes thai were 
competing against me because they telt that I was usinj; seme secret 
formula to gain all this strength." he said. 

It was this kind of crafty thinking, coupled with a revolutionarv 
shot putting technique and strength, that led O'Brien to Olympic 
gold medals m 1952 and l')56 and finally the honor of carrying the 
U.S. fiag into the 1964 games at Tokyo. 

The first man to put the shot over 60 feet , O'Brien became known 
as the master of psychology in the war of the whales 

The hefty Olympian now sits in an oversized chair m a Beverly 
Hills real estate firm. He is retired from active sports competition. 

He was born in 1932, the same year that Los Angeles hosi. d (he 
10th Olympic games. Now he wants to see Los Angeles get the

The bill; introduced by Miss 
Moi^n, should come before the 

Senate at its Wednesday night 
meeting, it provides for money 
to hire a day care center staff 
and to SCI up a board composed 
of employees, students, faculty, 
and professionals in the area of 
education to manage the profect. 

Miss Morgan, at a meeting of

A controversial set of amendments to the portion of the Student 
Body Constitution dealing with the Universtiy Union should be on the 
ballot by next week despite opposition fiomtfaedbector of the uaioo 
and the chairman oi the Union Board. 

Dkcctor of the Uiuversity Union Paul Durrett says neither he nor 
members of the board were consulted in the drafting of the 
amendments. lioard Chairman Sheila Snow adds that the amendments, 
if pasKd, "would reaUy make the Union Board indrective..J don't 
think Student Semte Ins any rigfit to put amendments into our 
constitution." 

The constitution to which Miss Snow refinred is actually Article Fne 
of the Student Body Constitution entitled, "University Union Board " 

Proposed amendments would constitute a complete overhaul of 
Article Five. Drafted by 12 members of the &udent Senate, tiiey were 
pasMd by the full senate April IS. 

The amendments would: allow any individual or group ii^di 
disagreed with a decision of the board an appeal to the Student Senate; 
limit the power of the union director by allowing board decisions to 
in case of a desagreement; haw the four faculty and staff 
members of the board elected by members of the faculty ^nd staff 
instead of by President Stanley MarshaU; and provide for> regular 
impeacfanoit of board members through the senate and the Supreme 
Court, tailead of aflowiog bond members to throw off monben 
themselves. 

The amendments would change the ratio of non-student to student 
members on the board from eight students and five noo-students to 
niae students and five nwi-students. 

President Stanley Marshall's power over the board would be reduced. 
He would only appoint the one alumni member, instead of all the 
noa-student members. 

At the same time, the board would lose its power to appoint three 
of its student members. The student body president would retain his 
power to appoint two student members, but six student members

He did. however, adc lauon officials to figure their up-coming budget 
on a per capita basis. Dividing the S.14.';.000 portion of the proposed 
S606,000 budget that would come from Student Activities fees by the 
number of students, the officials reported that a per captta fee would 
for the uttimi be S7iO per student per year 

&udent Senate opposes the per capita fee idea. Senators therefore 
wrote into their amended Article Five a special provision barring per 
capiu based budgets for the umon unless they are approved by the 
senate. 

The hassles over lack of consultation and the per capita !civ 
however, aren't the only pomis of controversy plaguing the new 
amendments. 

Miss Snow also objects to the amendment's deletion of the 
requirement that a majority of the student members of the board nmsi 
have three quarters experience on a union committee.

The era of the flat-top and 
crew cut is almost a thing of the 
past with long hair being the 
ever-growing style among FSU 
students. An occasional 
manifestation of the dated 
phenomenon of the aew cut 
crops up after some student's 
abortive effort lo desecrate a 
hallowed fraternity symbol, his 
cropped crown bearing witness 
to U$ onfortmate firte. 

In spite of the long hairstyle 
worn by a sizable portion of 
today's college youth, the Union 
Barbershop still provides a 
reasonably priced grooming 
service to many students and 
faculty of the campus.

Legal Abortion 
Laws Supported 

The Florida House of Representatives will consider 3ill 
3879 this momiqg. The bill, introduced by Representative 
hGky Miefs cf TaflahaaBee, calb for die Gberafization of 
flie FkNida abortion laws. Abortions would be available to 
any womao who has resided in Florida 180 days. The 
operation most be performed by a Eicensed physician in a 
ioensed hospital. 

This type of bill has been long overdue both in Florida 
amd the nation as a whole. Currently, only two states have 
no restrictions on abortions -Maryland and Hawaii. 
Undoubtedly, many more state legislatures will act this 
year to remove abortion from the reabn of criminal acts. 

It has been traditional for tihe government to attempt to 
legislate the morals of the country, (n the case of the 
abortiwi laws, the result has been tragic. Illegal abortions 
have increased at a fintasdc rate. Abortions have been 
performed in unsanitary conditions by "quacks", resulting 
in the death of the patient. Liberalized abortion laws 
woDld help Mag an end to tiUs aogadess loss of fife. 

The most important reason for bringii^ the obsolete 
abortion laws to an end is to h^give women control over 
dieir lives. The idea that a woman is legally required to 
give birth to a duld Ae does not want is as absurd as the 
idea of a sho^un marriage. Yet, there will undoubtedly be 
much ill feeling and gnashing of teeth when the bill finally 
comes to a vote. It is also true that the men of the 
legislature who shout the loudest against the bill would be 
the quickest to damn any inlringment on their right to 
decide the destiny off thor own fives. 

It is intne^ing that a governing body composed 

primarily of men is to decide the fate of the liberalized 
abortion bill. The place of the women in American society 
has '^traditionaDy" been the home, and the easiest way to 
keep her in her place was to keep her pregnant. The time is 
long overdue to give American women the right to 
determme tiieir own fntnre. The fiberalization of the 
abortion laws is the first step in the liberation of women. 
We applaude the efforts of RefM-esentative Miers and hope 
that die House of Represratatives will ^prove Us

"Rather than 
seeking equaUty in terms 
of.. .expenditures, class size, 
college placement, etc.. we must

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Abortion Bill Defeated

The Florida House of Representatives soundly 
• yesterday a bill which would have 
abortions performed on consenting 
PH'ti i>v licensed doctors in licensed hospitals. 
Ihe bill, introduced by Miley Micrs of 
.llahaseee, was defeated by a vote of 64-44 after 
rec hours of debate. 

A legislative ai* said the defeat came as a 
irprise. in that most peof^ around the Capitol 

, .iMi'thc bill would passby Owto ten votes. 

Ihc aide said the convincii* defeat of the bill 
idicaied that none of the other abortion bills 

„t, have been introduced would pass. Another 
ill concerning abortion will probably come up in 
he Senate this week. 

Proponents of the biU argued that what a 
. iiijn docs with her body is m*ody ebc's 
iisiness. and that women, who hive been ueated 
. "chattel property" over the years should be 
ven the right to deci^ for themaeWes their own 

Opponents labeled the bill a "child murder" bill 
,nd said that the next step would he the kilUng of 
KiHjIly and |rfiyaa% deformed babies after 



birih. 

Miers said that the current lawMs "absolutely 

inhumane" and would have been changed earlier if 
women had been given the right to decide the 
issue. 

"1 believe every child has the right to be born 
wanted, I believe every child has the right to be 
born loved, and I believe every child has the right 
to be born cared for," said Miers. 

After Miers said that his mail had run 1 2 to one 
in favor of the bill. Republican leader Don Reed of 
Boca Raton, main opponent of the bill, said "I'll 
bet you didn't get the response of one unborn 
child as lo whether it wanted to be born or not." 

During the debate, Reed displayed a curette, the 
medical instrument usually used in performing 
abortions, and challer^ed the provision in the bill 
which limits abortions to fetuses whK* are 
nonviable. A nonviable fetus cannot su^ain life 
outside the mother's body. 

"When the physician takes this little goodie and 
starts chopping up that baby in the uterus, it'll be 
too late to determine whether that fetus was viable 
or not," Reed said. 

The present Florida law allows abortions only 
when the health of the mother is endangered.

Union Board Constitution, as a 
member of the Student Senate, 1 
feel that I must refdy. Due to a 

lack of space, 1 will comment oa 
tliree of the objections to the 
new Union Board Constitution. 

1. Mr. Durrett says "neither 
he nor mendwrs of the board 
were consulted in the drafting of 
the amendments." This is 
comi^ety untrue. The then 
chairman of the Board, David 
Fuller, appeared at a meeting of 
the Judicial and Rules 
Committee and gave (or was 
supposed to give) the Union 
Board's reasons for its 
opposition to the amendments. 

If Mr. Durrett desired to 
confer with members of the 
Student Senate, he had adequate 
chance not only to meet with 
Senate committees but also with 
the Senate itself since the Senate 
took around two months in 
considering the Board's 
constitution. 

The real reason for Mr. 
Durrett's complaint is his utter 
contempt for students and their 
representatives which he 
confessed when he and the 
Board had a meeting with 
President Marshall over Union 
independence of Student 
Government. In this case, Mr. 
Durrett's consistent 
preoccupation with consultation 
didn't lead him to any 
consultation with SG. This is a 
blatant illustration of Mr. 
Durrett's double standards. 

2. Miss Snow goes on to state 
that a "scTatching of the 
experience requirement will lead 
to members not knowing how to 
run things." If the opposition 
would read the amendment that 
1 myself mtroduced, they would 
see that the idea that "a 



mjijority of students have three 
quarters experience" is still 
maintained through staggeriag 
the terms of the student 
i^MCsentatives. 

3. Mitt Snow also contends 
that a system of appeals to the 
Senate which would allow the 
Senate to overrule the Board 
wwdd make the Board 
powerless. Besides, she said , "by 
virtue of it (the Union) being for 
tlie faculty and staff members, 
as well as students, the Board 
should be directly responsible to 
the President." The Senate 
didn't provide the system of 
appeals to be used in the 
everyday decisions of the Board, 
but only in the case of broad 
policy decisions that went 
against the students' interests.

Uncameral 
Legislature 

TALLAHASSEE fUPI) The 
Florida Senate easily voted 
down creation of a uiucameral 
legislature Tuesday but passed a 
constitutional amendment to 
trim the membersiup of the two 
existing chambers. 

Oriaido Sen. WiDiam Gunter's 
proposal for a single-chamber 
legislature-a constitutional 
amendment needing two-thirds 
approval of both 
houses-mustered only eight 
vote* against a floodtide of 35 
opponents. Senate President 
John E. Matthews. 
D-Jacksonville, authored the bill 
reducing the membership, which 
passed 34-12. 

Mathews' bill would cut the 
48-member Senate and 
119-inember House to 36 
senators and 80 representatives. 
The bill was amended to a range 
of 30-40 senators and 80-100 
House members, with precise 
sizes to be set by future 
legislatures. 

During nearly three hours of 
heated debate, the bill was also 
amended to provide 
single-member legislative 
diatrkts rather than nutaoi 
legislative delations run at 
large. 

Sen. Truett Ott, D-Tampa, 
poshed the amendment requirii^ 
individual districts for each 

legislator, saying it would bring 
government closer to the people. ;

New Book Has Its Good Points

The first thing that strflces 

you as you look at the cover of 
ihe "University Catalog" 
Honda State Uiuvcrsity Pre«s, 
uj-io) IS the simplicity of the 
design. The red emblem on a 
brown background sets the

vvcl by the university. The 
u/mg thing about this work 
i,i is that it is completely 
vjhlc. even upon first

The novel leaps dnecdy into 

pl<ii, with only a brief 
jcscripiion of setting. Attention 
^hould be paid to the 
'Kiniental musings on the city 

i allahassee, since it represents 
the epitome of the wrilcr\ 
attempt to emulate the style of 
Ernest Hemingway : 

■'The Univcrsily is located in 
Tallahassee, the capiul of 
FkMTida, a city of newly 
1 00 .000. The roffing north 
Florida Mlb, with their cover of 
pme and live oak, provide a 



landscape of pleasant variety, 
while the nearby Gulf of Mexico 
tempers the c&mte and offers 
diverse recreation..." 

The reader should note the 
use of "nearly 100,000" in the 
above sdection. The writer 
carefully skirts the fact that 
MOST OF the population of 
Tallahassee is composed of 
students, farm animals, itinerant 
legislators, and a governor The 
innocent reader is lead to believe 
that Tallahassee is somewhere 
between Eden and Central Park. 

The novel devotes an entire 
page of the 4S6-page opus to 
research programs, being careful 
not to mention any ties with the 
Defense Department or the 
current Cambodian war effort. 
Also included are the titles of 
the six hooks in the Robert 
Manning Strozier Library and a 
podcet size map on where to 
find the library if you live on 
Landis Green. 

The author brilliantly 
'ntrodiices an element of humor 
into the novel by his brief 
mention of the University Food 
Service and the Union Store. 
The ajthor plays with the 
reader's im^nation as he 



mentions the five pacent 
discount on all items in the 
store. The author assumes the 
reader is aware of the ten 
pacent mark-up on all Union 
Store items, of course. 
University health services is 
laughingly referred to as "the 
newest and most modern 
facilities for treating the usual 
medical illnesses and miiKnr 
surgery." Such as ptomaine 
contracted m the university 
cafeteria. 

The "University Catalog" is 
worth the price (free) for its 
section on student publications 
atone. The Flambeau is 
characterized as a medium for 
news opinion, and 
entertainment, while the Smoke 
Signals is pictured as a timely 
discussion of student affairs. 

The author shows his writing 
expertise in his coverage of the 
campus narc division. Public 
Safety and Security. Even the 
name. Division of Public Safety, 
is reminiscent of the bloodiest 
phase of the Frendi Revolution. 
The insipid parking regulations 
are skinuned over, so the reader 
will not be "turned off', to use 
the vernacular of the times. The 



men that enfrace these 
regulations are characterized as 
kindly (gentlemen) with pencils 
and tickets, crying for empathy. 
The descriptkMi of the detective 
department conjures up images 
of sleuths with long pipes and 
magnifyii^ glasses searching the 
campus for a trace of the elusive 
weed, but inevitably bumbling 
into walls, trees, bushes and et 
cetera. 

This reviewer's favorite 
section of the novel, however, 
was the piercing analysis of 
academk; affairs at the big-time 
university. The in-depth 
examination of such mediocre 
subjects as the Liberal Arts 
language requirement bears 
special examination. The author 
skillfully weaves a foreign 
language into a Liberal Arts 
degree, even though the two 
have absolutely nothing in 
common. Other subplots include 
the welfare of the Social Welfare 
and Education Dep»tments, 
which are irrevocably connected 



to the language department by 
virtue of the fact that neither of 
the departramtt

Fordyce, who came here in 
1963, became acquainted with 
the work Marshall was doii% 
with a Ford Foundation project 
developing a special high school 
in Turkey for bright science 
students. The project was 
headed by MvsfaaB and gained 
him an intematioaal rqiutatitm. 

The pa^ect was different 
from most U.S .-sponsored 
projects Fordyce encountered 
because of the great mvolvement 
Mardudl deagned for Ttirkish 
scientists and educators right 
from the beginning. 

"With other international 
projects I've seen, the Americans 
did so much of the work that 
when they left. the project folded 
for lack of trained leadership," 
Fordyce said. 

Besides the steady production 
of pri/e-wmning high school 
science graduates, the effects of 
Marshall's work are still being 
felt in Turkey. In the summers, 
the school is turned mto a 
teacher trainii^ center. And 
many curricultun chaises liave 
occurred in college-level science 
courses because of the interest 
of Turkish educators who were 
involved in the high school 
project. 

It was during the Turkish 
project, when Marshall was 
akfoorne for Rome, that he met 
his wife, SUriey.a Hewaidca on 
his flight. They w«ie aiaDtied in 
1966. 

Mrs. Marshall is the head of 
the houaehokl which numbers 
five dtildren, the youngest of 
whom is eight-month-old James 
Andrew, the first child born in 
the ftea id c Ht' s home. Dr. and 
Mrs. Marshall manage an active 
family schedule which includes 
taking the children on short 
vac^ions and to athletic and 
cuhmai activities.

NCAA Suspends Mass. 

FORT LAUDERDALE. Fla. (UPI)-The NCAA Council Tuesday put the University of Massachusetts on 

probation for one year for allowing 1 1 of its athletes to continue to pia\ despite low grades. 

Massachusetts will be banned from post season events for one >ear under the ruling by the IS-member 
council. 

The Council said 12 athletes were allowed to practice despite their grades which were below the 1.6 
average on a four-point scale and 1 1 of them were allowed to play in games. The Council did not say which 
sport was involved. 

Massachusetts also was chastised for improper use of grant-m-atds. The Yankee Conlerencc already had 
censured and reprimanded the school. 

The Council also censured and reprimanded Villanova. but there were no prohibitions or sanctions levied. 
The Council said a Villanova alumnus provided free air transportation for a high school athlete who was 
making his second visit. The Council also said the visit extended beyond the prescribed 48-hour limit. 

Probation ot Wichita State and Utah State, levied in l^bS. was lifted Tuesday 

In oilier action. Fhe Council announced it would embark on an anti-drug campaign and has advised the 
White House and Justice Department it will help combat the problem. 

Mechanics of the campaign have not been worked out, but the Council said it would use all the NCAA's 
resources, including its television coverage. 

The Council adopted in principle a committee recommendation permittii^ fall baseball seasons and 
limiting baseball games to 40 a year. 

The faU season would be limited to .^0 days of practice and aames over a 45 day span

Documents Released 

BOSTON (UPI)-Superior Court officers made final preparations 
Tuesday for the release of 87 copies of the secret documents from 
the inquest into the death of Itey Jo Kopedme in Sen. Edward M. 

Kennedy's car. 

The release, scheduled for 3 pjn. today was threatened, however, 
with .mother delay from the attorney for the court stenographers 
who transcribed the inquest and claim the right to distribute copies 
of the transcript to the news media for a fee. 

Attorney Jerome P. Facher told UPl Tuesday Ik was "considermg 
further legal steps" to halt the release. The most Ifltely course of 
action open to Facher was a request to the U.S. Supreme Court for a 
restraining order. He already has a damage suit pending in the U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals here, but that court refused to hold up 
release of the inquest papers. 

The documents-the 12-page report of the inquest judge and the 
764-page tismscript of tetfimony from the four-day secret 
invest^ation-will be given to members of the media who have paid 
$75 for the set of two documents. There are 87 sets spoken for, 
according to court offlcers. 

The entire procedure has been awaited for 109 days since the 
inquest closed Jan. 8. 

"On July 18, 196''. at approximatel\ 11 15 p.m in 
Chappaquiddick, Martha's Vineyard, Mass., I was driving my car on 
Main Street on my way to get the ferry back to Edprtown." 

With that statement to police nine months ago. Kennedy set off 
one of the most explosive stories in many years. The death of the 
28-year-old fredded-faced bkmde from Plymouth, Pa., also marked 
the most damagii^ btow to the fortunes of the surviving Kennedy 
son. 

Kennedy, then at 37 a leading Democratic contender for the 1972 
presidential nomination, took himself out of the race-some said 
forever. 

Kennedy pleaded guilty one week after the accident, to a charge 
of leaving the scene of an accident-he failed to report it to police 
for at least nine hours— and was given a two-nwnth suspended 
sentence in Edgartown District Court.

Summer Enrollment Increase

The Florida Board of Regents 

1^ presently considering plans 
aimed at inaetsing the 
enrollment in state uravenities 
durmg the sununer quarter. 
Hendrix Chandler, corporate 
secretary of the Board, said that 
due to the light money situation 
the legislature has been putting 
pressure on the Board to 
oquali/e the enrollment during 
all tour academic quarters. 

Chandler aid if summer 
school were made more 
attractive, the university could 
ave a peai deal of money by 
\au% iMddings wMch are usually 
idle during the summer months. 
In addition, by distributing the 
student load more evenly over 
the eotife year the need for new 
buiUingi wouW be reduced. 



To attract summer 
enrollment, the Board has been 
considering lowering the student 
registration fee. Chandler said 
that this type of program has 
had a good deal of ntccest hi 
Oklahoma and that the Board is 
considering a reduction during 
the 1971 summer session. 

In addition to lowering 
tuition, the Board hopes than an 
expansion of course offerings, 
the hiring of top-notch teaches 
and mwe air oonditioiied 
faciUties wffl boost summer 
enroUmeot. 

Chandler said that with 
Florida higher education 
expanding at the rate it is today, 
it may force compulsory 
summer attendance. The Board 
IS closely watching the 
IMwraty of South Florida 
whi'-h is currently showing good 



prospects in expanding its 
summer program. The outcome 
of South Florida's summer 
session will help the Board 
determine what measures to take 
on the sutewide level, he sa 



center will have to hire 
additional physicians and nurses 
and purchase mote suppUes and 
equipment.

'Transfer Shock' 
A Misconception 

The idea that Florida junior colleges don't adequately prepare 
able students for senior university work is incorrect, a FSU study 

says. 

The study compared grade averages of transfer students with 
those of "native" students at Florida State and found then were no 
substantial differences in the grades earned by students with equal 
scores on the abihty-measuring Florida 12th Grade Test (FTGT). 
John Nickens, FSU assistant registrar, made the study. 

Nickens was critical of the term, "transfer shodc," which 
r explained the drop in grades which many educators assumed was 
experienced by transfer students supposedly not used to the high 
grading standards in universities. 

Educators accepting the transfer shodc idea expect first-quarter 
transfer students to have lower grades than native juniors. In the 
FSU study, however, the transfer students came out as well as the 
natives who had similar FTGT scores. 

Trantfer students with below-avoage FTGT scores made 
below -average grades, which indicated to Nickens that FTGT scores 
are much more important factors in grades than whether or not the 
student received part of his education at a junior college. 

Nidcens studied tlw grade records of 926 Fkxida State stiidenU 
for his survey. The trantfer stuctents came from 20 Florida junior 
colleges. 

Nidcens si^ested that previous studies on transfer student 
problems did not take enough variables into consideration. Both

For 
exampk, if some knowledge of 
English were required prior to 
entry into the university, then 
the presently unbeBevaUe lack 
of proficiency in this subject 
among college seruors might 
cotdd [sic) be avirided.

Hurricane 
Watch 

WASHINGTON (UPI)-The 
government announced 
Wednesday it would use new 
computerized techniques this 
year to maintain the most 
intensive hurricane watch in 
history. 

"In previous years the 
decision to raise a hurricane 
watch has been a matter for the 
forecaster's subjective 
judgement," said the 
EnvBOMReatal Science Services 
Adnmttti^n (ESSA). "This 
seaaon, a computer storing the 
history of all Atlantic hurricanes 
will use this data to project the 
probable trade of an 
approaching system." 

The announcement said that 
when a hurrkane (»nter is 
between 24 and 36 hours of a 
possible landfall, a new 
hurricane analc^y teduuque wfll 
swing into action. 

"This is a computer program 
whidi analyzes the behavior of 
aD pievwus hurricanes located 
and moving la a manner similar 
to the one approaching the coast 
and computes the sector of the 
coastUne which historically has 
at least a SO-50 chance of being 
mauled by winds and stonn 
surge," ESSA said. 

"This wfll become the area for 
which the NiAtood Hurrkaoe 
Center will announce a 
watch," said ESSA.

Why not group handicapped 
children together according to 
their educatioaal need nrther 
ihjn their medical category? 
Why not train special education 
teadwrs to recognize these

These questions, vital to 
special education of chiMien will 
be investigated under a $74^23 
I S Office of Education grant 
to Honda Sute University's 
Department of Hibffitative 
sciences. The grant is to 
establish a model program for 
preparing ' special education 



teachers. An estiinated 300,000 
such teachers are needed. 

One of the main tadu of the 
program will be to set specific 
objectives and to establish 
evaluation procedures for 
monitoring the training 
program's success, according to 
program director Dr. Louis 
SchwarU. 

Tor the past decade special 
education personnel have noted 
the similar academic, social and 
learning difficulties of 
exceptional children: the 
mentally retarded, emotionally 
disturbed, physically limited,

The junior year will 
emphasize observation and study 
of both the normal and 
exceptional child's behavior. The 
senior year calls for participation 
in the diagnosis, prescription and 
design of individual instructional 
programs for the children. 
Actual internship and evaluatioa 
will be at the master s level. 

The clinical teacher will also 
be expected to make use of 
available school and community 
services or resources m carrying 
out the instructional program. 

"In other words," Schwartz 
said, "the clinical teacher will be 
trained to evaluate the needs of 
each child and plan appropriate 
activities to develop more fully 
his potential." The instructor 
will then be expected to develop 
criteria for evaluatir^ the 
results of the instruction. 

■"With the new Regional 
Rehabilitation Center and 
university-wide cooperation we 
will be able io develop the first 
cUrucal teacher program a 
marriage of school psychology 
and special education."

Studott Government i> abolishing the Dollars for Scholars fund 
and transferring money now deposited in it to the Martin Luther 
King Memorial Scholarship fimd. 

N'esia King. .S(; secretary of internal affairs, said yesterday that all 
that IS needed to make the alKratiun complete is a change of records 
by Financial Aid, which has been managing both funds. 

The Martin Luther King Memorial tund was created by the Black 
Student Lnion last year. Student Goveriiinent contributed S500 to 
the t und shortly al ter it was created, but its present balance is only 
$568 and no student lo date ha>i [occived a scholarship fioni i! 

The Dollars for .Scholars luiid. created by Student Government, 
has been in existence several years. A number of scholarships for not 
more than $300 each have been awarded under it. Its present 
balance , however , is only S46 1 . 

The anemic state of both funds led to a decisii>n hy SG oflkiaiv 
to cunibme the two accounu into one. It is hoped that a single 
effort to collect money for scholarships will be more effective than 
the current divided ct'toits have been 

Money from the recent trateimty-sorotity Giedk Week was 
supposed to be turned ower to Dollars for Scholars. Student 
Government has yet to receive this money, but when a is lurncd 
over to SG officiais, it will be placed m the Kuig Memorial fund. 
Mm King said. 

A committee is being set up to administer the new conibincd tund 
and to decide who will receive scholarships. Barbara t-inney has been 
chosen to head the committee and Dr. Dan Aikeni, Student Body 
President Chuck Sherman, Men's Vice President John Burt and Miss 
King have been appointed monbers. Yet to be chosen are 
representatives of the iBter-Ftatonily Covncfl and Pufadknic and 
three more btadcs. 

Under the Dollars for Scholars frfan, 10 percent of the profits over 
$20 from any concessions set up on campus went into the 
scholarship fund. This practice will be oootinued. wtth money going 
to At Kng Memoriri fund instead. 

Money from last weekend's performance of "Self Accusation" by 
the Black Players Guild will also be added to the new combined 
find.

Fkirida State took a step 
toward solving some of the 
financial problems of the 
atiiletic program by making 
anyone who wants to sit 
between the 4S-yard Une in the 
west stands pay an additional 
$40. 

Those fans who want to sit 
between the 35- and 45-yard line 
will have to pay an additional 
$20. 

The new policy applies only 
to the seating arrangement in the 
west stands. Students sit in the 
east stands and will not be 
affected by this policy. 

Season tickets this year will 
be $7 for each of the six home 
games or S42. Therefore, to be 
able to sit between the 45 -yard 



line, a S40 conuibution to the 
Athletic Scholarship Fund will 
be required. This makes the 
price of the tickets a total of 
S82. 

With the S40 contribution to 
the Athletic Fund, ticket holders 
will be entided to awmberdiip 
of the Seminole Booster Club, 
special parking privileges. 
Boosters auto tag and card plus 
priorities of purchasing 
single-game tickets. 

The reasons given for the 
additional price put on the 
privilege seating are today's 
rising costs and competition. 
President Stanley Marsliall said 
that "there is a greater demand 
for support of our athletic 
program than is being supplied 



through the gate receipU." 

Athletic director Vaughn 
Mandia disclosed that today's 
4-year scholarship is valued at 
$8,200 whereas 10 ytan ago it 
cost $5,200. 

Ten years ago Florida State 
operated the athletic program 
for S 62 5. 000 but this year's 
budget calls for SI. 8 miUion 
dollars to cover all the atfaletie 
sptata. 

Florida State is not the fust 
to make ticket holders pay extra 
to sit in choice seats. University 
of Florida has been doing if for 
years. UF requires a donation 
ranging from S25 between the 
15-30 to S50 between the

NEW YORK (UPI) The 
National Basketball Association 
announced Wednesday Uie 
mechanics of its May 1 1 
expansion draft that will help 
stock the rosters of newcomers 
Buffalo, Cleveland aad P(»tlaad 
(Ore.). 

A total of 33 players will be 
selected from the 14 established 
teams, with no dub lodag iiK»e 
than three players to the 
expansion fraacUaes. 

Actually, only five 
extablished clubs will lose as 
tnany as three players. The 
remaining nine are assured that 
their maximum kns will be two. 
This formula gives the expansion 
teams a nucleus of II 
experienced players, plus 
whatever talent they pidced up 
in the college draft. 

The Buffalo Braves open first 
round selectimis, with POrtlud 
picking second and Cleveland 
third. Buffalo and Cleveland will 
alternate in the selecting after 
the first round, with Portland 
always picking second.

The NBA realignment for the 
1970-71 season was announced 
on April 23 to include four 
divisions, three of four teams 
and one sectfon with five chibs.

MEXICO CITY (UPl>-The 
brains of technicians will re^rfaoe 
the brawn of athktet in a 

computerized version of the 
1970 World Soccer Cup starting 
in Mexico City May 3. 

On that day 29 days before 
the inauguration of the real 
thfaig at Mexkx) City's Aztec 
Stadium Mexico will take on 
the Soviet Union in a 30-ininute 
simulated game. 

The computerized games, 
which foOow the playing 
schedule ol' the cup games until 
the final May 25, will be 
broadcast by eight capital and 
30 provincial radio stations 
belonging to the "Asir Group," 
sponsor of "Gol-70." 

Rogclio Rodriguez Beltran, 
technical directw of the 



computerized cup, said the 
results of the games are being 
kept a secret until the end of the 
anwkted games. 

The gathering of information 
on the 16 finalists and the 
friayrn who wffl make up theae 
teams began four years ago, 
Rodriguez said. All the 
Brformatioo wat fed nito the 
computers. 

Some of the inlormation 
collected by "Gol-70's" staff of 
technidans included the eflect 
of Mexico City's altitude on 
individual players, the influence 
of Mexican fans on individuals 
and the effect of playing away 
from home on some teams. 

Other studies included the 
goal average of the finalists in 
their elimination and practice 
games, their performance in past 



work! cups, and individual 
offensive and dcfeasiwe 
accomplishments.

Judiciary Committee 



WASHINGTON 
(UPI> Supreme Court nominee 
Harry A. Biackmun won over 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
so quidcly Wednesday it ended 
its pubiic hearings alter Just 
three and a half hours. In 
contrast to the drawn-out battles 
over President Nixon's iwo 
previous choices, he could have 
its approval by n^htfall 
Thursday, 

After callmg an end to the 
hearing, the conimiitee met in 
executive session and decided to 
meet privately j^ain at 10 a.m. 
Thursday. It was believed it 
might formally recommend 
confirmation by the full Senate 
at that time. 

Senate liberals and 
conservatives, from North and 
South, lined up behind 
Biackmun, who claimed a 
sensitivity for civil rights, labor 
and "the little people." 

With no one speaking out 
against the nomination, the 
quick endorsements contrasted 
sharply with the drawn-out 
(voceedii^ that kept the 
rejected nominatimis of Judges

Biackmun was questioned 
about his views on capital 
punishment. The nominee said 
he was not personally convinced 
of the rightness of the death 
penalty or its effectiveness in 
detering crime. But. he saiJ. 
"miposition of the death penalty 
is one for the disaetioa of 
legislatures." 

Biackmun, 61, also told the 
committee that if confirmed he 
would pit^^Iy sell any stock 
holdings that might possibly 
present a conflict of uiieresi. 

During the brief hearing. Sen. 
Janes O. Eastland, D-Miss., 
chairman of the committee, 
asked Biackmun if he believed 
the Supreme Court's 
interpretation of the laws and 
the Constitution should lake 
into account changing social and 
economic conditions. 

"We Kve in a changing world," 
Biackmun answered. But, he 
said, "I would do my best not to 
have my decisions reflect my 
personal ideas and philoso phy/' 



Nixon's Message 
To Discuss Cambodia 

WAailNGTON (UPI)-The United States provided miliury 
advisors and other support Wednesday for South Vietnamese atuck 
on Communist forces just inside Camboctia, provoking charges in 
Congress that President Nixon mi^t be widenmg American 
involvement in Indo-China. 

The White House said Nixon wouki address the natiim Thursday 
night, ivesumably to announce his decision on Canrfwdia's request 
for extensive UJS. military arms and supplies It said Wednesday's 
acti(Hi was not the President's response to that request. 

The speculation in diplomatic cirdes was that Nixon, hoping to 
avoid any appearance of direct American involvement, would 
arrange for indirect su[^ly of arms to Cambodia through Allied 
nations, such as Thailand. 

The Defense Department announced that at Saigon's request, it 
was providing "advisors, tactical air, ak coordinators, medical 
evacuation and some logistics assistance" for an assault which South 
Vietnam carried out Wednesday agamst North Vietnamese and Viet 
Coi^ bases and supply depots in Can4>odia, 35 miles west of Sa^on. 

Neither in Washington nor in Saigon would ofnciais state whether 
US. military advisors were actually Uking part in ground operations, 
althoi^ Pentagon sources said ^aericais would be unolved in air 
operations over Cambodia. 

U. S. MiUtary spokesmen m Saigon did say that no American 
ground troops were involved and that U.S. support cooaited 
primarily of helicoptas, Uctical air strikes and artillery support. 
What role the American "advisors" were playing was not explauied. 

Disclosure of open U.S. involvement in military ground (^eratkMS 
in Cambodia aroused unmediate protests in Congress. 

The White House said Nixon's broadcast mea^, to be d^med 
at an undeteimined hour Thursday night, would "dnous tlw entire 
situation ui Cambodia as it relates to both Cambodia and VS. forces 
in Vietnam."

BOSTON (UPl>-The judge 
who presided o«er a secret 
inquest into the death of .Mar> 
Jo Kopechne m Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy's car said he found 
"probable cause" Kennedy 
"operated negligently" and 
appears to have contributed to 
the girl's death, according to 
inquest documents made public 
Wednesday. 

The 12-page inquest report of 
District Judge lames A. Boyle Of 
Edgartown and the 764-page 
transcript of inquest tesimKMiy 
were released in Suffolk 
Superior Court nine months 
after Miss Kopechne died when 
the car driven by Kennedy went 
off a bridge on Gappaquiddick 
Idand. 

Boyle's report was a 
bombshell which cast doubt on 
some of the essential parts of the 
senator's previous two public 
accountings of the accident. 

The documents had been 
under legal wraps since the 
uiquest ended Jan. 8. The 
accident occurred last July 18. 

The judge said, "l...find there 
is probabkcawse tobcheve thai 
Edward 1^ Kennedy operated 
his motor vehicle negligently on 
a way or M 6 place to which the 
public have a right of access and 
that such operation appears to 
have contributed to the death of 
Mary Jo Kopechne. ' 

Boyle also said after reviewing 
the facts in the case, "I infer a 
reasonable and probable 
explanation of the totality ol 
the. ..facts is that Kennedy and 
Miss Kopechne did not intend to 
return to Edgartown at that 
time; that Kennedy did not 
intend to drive to the ferry and 
his turn mto Dice Road was 
intentional.

bridge." the report said 

The judge said he found Miss 
Kopechne s death due to 
drowning. He also said 
Keimedy's apparent failure lo 
seek help for the young 
Wastuogton sccieiary as she lay 
at tlM bottom of the tidal pond 
did not "oMttttute anninal 
conduct."
